Assumptions held by sociologists concerning the 
role that women played in their own mobility has 
resulted in a variety of creative operationalizations 
in measuring female mobility; however, the assump- 
tions can no longer be accepted as applicable to the 
present generation of younger women.

motivation of adult learning are examined in light of 
findings from several research studies. Focus is on 
highly intentional learning which is not part of for- 
mal course work: a series of time-consuming epi- 
sodes in which the person’s primary intention is to 
gain certain definite knowledge and skill. Findings 
are reported which indicate that about 90 per cent 
of all women and men initiate and conduct at least 
one major deliberate learning effort a year (five on 
the average), only 20 per cent of these are profes- 
sionally guided, and that intentional self-planned 
learning is at least as important, relevant, and useful 
to others as professionally-taught groups. The au- 
thor outlines a useful way to identify why people 
learn through examination of the benefits a person 
intends to obtain through the learning effort. He 
discusses findings which indicate that a variety of 
reasons is always present and that the decision to 
learn is often voluntary, self-initiated, and proactive 
even if the task or responsibility for which the new 
knowledge or skill is used is not voluntary. Survey 
results are cited to show that demographic variables 
(previous education, age, socioeconomic status, 
race, sex) have little or no influence on the choice 
to learn. In the final section the author notes that 
most learning efforts are good, but some are harm- 
ful. He suggests ways to encourage people to learn 
things that are beneficial to others. (JT)

Conclusions are presented 
based on the data: there has been an increase in the 
age and decrease in the size of Pennsylvania’s ABE 
population, demand for ABE programs is about half 
that for all adult educational activities, and ABE 
program enrollment would probably increase were 
it not artificially controlled by the 20 per cent fund- 
ing restriction for high school equivalency pro- 
grams. The author contends that empirical criteria, 
information on data sources, and guidelines for tar- 
get group identification should be developed at the 
federal level for use by the states.

An 
overview of activity related to theory building in 
adult learning during the 1970s showed the empha- 
sis that adult educators placed on the planning of 
programs for the adult learner. Other conclusions 
drawn were that a truly holistic learning theory is 
needed and desired; theory building has focused on 
relevance for practice; and there are common con- 
cerns about intrinsic aspects of adult learning.

hensive Employment and Training Act. Descrip- 
tions of Missouri's CETA youth programs are 
presented in section 4. The final section summarizes 
the needs that must be met to help cope with and/or 
solve Missouri’s youth employment problems. (BM) 
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This document contains one of two reports pre- 
sented at the Governor’s National Forum on Youth 
Employment, May 22-23, 1980. Focusing on the 
issue of youth employment, this report is divided 
into seven sections. Section 1 discusses the high 
national youth unemployment rate. Section 2 de- 
scribes a variety of factors pertinent to youth unem- 
ployment and the characteristics of the teenage 
labor force.

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Identifiers—Dual Career Families 
Findings are presented from a study of the midlife 
dual career family (in which toth members of the 
couple are professionally employed and are highly 
committed to their work, and where there may or 
may not be children present). Focus is on the atti- 
tudes, perspectives, and personality characteristics 
of the dual career wife, and distinction is made be- 
tween the woman who has been in a continuous 
career pattern since her 20s and the midlife woman 
who is newly entered into a professional career. 
Data referred to throughout the discussion is drawn 
from a series of in-depth case studies of dual career 
families which included twenty-three people (eight- 
een of them women) who ranged in age from 
twenty-two to fifty-two and in education from high

The other three issues 
dealt with examine individue’ development as 
related io the larger social structure: (4) the additive 
nature of the dual career woman’s concept of career, 
(5) relationship to aging parents, and (6) midlife 
women’s view of other women. Finally five strate- 
gies of coping and adaptation identified from the 
case material are described: structural changes oc- 
cur in the traditional marriage pattern, one or both 
partners take up a stagnant position in terms of 
growth, one or both partners assume a regressive 
position, marriage system dissolves, and enhanced 
opportunities are found for growth and individual- 
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Objectives of Project HAVE (Homemaking and 
Volunteer Experience) Skills are to develop, vali- 
date, and field test educational planning and experi- 
ential evaluation materials which can be used by 
women, counselors, and employers in assessing the 
skills which women have acquired from their volun- 
teer work and homemaking experience. Progress to 
date has involved establishment of an advisory com- 
mittee and validation panels, development of thirty- 
three “I Can” competency lists (e.g., child 
caretaker, benefit sales worker, consumer rights spe- 
cialist, fund raiser), validation of the lists (524 
items) by 122 women and 56 employers, factor ana- 
lyses of the lists to revise and cluster skills, and 
drafting of the first three chapters of a workbook to 
help women identify their job-relevant skills and 
match them to those in paid jobs. Skill clusters will 
be related to jobs and job families on the basis of 
employer data, job literature analysis, and data to be 
collected from 100 employment and career counse- 
lors. The remaining two sections of the workbook 
have been outlined. Most of the report consists of 
appendixes: data summaries on the skill lists, corre- 
lation tables, final draft of competency lists, and 
draft of the first three workbook sections: introduc- 
tion, overview and general discussion of questions 
asked by women returning to paid work, and exer- 
cises to review experience and identify skills. (JT) 
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This report provides an overview of the training 
and education received by public sector employees, 
estimates of public funds expended for this training, 
recent trends, and identification of policy issues for 
future study. Chapter 1, an introduction, summa- 
rizes the content of chapters 2 and 3. Chapter 2 
describes the major portions of the public sector- 
federal civilian employees, uniformed members of 
the armed forces, independent agencies, and state 
and local government-and public sector training. It 
is reported that the public sector employs nearly 19 
million people and that between 3 and 4 million 
public sector employees receive training and educa- 
tion each year at a cost of between 9 and 10 billion 
dollars.

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The 1979/80 Comprehensive Employment and 
Training Act Youth Employment Training Program 
in the Phoenix Union High School District was eva- 
luated in two ways: (1) enrollment figures and par- 
ticipant demographics were compared to project 
goals; and (2) opinion surveys of participants, job- 
site supervisors, youth advisors, and parents of par- 
ticipants were conducted. Findings indicated that 
enrollment goals for age, sex, and ethnic distribution 
were met. All groups surveyed indicated that the 
CETA program helped participants to develop good 
work habits and learn new skills. Relations between 
participants and their supervisors were seen as pro- 
ductive by all concerned. Youth advisors felt that 
they placed their clients as closely as possible to 
their career interests, and participants, parents and 
job supervisors concurred. Students liked their jobs 
and expressed favorable opinions of both their job 
supervisors and their youth advisors. Overall, the 
majority of participants, job-site supervisors, and 
parents rated the program as excellent. The majority 
of youth advisors rated it as good. (Comments from 
each of the survey groups are appended.) (LRA) 
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Cost effectiveness of on-the-job training (OJT) 

can be determined by measures of effectiveness and 

by cost assessing the relationship between output 
and input. Defining effectiveness to be a measure of 
what an activity produces leaves two main groups of 
problems unresolved: hierarchies of effectiveness 
and multiple outcomes. The most significant level in 
the hierarchy of effectiveness that would permit 
unambiguous attribution of effectiveness of OJT ac- 
tivity must be determined. At each level OJT may 
have multiple outcomes, since a trainee is usually 

certified on a number of tasks or OJT may be a 

qualification for promotion. Care must be taken to 

assess attainment of each objective and to judge the 
relative importance of each. In any cost analysis 
different categories of cost must be considered. 

There are three types of OJT activities with varying 

costs-Type 1, whose only product is training: Type 

2, requiring little OJT and producing work; and 

Type 3, producing both work and training simul- 

taneously with the same resources. OJT trainees 

may offset some of the OJT cost by participating in 

Type 2 and 3 activities. To establish the effects of 

cost on OJT provision, organizations must deter- 

mine the cost of all three types. (YLB)

This position paper of the National Advisory 
Council on Vocational Education is written in re- 
sponse to the American Nurses’ Association’s 
(ANA) proposal, which calls for reducing a four- 
level system to two levels of nursing: the profes- 
sional nurse, who would be required to have a 
bachelor of science degree in nursing, and an assist- 
ant technical nurse, who would have an associate 
degree in nursing and work under the supervision of 
the professional nurse. Among the findings of the 
council concerning the issue of entry-level nursing 
reported in the paper are (1) there is no conclusive 
evidence that the proposal will result in improved 
health care services; (2) implementation of the 
ANA position would eliminate the diploma nurse 
and the licensed practical nurse; (3) diploma nurse 
training programs, licensed practical nurse training 
programs, and associate degree programs currently 
offer viable options to persons desiring a career as 
a nurse; (4) all four types of nurse training programs 
produce valuable members of the health care deliv- 
ery system; (5) implementation of the ANA posi- 
tion would increase the cost of health services; and

sult in disfranchisement of career opportunities for 
and discrimination against several disadvantaged 
and special populations.

The national office of Job Corps, in conjunction 
with the Ohio State University, formulated a re- 
search project to determine the incidence of learn- 
ing problems among Job Corps members and to 
make recommendations concerning the need for in- 
structional strategies. The diagnostic instrument se- 
lected was The London Procedure: A Screening, 
Diagnostic, and Teaching Guide, which screens for 
visual and auditory functions, visual and auditory 
perceptions, and reading encoding and decoding. 
Forty Job Corps members were selected in each of 
ten sites-twenty enrolled less than thirty days and 
twenty enrolled thirty days or longer. Data for 404 
Job Corps members were analyzed to determine the 
number of weaknesses identified for each subject. 
(A weakness was a score at or below a specified 
criterion for each test.) A continuum according to 
the number of tests on which a Job Corps member 
scored below criteria was used to classify the sever- 
ity of learning problems. The incidence of learning 
problems ranged from low to extreme in 91% of 


those tested. Corps members with a low level of 
severity may be able to function adequately in exist- 
ing educational programs. Those in moderate, high, 
and extreme categories-some 40% of those tested- 
are in need of special instructional programs.

In section 4 
are presented operational issues which confront ad- 
ministrators and some practical suggestions for ad- 
dressing them. They are identification of nonprofit 
private schools, publicizing the benefits and oppor- 
tunities for vocational education programs, assess- 
ing student needs for vocational education, and 
communication strategies.

Difficulties for determining the prospects for 
youth unemployment are discussed. It is suggested 
that because a wide array of social, economic, and 
legal factors interact to affect youth joblessness, vo- 
cational education can contribute only indirectly to 
the alleviation of youth unemployment through im- 
proving the employability skills of youth. Sugges- 
tions for further research include (1) clarification of 
whether the reduction of youth unemployment is a 
goal of vocational education; (2) determination of 
barriers to youth employment beyond skill deficits 
constraining what vocational education could do to 
alleviate youth joblessness; and (3) determination of 
what vocational education should do in this area.

Two additional services developed included an out- 
line for conducting inservice for instructors who 
work with disadvantaged/handicapped students 
and a handbook of services for handicapped stu- 
dents.

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Identification of the basic skills and roles in field 
experience education should answer the question 
“Can and should educators identify a set of basic 
skills required for effective performance in experi- 
ential learning as part of general education?” New 
roles required of students in using experiential 
learning opportunities include initiator, problem 
solver and decision maker, cultural analyst and 
strategist, interactor, information source and net- 
work developer, free agent, value clarifier, com- 
municator, and recipient. Basic skills needed are 
observation and recording skills, skills of reflection, 
gathering information orally, and value clarifica- 
tion. A skill needed in applying experiential learning 
theory is abstract conceptualization-taking observa- 
tions and reflections and developing general princi- 
ples. concepts, and hypotheses. Traditional learning 
skills serve field experience education students well 
in career exploration, creative problem solving, and 
developing learning objectives. To facilitate acquisi- 
tion of these skills, one should follow a basic set of 
assumptions, including the following: students 
should be responsible for acquiring the skills and 
learning. discovery learning is more effective learn- 
ing. and processes through which these skills can be 
learned should be identified and designed. The two 
challenges are to identify the minimum basic skills 
and develop experiential learning occasions through 
which students acquire them prior to field experi- 
ence placements.

Men (N=16) and women (N=16) rated photo- 
graphs of football tackles and women’s fashions on 
various dimensions. All photographs were accom- 
panied by comments, either factual/descriptive, 
evaluative/accurate, or evaluative/inaccurate. The 
major dependent variable was the extent to which 
the subjects agreed with these comments. When 
both men and women were asked if they agreed with 
an inaccurate evaluation, agreement was lowest 
when prior knowledge was high. Men, compared to 
women, were less willing to agree with an accurate 
evaluation. Results suggest that, for attitude-con- 
gruent advocacies, gender-role cues a script for the 
socially acceptable level of agreeableness; agree- 
ment with inaccurate evaluations appears to be 
more content-based.

Data from a previous study concerning the rela- 
tion between sex-role identity and sex-role attitudes 
and achievement motivation in females were rea- 
nalyzed using two new factor-based scores, Domi- 
nant/Assertive and Independent, and one new 
factor-based score, Caring, derived from the Bem 
Sex Role Inventory (BSRI) masculinity and 
femininity scores, respectively. The possible differ- 
ential effects of two types of experimental arousal, 
one emphasizing intellectual achievement and the 
other social-achievement, upon the degree of need 
achievement elicited in white, middle-class women 
were explored. Women’s achievement motivation 
scores increased significantly under arousal. The in- 
teraction between experimental conditions and the 
Dominant/ Assertive factor was not significant and 
there were no main effects. The experimental condi- 
tions x Independent variable interaction was signifi- 
cant but meaningless. There was a significant 
interaction between the combined Dominant/ Ass- 
ertive and Independent scores and experimental 
conditions; women whose combined scores fell 
above 20 had greater need achievement after Social- 
Achievement arousal. While a significant interac- 
tion was found between the Caring variable and 
experimental conditions, the actual proportion of 
variance accounted for only one percent. Compari- 
son of these findings with the previous results sug- 
gests that sex-role variables play a minor role in the 
expression of achievement motivation in women.

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Many employers have asserted that women are 
not good candidates for administrative positions be- 
cause they could not stand up to the pressures and 
stress associated with administrative responsibili- 
ties. To test the validity of this assertion, a compari- 
sion was made of the occupational stress profiles of 
male and female educational administrators in Ore- 
gon. The Administrative Stress Index, a 35-item 
questionnaire, was developed and sent to all mem- 
bers of the Confederation of Oregon School Ad- 
ministrators (N= 1855). Four interpretable factors 
were obtained from 25 of the 35 items: (1) role- 
based stress, associated with the administrative role 
and responsibilities; (2) conflict-mediating stress, 
concerned with conflict resolution among students, 
parents, and school; (3) task-based stress, day-to- 
day stress in an organizational setting; and (4) 
boundary-spanning stress, arising from administra- 
tor activities in relating the school to the external 
environment. One-way analyses of variance, con- 
ducted on 1156 useable questionnaires, showed that 
female administrators experienced substantially 
lower levels of occupational stress on all four dimen- 
sions than their male counterparts, suggesting im- 
plications for recruitment of women _ into 
administrative positions. (Author/NRB) 
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The Situational Self-statement and Affective 
State Inventory, a research inventory comprised of 
five hypothetical situations involving interpersonal 
conflict, and a series of self-report measures of psy- 
chopathology were administered to 224 under- 
graduates to examine the correlational relationship 
between specific cognitions and affective states in 
normal individuals. An additional 212 participants 
completed only an observer version of the inven- 
tory. Specific self-statements were found to corre- 
late highiy with corresponding affective states in 
both the actor and observer inventory conditions. 
Specific irrational self-statements were also signifi- 
cantly related to noncorresponding dysphoric af- 
fects, while a negative relationship was obtained 
between rational cognitions and dysphoric affects. 
The magnitude of these relationships was signifi- 
cantly greater for low cross-situationally consistent 
individuals. Multiple regression analyses indicated 
that although specific irrational self-statements and 
affects were only moderately correlated with corre- 
sponding self-report measures of psychopathology, 
the relationship between specific self-statements 
and affects with respect to the measures was an 
interactional one.

The term “burnout” has become popular for de- 

scribing a condition of workers and administrators 

in professions with a high degree of people contact. 

Burnout involves feelings of exhaustion, develop- 

ment of chronic negative attitudes about oneself 

and/or clientele, and lowered job performance. A 

review of literature reveals that burnout as a concept 


is limited in definition and usefulness when com- 
pared with the concept of stress. Stress research 
gives more aid in understanding the individual, out- 
comes of stress, and skilled coping technique deve- 
lopment. Burnout can be best understood from a 
stress conceptualization as a sign of health strain or 
an outcome of harmful stress. Institutional and or- 
ganizational environments are important, but the 
basic responsibility for minimizing harmful stress, 
health strain, and burnout lies with the individual. It 
may be necessary to move from the limited writings 
on burnout to the more extensive and useful re- 
search on stress to understand and cope with the 
problems of burnout.

Since its appearance in 1974, the Snyder Self- 

Monitoring Scale has been employed in research 

dealing with self-presentation, attribution, and atti- 

tude expression. The Scale was developed to meas- 
ure the degree to which people are concerned with 
the social appropriateness of their behavior, are 
aware of relevant social cues, and regulate their ex- 
pressive behavior. Examination of the scale items, 
however, suggests that not all three aspects of self- 
monitoring are tapped equally, and that some items 


do not clearly represent any aspect of self-monitor- 
ing. The Self-Monitoring Scale was administered to 
237 undergraduates and factor analyzed to deter- 
mine whether it measures a unitary construct. A 
principal axis analysis with varimax rotation yielded 
three major factors: Public Impression Manage- 
ment, Acting, and Social Insecurity. Of the three. 
only the first factor was clearly central to the con- 
struct of self-monitoring. Results suggest that the 
multidimensionality of the scale makes its use in 
classifying subjects as high versus low self-monitors 
questionable and may result in equivocal research 
findings.

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Group assertion training has employed a variety 
of techniques including bibliotherapy, behavioral re- 
hearsal, and didactic lecture presentations. Whether 
didactic information affects behavior, structure, 
and/or self-evaluation is unknown, and it is not 
clear whether behavioral practice enhances the ef- 
fects of didactic training upon behavior, structure, 
and self-affect of trainees. Male (N=7) and female 
(N =21) undergraduates (14 recruits and 14 volun- 
teers) participated in five weeks of group assertion 
training to investigate the effectiveness of didactic 
versus rehearsal techniques. The subjects were di- 
vided into two treatment conditions: a didactic and 
a didactic plus rehearsal group. Measures of person- 
ality structure, behavior, and self-rated affect re- 
vealed that trainees improved in assertiveness and 
self-rated affect. demonstrated no changes in 
neuroticism, and exhibited negative changes in both 
extroversion and defensiveness. Results also re- 
vealed that didactic training alone was almost as 
effective as didactic and rehearsal training com- 
bined. The recruits were less assertive but more so- 
cially poised than volunteers for assertion training, 
suggesting that generalizations from recruit popula- 
tions to volunteer clients should be made with cau- 
tion.

(N=129) were their contemporaries (within one 
year). There were 77 adult-raters. Subjects were 
evenly divided by sex at each age level and within 
each group. All subjects completed a semantic-dif- 
ferential inventory, either a self-report or a same- 
item observer report. In all cases, self-reporting 
males had higher self-scores than females, the differ- 
ence being more pronounced with older subjects. 
Peers and most of the adults saw self-reporters at a 
lower level than did the subjects themselves. Male 
adults showed lower ratings of female subjects than 
did female adults. Female adults showed lower per- 
ceptions of male subjects than they did of female 
subjects. Both male and female peers rated males 
higher than females. Males continue to rate them- 
selves at a higher level than do females throughout 
the developmental stages.

The relationships between life style and personal- 
ity, role concept, attitudes, the influence of signifi- 
cant others, and personal and professional choices 
are examined for women pursuing various life styles. 
College-graduated women (N=87) between ages

career-home commitment. Traditionals (N=24) 
left work and were full-time homemakers. Neotradi- 
tionals (N=40) returned to work after a period of 
childrearing. Nontraditionals (N=23) combined 
careers and childrearing. Results from the Cali- 
fornia Psychological Inventory indicate three sepa- 
rate personality patterns for the three life styles and 
a significant relationship between life style and per- 
sonality. The three groups differed substantially in 
personality, role concepts, attitudes, occupational 
choice, motivation, quality of employment experi- 
ences, parents’ life styles, perception of husbands’ 
preferred life style and sex role attitudes, own and 
husbands’ education, and family size. Influence of 
parents’ life style, the single most potent variable, 
contributed 64% of the variance to a daughter's 
choice of life style. Variables which remain signifi- 
cant when parents’ influence is controlled are atti- 
tude towards college, educational level, and choice 
of occupation.

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The relationship between the actual representa- 
tion of Blacks in certain occupations and individual 
perceptions of the occupational opportunity struc- 
ture were examined. A scale which rated the degree 
of perceived discrimination against Blacks in 21 oc- 
cupations was administered to 75 black male, 70 
black female, 1,429 white male and 1,457 white 
female university freshmen. Underrepresentation of 
Blacks in each of these occupations, according to 
1970 Census data, was assumed to indicate actual 
discrimination. Correlations of perceived discrimi- 
nation with this putative measure of actual discrimi- 
nation yielded substantial and highly significant 
coefficients among all four race-gender groups. The 
perceptions of black respondents matched the meas- 
ure of actual discrimination much more closely than 
did the perceptions of the white respondents, sug- 
gesting black students may be more likely to attrib- 
ute occupational inequities to discrimination and 
may also be aware of actual opportunities for Blacks.

Kelley’s cube model of attributions (1967) can be 
applied to moral judgments to predict how individu- 
als arrive at attributions concerning dispositional or 
environmental causes. The relative contributions of 
the three dimensions of Kelley's cube to attributions 
of morality and trustworthiness were tested by pre- 
senting 37 male and 77 female subjects with consist- 
ency, distinctiveness, and consensus information 
regarding a stimulus person’s conformity or non- 
conformity to one of four moral standards. Subjects 
then indicated the morality of the stimulus person 
and how certain they were he would conform to the 
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particular standard under consideration in the fu- 
ture. Results indicate that distinctiveness and con- 
sistency information interact in such a way that 
distinctiveness information is more important in 
making attributions to general morality while con- 
sistency information contributes most to predic- 
tions of future conformity to a particular moral 
norm. Subjects’ failure to use consensus information 
suggests that normative data is underutilized in at- 
tributing dispositional characteristics.

Past studies have shown that, although older 
adults are more likely than young adults to fail vari- 
ous concrete operational tasks, age differences on 
these tasks can be eliminated through short-term 
training. To test the trainability of formal, rather 
than concrete, operations college students (N =27) 
were compared with older adults (N=27). Perfor- 
mance on a modified version of Piaget's equilibri- 
um-in-a-balance task divided subjects into one of 
three training conditions: rule plus feedback, feed- 
back, and no feedback.

A survey of over 400 adults ex- 
plored the extent to which men and women feel 
deprived about their jobs and home lives and the 
extent to which they think they are not receiving 
what they deserve at work and at home. An exami- 
nation was made of two special subgroups from this 
survey: 31 employed men and 31 employed women, 
all married, childless, and with high status jobs. Both 
men and women felt less deprivation about their 
home lives than about their work lives. Both men 
and women felt that the discrepancy between what 
they deserve to receive and what they actually are 
receiving is smaller at home than at work. Results 
suggest gender is a less important variable than the 
work-home difference.

In order to understand the psychological meaning 
of menarche it is necessary to examine cultural be- 
liefs, socialization, and actual experience. A sample 
of 641 fifth to tweifth grade girls, 40% of whom were 
premenarcheal, completed a modified versior of the 
Moos Menstrual Distress Questionnaire (MDQ). 
Half of the sample completed the MDQ according 
to their own experience; half rated the MDQ for 
girls in general. Similarities in self-reports of global 
symptom changes across samples with different 
menstrual experience suggests the impact of cultural 
beliefs on young adolescent girls. Mothers who re- 
port moodiness and premenstrual distress may 
transmit negative attitudes to their daugheters. Par- 
ental attitudes toward their daughter’s menarche 
were not related to menstrual distress, although 
whether or not the father knew about the menarche 
was. The first menstrual experience may affect 
subsequent experiences; not being prepared for 
menarche was related to higher symptomatology. 
Results suggest that menarche is influenced by cul- 
tural, familial and individual factors, and adoles- 
cents incorporate societal and parental attitudes 
into their own beliefs and experiences. (NRB) 
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According to sex stereotypes, Women are more 
easily influenced than men. This stereotype may 
derive from perceivers’ inferences that women oc- 
cupy lower status positions than men, and the lower 
an individual's status in relation to other persons, 
the more he or she yields to their influence. Each 
subject (N = 408) read a scenario describing a work- 
place encounter in which a communicator at- 
tempted to influence an opposite- Sex recipient. For 
scenarios omitting job titles of the communicator 
and recipient, subjects believed that a female recipi- 
ent would be more likely to comply behaviorally 
with a male communicator’s recommendation than 
a male recipient would with a female com- 
municator’s recommendation. For scenarios includ- 
ing job titles, subjects’ beliefs about compliance 
were based on the communicator’s and recipient’s 
job status but not on their gender. In a second ex- 
periment, scenarios omitting job titles were com- 
posed with same-or opposite-sex communicators 
and recipients. The greater perceived compliance of 
female recipients with male communicators than 
male recipients with female communicators was re- 
plicated and proven to be a function of both the 
communicator’s and the recipient’s gender. These 
findings suggest that perceived status affects the 
content of gender stereotypes.

The concept of social responsibility as applied to 
business suggests that the corporation no longer has 
a responsibility only to the stockholder but must 
make decisions aimed toward balancing the inter- 
ests of all clientele groups affected by actions of the 
corporation. These groups include managers, ad- 
ministrators, employees, and the general public. The 
relationships among employee characteristics, in- 
dustrial setting, functional position, perceptions of 
actual responses to social demands, and employee 
expectations of responses were investigated by sur- 
veying individuals in boundary spanning positions 
in four industrial settings. From a 48-item question- 
naire, 35 items measuring various aspects of Corpo- 
rate Social Responsibility were retained and 
separated into two categories which reflected either 
internal or external organizational i issues. Responses 
to “how true the item is n-w” were summarized for 
each classification using principal components ana- 
lyses with varimax rotations. Effects of Industry and 
of Function on both internal and external factors 
were evaluated in two-way analysis of variance de- 
signs. Mean differences between perception of cur- 
rent and ideal social policies were examined. 
Generalizations about a manager’s response to so- 
cial issues were not possible because perceptions 
differed by industry, function and characteristics of 
the respondent. Findings suggested that organiza- 
tions had failed to meet employees’ expectations 
concerning their social responsibilities.

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Research on women’s career development docu- 
ments that, relative to men, few women obtain high 
professional status and that those who do are often 
treated as “deviants” from culturally expected 
female roles, particularily if their careers are in 
professions traditionally occupied by men. The reia- 
tion between various background variables and the 
status of women in five different professions was 
examined by using mailed questionnaires, telephone 
interviews and face-to-face interviews to survey 309 
women physicians, lawyers, nurses, home econo- 
mists and homemakers about their parental and pre- 
sent family, educational experiences, employment 
history, hobbies and other variables. Contrary to 
expectations raised by previous research, there were 
no consistent patterns of differences between 
women who pursued traditional careers (nursing 
and home economics) and those who were in non- 
traditional careers (physicians and lawyers). Profes- 
sional women did not differ systematically from 
homemakers; most of the women seemed satisfied 
to integrate their careers with normative women’s 
roles of wife, mother and homemaker. There were 
differences in the family, educational, and employ- 
ment history of the women when comparisons were 
made among the five professional groups instead of 
the traditional, non-traditional and homemaking ca- 
reer categories.

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Identifiers—*Congress 96th, *Elder Abuse 
This briefing by the Congressional Select Com- 

mittee on Aging was designed to gather information 
on the physical and psychological abuse of the eld- 
erly. A number of witness reports are included, tes- 
tifying to the seriousness and extent of the problem 
of elder abuse. It is pointed out that many victims 
refuse to admit abuse; public discussions of elder 
abuse may encourage victims to seek aid. Actual 
cases of abuse are presented with the difficulties 
faced by agencies in dealing with them. Witnesses 
also discuss social work, legal and ethical issues in- 
volved. The incidence and nature of elder abuse are 
described along with characteristics of the abused 
elder and potential causes of abuse. Appendices in- 
clude a survey of professionals and paraprofession- 
als on elder abuse in Massachusetts, a review of 
recent literature on elder abuse, an analysis of pro- 
tective service systems for handling abuse cases, 
recommendations for abuse reporting and legisla- 
tion, and a testimony on Connecticut’s Elderly Pro- 
tective Services Law.

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The Use of Comics as an Approach to Introducing 
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Readers.

The publications of the Marvel Comics Group 
warrant serious consideration as a legitimate narra- 
tive enterprise. While it is obvious that these comic 
books can be used in the classroom as a source of 
reading material, it is not so obvious that these 
comic books, with great economy, simplicity, and 
narrative density, can be used to further introduce 
novice readers to the techniques found in narrative 
and to the terms employed in the study and discus- 
sion of a narrative. The output of the Marvel Comics 
Group in particular is literate, is both narratively 
and philosophically sophisticated, and is ethically 
and morally responsible. Some of the narrative tech- 
niques found in the stories, such as the Spider-Man 
episodes, include foreshadowing, a dramatic fiction 
narrator, flashback, irony, symbolism, metaphor, 
Biblical and historical allusions, and mythological 
allusions. (MKM) 
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*Teaching Methods, *Vocabulary Development, 
*Word Recognition, *Word Study Skills 
Taking a psycholinguistic approach, tnis paper 
presents an overview of vocabulary and werd iden- 
tification instruction. Sources for instructional 
procedures are discussed rather than detailed 
suggestions for teaching procedures. Five eppro- 
aches to word identification are examined: sight 
vocabulary development, phonic analysis, structural 
analysis, contextual analysis, and dictionary usage. 
After the distinction between instruction in word 
identification and vocabulary development is clari- 
fied—associating word identification with process 
and vocabulary development with product-the 
components of vocabulary-concept instruction are 
examined, and examples of coordinated instruction 
in word identification and vocabulary development 
are discussed. Several suggestions for coordinated 
instruction are offered, including these combina- 
tions: (1) phonic analysis/high utility word mean- 
ings, (2) phonic analysis/word associations, (3) 
structural analysis/antonyms, (4) semantic feature 
analysis/contextua! analysis, (5) dictionary usage/- 
multiple meanings, (6) contextual analysis/homo- 
graphs, (7) connotation-denotation/contextual 
analysis, and (8) word devices/phonic analysis. 
Categorizing sight words and using analogies are 
also proposed as activities for coordinated instruc- 
tion. (RL) 
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Three research projects were conducted at the 
University of Maryland’s Reading Clinic (for stu- 
dents in grades one through twelve) to evaluate the 
efficiency of clinical procedures and to generate re- 
search hypotheses and techniques. Using data from 
randomly selected clinical case studies, the research 
projects focused on two diagnostic procedures: a 
modified miscue analysis of oral reading behavior 
and a phonics skill inventory. The data indicated 
that time spent coding and interpreting insertion 
and omission miscues was of little use in clinical 
practice and might well be suspended. Since 87% of 
the total miscues were errors of substitution, a closer 
analysis of substitution miscues seemed warranted. 
When corrected substitutions made by good and 
poor readers were compared, it was found that poor 
readers appeared to rely more on graphophonemics 
than good readers, and that they used graphic dis- 
tortions to make corrections. The good readers ap- 
peared to rely more consistently on syntax and 
semantics to make corrections than the poor read- 
ers. Analyses of 100 cases in which the Botel Read- 
ing Inventory was used showed that the Botel 
rhyming word subtest scores were adequate indica- 
tors of reading retardation at grade levels three 
through six. Since high rhyming word scores accu- 
rately predicted knowledge of initial consonants but 
not of blends and vowels, clinical procedures were 
adjusted such that the initial consonant subtest was 
administered only as a backup measure (when low 
rhyming subtest scores occurred). (RL) 
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A sysiematic model for accelerating the process of 

developing the word decoding skills and building 

the vocabularies of bilingual adults was used among 
prison vopulations in Rockland County, Dutchess 

County, Suffolk County, and Essex County, New 

York, as well as in work-study programs in com- 

munity centers in New York City. Literacy levels of 

the subjects ranged from nonreaders to fourth grade 
reading ability. Many spoke some English but were 
not equipped with vocabulary for job training. Stu- 
dents were trained to locate, independently, the 
number of syllables in printed words, known and 
unknown. These efforts were supported by visual 
aids, large enough to be hung on a wall. Tutorial aids 
were cassette tapes with individualized lessons, 
workbooks containing individualized lessons 
matched to the corresponding cassette tape, and 
vocabulary enrichment books containing basic 
words and phonetically simple words. The plan used 
was a systematic, cumulative, spiral approach to 
word decoding that provided for development and 

enrichment of vocabulary and comprehension at a 

more accelerated pace than permitted by traditional 

methods of word attack. (HOD) 
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The strategy presented in this paper for evaluating 
students’ reading behavior is an adaptation of the 
methods used in Yetta Goodman and Carolyn Bur- 
ke’s “Reading Miscue Inventory.” Five major steps 
in evaluating reading behavior are described: (1) 
select appropriate materials; (2) prepare an outline 
of the major components of the text, against which 
to judge students’ comprehension (the outline will 
vary in type according to the type of text and the 
elements the student is expected to learn from it); 
(3) tape record the student’s oral reading; (4) after 
a brief distractor, tape record the student's retelling 
of the material just read; and (5) evaluate the retell- 
ing and the oral reading together to determine in- 
structional strategies. The following aids are 
included in the paper: sample outlines of expository 
and narrative texts of the type teachers can use in 
evaluating students’ retellings; questions to guide 
evaluations of retellings and oral readings; an exam- 
ple of how the evaluative questions are applied to a 
student’s retelling of a story; suggestions for analyz- 
ing students’ oral reading miscues to determine their 
use of phonemic, syntactic, and semantic analysis; 
and an example of a completed form used in eva- 
luating a student’s oral reading and retelling of a 
story. (GT) 
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The Story Maker is a teaching device that allows 

children to create stories by choosing options from 

a set of already-written story segments. This device 

(1) provides an active language experience that al- 

lows children to construct stories easily; (2) demon- 

strates the consequences of choosing different ways 
for a story to proceed; (3) avoids the overemphasis 
on low-level characteristics of text such as spelling 
and handwriting: (4) provides a real audience for 
children’s compositions; (5) creates a natural con- 
text for comparing and discussing stories with dif- 

ferent high-level characteristics: (6) provides a 

social and cognitive context in which it is natural for 

children to work together on language activities; 
and (7) provides a motivating, nonthreatening, suc- 
cess-oriented context for language activities. The 

choices are structured so that the initial choices a 

child makes constrain choices that can be made 

later in the process. The Story Maker is imple- 

mented in such a way that the child cannot see a 

given set of alternatives until the time has come to 

choose among them. After children have had some 
experience with this technique, they can construct 
their own Story Makers. (HOD) 
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Lists 

Research was conducted to explore questions 
relating to the nature of spelling word lists. Word 
lists from 248 spelling books from 32 publishers’ 
series, grades one through eight, were analyzed. Of 
the spellers, 17 series were published between 1930 
and 1940 and 15 are published currently. A total of 
8,645 words from the 1940 era programs and 10,853 
words in the current series were recorded. Findings 
indicated a drift away from words selected on the 
basis of spelling regularity or irregularity and toward 
selection on the basis of reading curricula. There 
were 111 words that appeared in 15 or more series 
in both the 1940 and current lists. Only 33% of the 
words used to teach spelling rules in current pro- 
grams were selected by five or more authors, while 
55% of the 1940 words were selected by five or more 
authors, indicating that at the earlier period of time 
words were selected from a common source. 
(MKM) 
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Two comprehension-time experiments were con- 
ducted to identify factors affecting the comprehen- 
sibility of written materials. The subjects (a total of 
52 college students for the two experiments) were 
presented with pairs of sentences—"context” sent- 
ences followed by “target” sentences—and were 
asked to relate the content of the target sentences to 
that of the context sentences. In each pair of sent- 
ences, a noun phrase from the context sentence was 
repeated in the target sentence, and the linguistic 
markings of the noun phrases were varied across 
sentences to identify the phrases as either “old” 
(presupposed) information or “new” (focal) infor- 
mation. It was found that comprehension times 
were (1) fastest for focal-presupposed combinations 
(in which the noun phrase was introduced as focal 
in the context sentence and as presupposed in the 
target sentence), (2) intermediate for focal-focal and 
presupposed-presupposed pairs, and (3) slowest for 
presupposed-focal combinations. These results were 
obtained when the proximity of the repeated phrase 
was controlled (as in the first experiment) and when 
target sentences were in both active and passive 
voices (as in the second experiment). (Author/GT) 
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In an effort to increase student achievement in 
reading, increase teacher competency in reading in- 
struction, and increase parental involvement in the 
school, a project (Improved Reading Insiruction 
Schoolwide) was developed to provide an intensive 
college-level, two-year inservice training program 
for the teachers and principal in one elementary 
school. Workshops were also given to the parents, 
and classroom observations were encouraged. Mas- 
tery teaching techniques were used to provide a 
differentiated curriculum. Teachers were provided 
performance based development strategies that in- 
cluded diagnostic strategies, monitoring systems, 
instruciional strategies, independent learning strate- 
gies, and classroom management strategies. (De- 
scribed are the major components of the project and 
appended are the program proposal, objectives and 
strategies, and criteria for evaluating a developmen- 
tal lesson plan.) (HOD) 
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Postsecondary institutions must continue to pro- 

vide remedial and compensatory courses for those 
entering students whose deficient reading and writ- 
ing skills preclude their academic success or sur- 
vival. A keystone to academic survival and success 
is the reading/study skills course that takes into 
account learner characteristics in both the cognitive 
and affective domains, that helps students learn to 
read college-level materials, that shows students 
how to think logically and critically, and that deve- 
lops efficient study skills. The most effective rea- 
ding/study skills courses are those providing active 
learning to produce mathemagenic outcomes- 
behaviors that insure continued learning. Activities 
requiring oral interaction are especially helpful. 
Another factor significantly related to successful 
college reading programs is informing students of 
their strengths and weaknesses so they can set real- 
istic goals for course outcomes. Giving attention to 
students’ cognitive styles is also important when 
reading teachers are structuring learning environ- 
ments and class activities. (Materials and methods 
for these and other essential components of college 
reading programs are discussed.) (RL) 
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In response to the interest in the potential good 

that may result from the development and im- 
plementation of parent education programs, the 
Dooly County (Georgia) school district organized 
several parent education efforts beginning in 1973- 
74. During the 1976-77 school year, the reading 
coordinator decided to conduct a parent education 
program among the parents of first grade children 
and to utilize a control group in an attempt to deter- 
mine if parent education was making a difference. 
The parents of approximately 50 first grade children 
were asked to participate in a series of ten work- 
shops that were each two hours in length. In addi- 
tion parents were asked to work with their children 
for a minimum of 10 minutes per day for at least 30 
weeks. Meetings were videotaped and any parent 
missing a meeting was asked to make it up by view- 
ing the videotapes. Thirty-five parents completed 
the project. The data indicated that the treatment 
used made no difference in the first grade reading 
achievement of the children involved. Other studies 
suggest, however, that a longer period of time for 
the treatment may have resulted in greater improve- 
ment of student achievement. (HOD)

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The approximately 500 entries in this third edi- 
tion of an annotated bibliography were drawn from 
the professional literature relating to linguistics, 
psycholinguistics, and reading.

(2) comprehension, semantics, and meaning; (3) 
curriculum; (4) language differences such as dia- 
lects, bilingualism, biliteracy, and sociolinguistics; 
(5) discourse analysis; (6) general applications of 
linguistics and psycholinguistics to reading; (7) in- 
struction in reading; (8) miscue analysis; (9) the 
relationship between oral and written language; (10) 
the reading teacher and linguistics; (11) syntax, 
grammar, and intonation; (12) testing and evalua- 
tion; (13) theories of reading; and (14) words. (FL) 
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This biliography contains annotations of publica- 

tions relating to theory, research, and practice in 
early reading (reading prior to the time a child be- 
gins attending school). The 142 annotations are 
listed under the following headings: comprehensive 
studies, theoretical issues, pedagogical issues, em- 
pirical issues, reviews, and bibliographies. (RL) 
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The use of young children’s drawings as aids in 
assessing their levels of cognitive development and 
their readiness for reading is recommended in this 
paper. After showing how drawing development can 
be examined from a Piagetian point of view, the 
paper reports on an investigation involving 76 chil- 
dren aged five through eight years, which revealed 
a highly significant correlation between a child’s 
drawing development and the ability to “conserve” 
on Piagetian tasks. It also showed a significant dif- 
ference between the performance levels of children 
determined to be conservers, transitional conserv- 
ers, and nonconservers. For each of these three cog- 
nitive groups, the paper presents and discusses a 
sample drawing. It then tells what characteristics of 
children’s drawings to look for in determining their 
readiness for reading print, suggests ways to plan 
and conduct drawing activities, and points out how 
drawing can be useful as an instructional tool in 
reading and in the development of abilities neces- 
sary to such activities as observation, organization, 
and problem solving. (GT) 
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Arguing that the term “competency based educa- 

tion” (CBE) has been erroneously applied to mini- 

mum competency programs, this booklet contends 
that the problems addressed by the minimum 
competency movement can be, but probably will not 
be, resolved by the implementation of true compe- 
tency based education (CBE). The first section of 
the booklet defines competencies and extrapolates 
some implications for curriculum and assessment. 
The second section, comprising the bulk of the 
booklei, delineates the substantial revolution that 
competency based education entails: a shift from 
time to outcomes based organization and a shift 
from teacher referenced to criterion referenced 
standards. It goes on to suggest that not only the 
magnitude of these changes, but also the lack of a 
consensus about appropriate outcomes will proba- 
bly prevent widespread implementation of CBE. It 
then adduces the deficiencies both of teacher refe- 
renced standards and of the norm referenced stand- 
ards introduced to correct them and presents two 
alternative systems that could be criterion refe- 
renced. The booklet (1) argues that the accountabil- 
ity movement does not address the causes of 
illiteracy, which inhere in the system of instruction; 

(2) outlines the reforms that would have to ensue if 

the problem were instead conceived as effective- 

ness; (3) indicates how CBE would resolve the prob- 
lem; and (4) stipulates measures that would ensure 
its flexibility. (Author) 
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This manual describes a system for the interna- 

tional collection of annual statistics on literacy pro- 

grams. The main elements of the system that are 
discussed are the questionnaires to be administered 
and the instruction to be followed when collecting 
essential data on literacy programs at the interna- 
tional, national, and local or project levels.

This resource booklet for reading consultants and 

supervisors was prepared as a class project during a 

summer seminar in teacher education. The booklet 

provides discussions of the essential principles of 
reading instruction and biographical sketches of 
reading specialists recognized as experts in the field. 

The topics discussed include adult basic reading, 

comprehension, content area reading. phonics, 

reading rate, reading readiness, standardized read- 
ing tests, vocabulary development, and word recog- 
nition. Also listed are periodicals and books that 
reading teachers can use as instructional and infor- 
mational resources. (RL) 
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Descriptors—Critical Thinking, *Decision Making, 
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tion, *Reading Research, *Teacher Behavior, 
Teacher Effectiveness 
A study was conducted to provide an understand- 

ing of teacher decision making as it shaped the 

course of reading instruction. Specifically, through 
an analytical description of the patterns of teacher 
decision making, the study sought to identify and 
classify the decisions four teachers made and to de- 
scribe how those decisions were reflected in their 
teaching. The four teachers selected taught first, se- 
cond, or third grade and were solely responsible for 
the reading instruction in their classrooms. In addi- 
tion, they used materials that allowed teacher deci- 
sion making to occur. Analysis of teacher interview 
statements and classroom observation data revealed 
that teachers do make decisions and that those deci- 
sions can be classified according to preactive, in- 
teractive. and postactive or evaluative phases of 
teaching. Teachers made decisions concerning test- 
ing, grouping, materials, and classroom manage- 
ment. A close examination of the decision 
categories showed that teachers’ major decisions 
concerned materials and that there was a conspicu- 
ous lack of decisions concerning instruction. The 
findings suggest that teacher education programs in 
reading instruction should not only instruct teach- 
ers how to teach reading, but how to think about it 
as well. (Author/FL) 
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*Reading Skills. Recall (Psychology) 

Identifiers—*Schema Theory 
A total of 168 fourth and sixth grade students 

participated in a study to examine two aspects of 





children’s ability to apply structure while reading. 
The first part of the study investigated the amount 
of detail that must be provided in order for students 
to apply successfully a desired perspective 
(schema). Students were identified as either good or 
poor readers and placed into control or experimen- 
tal groups. All students were given a short passage 
to read, with readers in the control groups asked to 
highlight any material they thought to be important 
and readers in the experimental group asked to 
highlight material related to a prescribed topic. 
They were also administered a recall task. The re- 
sults showed that both fourth and sixth grade stu- 
dents recalled more perspective-related material 
when given a perspective. The second part of the 
study examined age and reading ability differences 
in student awareness of an idea unit’s structural im- 
portance. The methodology used was the same as in 
the first experiment, with the exception that stu- 
dents also completed a recognition task in which 
they chose from a group of sentences those that had 
appeared in the passage. Reading ability was found 
to interact with idea unit importance on both recall 
and highlighting measures. Both measures showed 
good readers to be more sensitive to the structural 
relevance of the material they were reading. (FL) 
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Semantics, Syntax, *Word Recognition 
The reading responses of 80 second grade stu- 
dents to words in context and words in isolation 
were analyzed. The children were tested individu- 
ally with four oral reading selections (kindergarten 
through third grade levels), a set of comprehension 
questions, and a word list. The children recognized 
fewer words in isolation than in context. The recog- 
nition in context of a word unknown in isolation 
depended on its grammatical function, its difficulty, 
the frequency of its use, its repetition in context, and 
the adequacy of contextual cues. An index of 
graphic similarity produced higher scores for substi- 
tutions occurring in isolation than for substitutions 
in context, indicating that a graphic display of a 
word was a more salient cue for words in isolation 
than for words in context. Unexpectedly, oral read- 
ing comprehension was not more highly correlated 
with words in context than with words in isolation. 
Neither the frequency nor the proportion of seman- 
tically acceptable substitutions correlated signifi- 
cantly with oral or silent reading comprehension. 
Neither the frequency nor the proportion of syntac- 
tically acceptable substitutions predicted oral read- 
ing comprehension; but the frequency of such 
substitutions was the better predictor of silent read- 
ing comprehension. Significant correlations among 
the various subclasses of substitutions were indica- 
tions that a common factor across subclasses was 
significantly related to reading comprehension. 
(RL) 
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Identifiers-—-*Schemata 
The effects of organizational variables on recall of 

prose were examined in 48 college-educated adults 

in three age groups (20 to 33 years, 41 to 55 years, 

and 58 to 79 years). It was hypothesized that if older 

adults suffered deficits in organizational processes, 

they would show lower quantities of prose recall, 

difficulties in following the text’s top-level structure 


and diminished “levels effects” (information high in 
the hierarchical text structure is recalled better than 
information low in the hierarchy). Two experiments 
tested these implications, using a system of prose 
analysis to identify text structure. One study 
focused on age-related differences in the total 
amount of information remembered and the type of 
information remembered, while the second study 
determined whether older subjects exhibited differ- 
ential recall of prose when the prose was organized 
according to different top-level structures. No age 
differences were found in total recall, recall of main 
ideas, nor use of the text’s top-level structure. The 
young-adult group, however, did exhibit levels ef- 
fects whiie the middle and older adult groups did 
not. The young-adult group recalled significantly 
more high-level information than low-level informa- 
tion. This difference was attributed to the effects of 
current schooling practices rather than to organiza- 
tional or reading comprehension deficits in the 
aged. (RL) 
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Processes, *Reading Research, Secondary Educa- 
tion, Teaching Methods 
This monograph is the fourth in a series of semian- 

nual reports of research related to reading in sec- 
ondary schools. The five papers in the monograph 
are concerned with the pedagogical and research 
implications of reading comprehension. Specific 
topics dealt with include (1) a phenomenological 
perspective on the reading process, (2) the role of 
text in reading comprehension, (3) discourse anal- 
ysis, (4) the relationship between author and reader 
in reading comprehension, and (5) prior knowledge 
and literary inference. (FL) 
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Identifiers—* Right to Read 
This report provides information on the fifth year 

of operation (1979) of the National Right to Read 

Program. a national effort to develop and improve 

the reading skills of all citizens through the coor- 

dinated involvement of every segment of society. 

The various sections of the report contain (1) a 

statement of the mission and strategy of the Right 

to Read Program: (2) a description of its major ac- 
tivities. including the National Impact Develop- 
ment Effort activities and the Inexpensive Book 

Distribution Program: and (3) a summary of the 

program’s major accomplishments in fiscal year 

1979. Extensive appendixes provide descriptions of 

the organizational structure of the program. includ-

As part of the evaluation of the Bay Area Writing 
Project (BAWP), two field studies were conducted 
to analayze the effects of BAWP training at the 
school district level. In one field study, three school 
districts were examined to explore the conditions 
and context for BAWP training and to identify the 
resulting impact on school district programs. It was 
found that teachers and administrators in all three 
districts were enthusiastic about participating in 
BAWP programs and that in all three districts there 
had been similar changes in teacher behaviors and 
attitudes, student attitudes, composition cur- 
riculums, and district composition programs. The 
participants in the BAWP inservice programs had 
assumed the tasks of transferring training to other 
teachers, suggesting that BAWP training does per- 
petuate itself, but only when central direction and 
support are available. In the second field study, 
which reviewed 16 district-initiated holistic writing 
assessments, it was found that the research designs 
the districts used were weak because of the absence 
of comparison groups, the lack of controls, and the 
lack of correspondence among writing tasks. No 
district was systematically collecting objective test 
data to monitor improvement in writing skills, in- 
dicating that BAWP may need to make district ad- 
ministrators more aware of the strengths and 
weaknesses of various designs for collecting and in- 
terpreting holistic data.

The BAWP training appeared to change 
both inservice and invitational teachers regardless 
of teacher characteristics. Teachers in the summer 
invitational program used a wider range of instruc- 
tional techniques after their BAWP training. and 
they reported more frequent use of specific tech- 
niques. The inservice teachers reported a larger ab- 
solute number of significant changes in classroom 
practices and course emphases. BAWP training did 
not cause excessive emphasis on any one type of 
writing at the expense of other types. When BAWP 
teachers were compared to a group of non-BAWP 
teachers, it was found that the BAWP teachers were 
more likely to teach writing as a process rather than 
a product, to use a variety of techniques to teach 
writing, and to use peer feedback to involve students 
in the writing and editing process.

The sentences in two first grade basal readers 
were categorized using Joan Tough’s language func- 
tion classification system to determine whether 
lower level basal readers allowed children to use 
their knowledge of language functions in reading.

The holistic procedure used to score 2.800 student 

papers in the New Jersey Writing Project is de-

rect approach to the assignment, a well-presented 

opinion, a clear focus, an appropriate organizational 
pattern, a sense of closure. a sense of style. and 
relative freedom from errors: (2) papers receiving 
middle scores were characterized by inconsistency:

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There are many indications that journalists are 
increasingly concerned about ethics and ethical 
behavior. However, the emphasis of this concern 
has been placed on reporter ethics. While the man- 
ner in which a reporter “ought” to function is cer- 
tainly an important question, the manner in which 
a newspaper, broadcast station, or magazine as a 
whole performs may be a more important question. 
If institutions are defined as “individuals in patterns 
of interaction,” then those persons in the institution, 
on whatever level, should be subject to the same 
ethical constraints as reporters. The term “perfor- 
mance ethics” might be used to describe the per- 
formance of the mass media in fulfilling their 
institutional function in the social system. If the 
media are to be considered organizations that have 
important functional consequences to the social sys- 
tem, more precise criteria as to how they “ought” to 
function should be generated. However, if perfor- 
mance ethics are to be applied at the institutional 
level, a taxonomy of desirable press functions also 
should be generated. Performance ethics, based on 
functionalism, could be the mechanism by which 
ethics could be applied to all individuals in the 
media on a broader, system-wide basis. (Au- 
thor/FL) 
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Although the apparent audiences of the news 

media are quite large, the real audience for news, in 
particular hard news of politics and public affairs, is 
much smaller than is commonly assumed. This 
situation, while antithetical to the democratic ideal 
of a news-hungry, well-informed electorate, in prac- 
tice makes little difference in the way the political 
system in the United States really operates. The 
individual citizen/media consumer consciously or 
unconsciously realizes the futility of being well- 
informed politically and therefore uses news for 
more diffuse personal needs; in those areas of his or 
her life where information can make a difference, 
the individual may truly be well-informed. All of 
this makes little difference to the economic health 
of the news media. who can and do survive by creat- 
ing saleable audiences for advertisers through a var- 
iety of means. However, a potential danger is 
created when the audience for hard news is small. 
Slowly-developing little-noticed trends can explode 
into dramatic crises. thus shaking confidence in the 
media and other institutions when instant solutions 
to problems are not forthcoming. The final conse- 
quence can be a society where the dual illusions of 
popular sovereignty and of a well-informed elector- 
ate combine to create great potential for social- 
political chaos-even anarchy. (Author/FL) 
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Segmentation, a research technique used to ascer- 
tain the needs and wants of consumers, was em- 
ployed in a study that examined the attitudes of 
persons aged 18 to 34 years toward newspapers. 
This age group was chosen on the basis of research 
indicating that it is the weakest segment in the 
newspaper readership market. Interviews with 14 
college students, who represented a variety of ages, 
majors, class levels, hometowns, readership pat- 
terns, and length of time spent reading a newspaper, 
were used to generate 62 attitude statements for a 
Q-sort activity. Seventy-one young adults were then 
selected to sort the statements along an agree/disa- 
gree continuum. The study found five distinct seg- 
ments of the 18- to 34-year-old reader market: (1) 
those most interested in the quest for information, 
(2) consumer advocates who seek useful informa- 
tion to help them make decisions, (3) those who 
desire entertainment from a newspaper, (4) those 
who seek a variety of opinions on a range of topics, 
and (5) those who are most interested in reading 
about their communities, including their friends and 
acquaintances. The results confirmed that persons 
in the age group studied do not have just one set of 
consumer needs that newspapers should be address- 
ing in their marketing strategies. In addition, they 
showed that while young readers are, on the whole, 
dissatisfied with their newspapers, they do not agree 
on changes that need to be made in content and 
format. (FL) 
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A study was conducted to test the following four 
hypotheses: (1) more subject-area writing will pro- 
duce better writing, (2) more subject-area writing 
will reduce writing apprehension, (3) the frequency 
and amount of learner-centered writing about a sub- 
ject will increase learning of that subject. and (4) 
concepts students write about will be clearer to 
them than the concepts they do not write about. The 
study involved 178 college students and five in- 
structors in the areas of history. psychology. physi- 
cal sciences. reading theory and practice. and 
Statistics (the latter two being graduate courses). 
Students were placed into either control or experi- 
mental (writing) groups for one semester. Both 
groups experienced the same. or similar, activities. 
lectures, discussions, assignments. and tests. with 
the exception that the writing groups received regu- 
lar writing assignments designed to fix and reinforce 
student learning. Students completed pretests and 
posttests. a writing apprehension inventory. con- 
tent-area tests. and writing samples. The findings 
supported the third and fourth, but not the first and 
second hypotheses. (FL) 
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A study of the writing of 11 minority group stu- 

dents in a coilege biology class explored two ques- 

tions: (1) how the difference between well-shaped 
and poorly shaped writing could be described, and 

(2) how the various pieces of writing of an individual 

student could be compared. The study concentrated 

on a contrastive analysis of two pairs of students 
that rated the linguistic maturity of their writing 
based on the frequency of predications, or deep- 
structure related sentences. The writing of each stu- 
dent was classified in one of three developmental 
stages: chunk-style (simply listing unrelated chunks 
of information), chaotic (attempting to relate infor- 
mation without a coherent framework), and inte- 
grated (combining relational and _ content 
information). The conclusions drawn were that 
there is a developmental sequence in the growth of 
writing ability, that the in-class essay is difficult to 

produce, and that a particular style of discourse im- 

poses on the writer a particular cognitive demand.

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Two books that use documentary photography to 
examine social problems-"You Have Seen Their 
Faces,” a 1937 study of Southern sharecroppers by 
Margaret Bourke-White and Erskine Caldwell, and 
“An American Exodus,” a 1939 examination of the 
migration of farm families by Dorothea Lange and 
Paul S. Taylor-are compared in this paper. After 
relating the purpose and field methods of each of the 
sets of authors, the paper discusses the photographs, 
captions, and texts of the books, notes reviewers’ 
reactions, and offers a critique of each book as a 
whole. It then compares the two books with respect 
to the elements previously discussed. The paper 
concludes that (1) Bourke-White and Caldwell de- 
stroyed their credibility by making the sharecrop- 
pers seem excessively pathetic and wretched, and 
(2) Lange and Taylor conveyed more information 
than the other authors, but their book has little emo- 
tional impact. It asserts that Bourke-White and 
Caldwell wanted readers to pity sharecroppers and 
see how wretched they were, while Lange and Tay- 
lor wanted readers to respect and understand their 
subjects. (GT) 
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This article discusses the notion that three radi- 
cally different deep structures operate in literature 
education today, providing a useful way to examine 
and describe a culture’s influence on its literature 
curricula. The structures are identified as (1) imita- 
tive-assumes that literature forms a heritage and 
that reading, absorbing, and imitating that heritage 
will transmit cultural values to the young; (2) ana- 
lytic-stresses the development of students’ critical 
faculties and their abilities to comprehend, analyze, 
and respond to works studied; and (3) generative— 
stresses individual and personal growth through 
reading rather than the development of critical 
skills. Data collected in a number of countries by the 
International Association for the Evaluation of 
Educational Achievement (IEA) are analyzed with 
reference to these curriculum structures, and pat- 
terns or typologies of national literature curricula 
are identified. (AEA) 
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Twenty-eight composition teachers at a large uni- 
versity, a two-year college, and an engineering col- 
lege, all of whom had taught composition through 
both the tutorial method and typical classroom 
methods, were interviewed regarding advantages 
and disadvantages of the two approaches. Among 
the advantages of tutorials mentioned were the 
chance to focus directly on students’ unique writing 
needs, immediate feedback regarding student com- 
prehension, improvement in student/teacher rela- 
tionships and student attitudes, the possibility of a 
greater volume of writing than in the classroom ap- 
proach, and dramatic improvements in students’ 
writing. The most frequently mentioned disadvan- 
tage of tutorials was the time they require and their 
lack of cost effectiveness; other disadvantages were 
that tutorials are mentally and physically exhaust- 
ing, sometimes tedious for the student, and provide 
no group identity or peer criticism. However, it was 
observed that many teachers who found tutorials 
exhausting created unnecessary extra work for 
themselves and that tedious tutorial sessions may 
have resulted from a lack of focus on students’ writ- 
ing. It appears likely that the success or failure of 
tutorials is largely dependent on teacher attitudes. It 
also appears that the tutorial method provides 
teachers with a great deal of power over students. 
(Writing samples are provided to show how a stu- 
dent’s writing style was actually damaged through 
tutorials. A table of teachers’ responses to the inter- 
view questions is also included.) (GT) 
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A study was undertaken to determine (1) whether 

community college freshmen who perceive certain 

structural considerations in their reading can gener- 
ate essays that show application of those considera- 
tions, and (2) whether there are significant 
differences in the writing achievement of “more 
able” and “less able” students. The experimental 
group for the study was composed of 61 students in 
three classes: the control group contained 45 stu- 
dents in two classes. Materials for the control 
classes consisted of a series of writing modules pre- 
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pared by the instructor. Topical readings were also 
assigned as motivation for student writing. Materi- 
als for the experimental classes consisted of a lan- 
guage text and a literary anthology. Writing 
assignments for this group occurred in conjunction 
with or in response to assigned readings from the 
texts. Students in both groups were pretested and 
posttested using standardized tests. Prestudy and 
poststudy writing samples were also collected. The 
results showed that students receiving instruction in 
the application of reading strategies to writing did 
not improve their writing skills to a significantly 
greater degree than did students in the control 
group. Another result was that “more able” students 
showed greater improvement in writing skills than 
did “less able” students. (FL) 
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The System for Integrated Language Communica- 
tions Observation (SILCO) was developed to pro- 
vide descriptive information about integrated 
language communication instruction. Such instruc- 
tion is defined as that which interrelates listening. 
speaking, reading, and writing through developmen- 
tal sequences of skills resources and activities and 
provides active involvement of children in real-life 
experiences to facilitate application of the related 
communication skills that are being learned. The six 
categories of SILCO, each measuring a specific as- 
pect of integration, are (1) instructional organiza- 
tion, (2) student communication areas, (3) resources 
in use, (4) skill development emphasis. (5) real-life 
communication qualities, and (6) integrative quali- 
ties. SILCO was field tested in three integrated and 
three separate-subject elementary school class- 
rooms in three different school districts. Four 
trained observers recorded three 30-minute obser- 
vations in each room during selected portions of 
reading and language arts instruction. The results of 
these observations were analyzed using the SILCO 
categories. Although the study was developmental 
and was conducted and field tested with a limited 
number of schools, the findings suggest that SILCO 
has many educational implications for teachers. ad- 
ministrators, and researchers in the field of language 
communication.

Debates and policies in the late 1950s and early 

1960s regarding the United States-Soviet space race 

are described in this paper. and an analysis is pre- 
sented of press coverage of President John F. Ken- 
nedy’s public statements regarding space 
technology and exploration. The first sections of the 
paper present a selected space chronology from 
1957 to 1975, describe debates that occurred be- 
tween 1957 and 1961 regarding the proper role for 
the U.S. in view of Russia’s successes in space ex- 
ploration. show how increasing pressure Was placed 
on Kennedy in 1960 and 1961 to make a critical 
decision about the U.S. space program. and tell how 
efforts were begun between the Soviets in space 

The paper then reports on an analysis of the cover- 

age by three major U.S. newspapers of 11] public 
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statements in which Kennedy referred to space 
technology and exploration and also to the Soviet 
Union. Among the conclusions reported are: (1) 
there was no obvious relationship between newspa- 
per coverage of space-related issues and the space- 
related issues discussed by Kennedy; (2) Kennedy 
emphasized U.S. space efforts and U.S.-Soviet space 
cooperation, while the newspapers focused on 
Soviet space achievements and on the U.S.-Soviet 
space race; and (3) most newspeper items men- 
tioned national prestige. (GT)

The critical components to be considered when 
establishing a writing center at the secondary level 
are facilities, staff. and operation. The term writing 
center is used because writing center is a more inclu- 
sive concept than writing lab, dealing not only with 
remedial work but also with polishing acquired skills 
and assisting students with particularly challenging 
assignments. The writing center should be as near to 
the “mainstream” of the school as possible to attract 
both students and faculty. An area of the library or 
media center is an excellent location. The important 
idea is to make the chosen location unique to writ- 
ing activities. Besides the use of library tables or 
carrels (to make the writing center look different 
from regular classrooms), the only necessary 
materials are reference books (dictionaries. thesauri. 
usage guides) and student papers. There are several 
ways of staffing the writing center, including the use 
of faculty members across the curriculum, English 
teachers only. and a combination of faculty and 
trained peer tutors. The key to the success of a 
Writing center is the individualized attention stu- 
dents receive: so, depending on how much space is 
ivailable, students should meet individually or in 
small groups of less than six students. (Examples of 
limited-service and full-service writing centers are 
discussed.) (RL) 
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In a study of the differences in images of journal- 
ism among persons with varying amounts of contact 
with the profession, three groups completed ques- 
tionnaires. The groups were composed of 79 high 
school students, 55 college students majoring in 
journalism, and 54 professional journalists. The 
questionnaire included four items to measure per- 
ceived prestige of the journalism profession and ten 
items to measure perceptions of the working envi- 
ronment of the journalist.

A cooperative writing assessment program be- 

tween a college and seven public school districts was 
designed to demonstrate that the writing skills 
necessary for adequate composing were not those 
that could be measured by an objective test. The 
goals of the program were to (1) analyze the rhetori- 
cal skills of sixth and eighth grade students, (2) de- 
termine which skills are necessary for minimal 
competency at those levels, and (3) develop a test- 
ing method to assess those skills.

A content analysis of a 1976 series of primary 
reading textbooks was conducted to analyze salient 
factors affecting female role socialization.

In each of the textbooks, 
regardless of grade level, twice as many males as 
females were portrayed in main character roies and 
in pictures. Occupational stereotyping pervaded the 
textbook series, with men portrayed in four times as 
many paying occupations as females. The female 
characters had personality characteristics (depend- 
ency, passivity, emotionalism, incompetence) simi- 
lar to those found in other studies. Overall, the three 
hypotheses that were tested were proved: (1) 
greater numbers of males than females were por- 
trayed; (2) societal expectations for males and 
females were reflected in the occupations portrayed; 
and (3) the personality traits of women in textbooks 
were positively associated with societal definitions 
of those traits.

Presidential candidates in the United States tend 
to seek consensus rather than to try to discover new 
answers to problems and to convince voters that 
they should be elected to implement those answers.

This emphasis pro- 
duces an intense interest in the “electability” of a 
candidate and the techniques and strategies that 
candidates use to get elected, with a resulting de- 
emphasis on the viability of solutions offered by 
candidates to public problems. With campaigning 
techniques as their main focus, reporters become 
concerned with popular opinion polls, “mistakes” 
by candidates, moral issues, and image questions.

Published on one side of the At- 
lantic and shipped by steamer for consumption on 
the other side, transatlantic newspapers compiled 
and condensed from all available sources the latest 
political, commercial, and shipping news. Although 
intended for private subscribers, they were impor- 
tant sources of foreign news for United States news- 
paper editors. Three such papers, all published in 

Liverpool, England, were “The European,” 

“Charles Willmer’s European Mail,” and “Willmer 

& Smith’s European Times.” The last-named news- 

paper, published from 1843 to 1868, was the most 

influential and successful one. A comparison of the 
eight available copies of “The European Times” 
with the New York-based “Herald” and “Tribune” 

shows that between 1843 and 1848 more than 50% 

of the foreign news appearing in the two papers was 

taken verbatim (and usually without credit lines) 
from the European Times,” suggesting that this 
newspaper had a significant impact on the foreign 
news presented by the two New York newspapers.

Cultural differences in interpersonal attraction 
were studied using 93 black, 112 Chicano, and 112 
white coliege students who completed 40 Likert- 
type rating scales for each of four concepts of attrac- 
tion (intimate, friendship, acquaintance, and 
stranger attraction). When a factor solution was 
generated, differences were noted in the amount of 
variance accounted for by the composite population 
and by each of the subgroups. When similar factors 
were identified across the sample populations, these 
factors accounted for differing amounts of variance, 
suggesting that the three cultural groups placed dif- 
fering degrees of importance on factors contributing 
to interpersonal attraction. In general, the black stu- 
dents made more holistic assessments and did not 
differentiate ameng task attractiveness, social/- 
physical attractiveness, and affective/cognitive at- 
tractiveness.

Technical Communication Competence (TCC)is 
the competence involved in communicating mental 
images to others in such a manner as to result in 
their constructing comparable mental images, a 
process similar to the primary task demanded of 
teachers at all levels. In a study designed to discover 
the extent to which a positive relationship existed 
between TCC and perceived teacher success, 32 col- 
lege students in a basic speech communication class 
were videotaped while describing a drawing of a 
series of connected geometric shapes.

These responses were scored by two specially 
trained coders, who then assigned TCC scores to the 
32 students who had been videotaped.

to rate each subject's potential for success, both as 
a teacher at a given level and as a teacher of a given 
subject area.

The three sections of this paper, written by Gen- 
eral Motors Corporation employees from three dif- 
ferent countries, discuss different aspects of 
communication consulting and factors involved in 
becoming a successful international organizational 
consultant. The first section, written by an Ameri- 
can, outlines the need for communication consult- 
ing. describes an organizational need hierarchy 
mode! that can help consultants diagnose organiza- 
tional problems, and examines specific consultant 
intervention behaviors that follow from such a diag- 
nosis. In the second section, a Belgian points to the 
need for United States businesses to make distinc- 
tions between domestic and international consult- 
ing: he then discusses opinions of Europeans 
regarding problems in working with Americans, 
considers specific qualities needed by international 
consultants. and provides a list of questions that 
may be used to test knowledge about a host culture. 


The final section relates personal experiences of an 
Australian in adjusting to cultural differences in the 
United States and discusses stages in a consultant’s 
interaction with a group, noting the types of behav- 
ior that will result in group acceptance of the con- 
sultant.

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*Public Speaking, *Speech Communication, 
*Teaching Methods 
Students in the traditional public speaking course 
spend the bulk of their time in listening, yet little 
structure is given to this time to improve its educa- 
tional value. The assumption underlying the Critical 
Listening in Public Speaking (CLIPS) Index is that 
students’ listening time can be used to learn more 
about public speaking by using a content analytic 
technique to structure listening behavior. The con- 
tent of a speech can be analyzed using the following 
categories: (1) subject, (2) purpose, (3) introduction, 
(4) organization, (5) supporting material, (6) con- 
clusion, (7) voice, (8) enunciation, (9) fluency, (10) 
vitality or energy, (11) language, and (12) body. The 
technique includes numerical formulas that provide 
students with feedback on the strengths and weak- 
nesses of their listening behaviors in the public 
speaking setting and help to focus attention on the 
elements of public speaking. Instructors can use the 
CLIPS Index in various ways, and its value as an 
instructional strategy includes training students to 
listen with more detailed observation, to focus on 
many aspects of speech-making, and to comment on 
speeches using meaningful terms in a specific frame 
of reference. (Author/ AEA) 
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The 1980s can be a great decade for the fine arts 

in higher education if students and administrators 
are offered a well-designed combination of interdis- 
ciplinary study and employment opportunities. A 
statement of goals for the arts should give high pri- 
ority to maintaining quality, encouraging innova- 
tion and flexibility, and using resources effectively. 
Obstacles to overcome in the efficient administra- 
tion of interdisciplinary studies include (1) design- 
ing quality courses, (2) maintaining cost 
effectiveness, (3) acquiring full administrative sup- 
port, and (4) increasing the job opportunities of fine 
arts graduates. A cooperative or experiential fine 
arts interdisciplinary program provides employers 
with a good source of labor and the opportunity to 
preview potential employees, and it establishes 
goodwill ambassadors through students returning to 
campus. Benefits to students include the oppor- 
tunity to test career aptitude and interest, on-the-job 
experience, development of professional skills, and 
the acquisition of contacts to use as references after 
graduation. (AEA)

A study was undertaken to provide a base of 
knowledge concerning managerial roles at the cor- 
porate level in the television industry. Specifically, 
the study sought to determine (1) the amount of 
time consumed by corporate television executives in 
different managerial roles, (2) the importance of dif- 
ferent managerial roles as perceived by the execu- 
tives, and (3) the extent to which the executives 
were involved with various corporate level and sta- 
tion level administrative tasks and decisions. Forty 
executives responded to the questionnaire survey. 
The results showed tbat executives spend much 
time in many roles, with the leadership role involv- 
ing the interpersonal interaction with subordinates 
and the decisional roles standing out as the most 
time consuming. Those roles considered to be most 
time consuming by the exectives were also seen to 
be the most important. In response to the third area 
of inquiry, the executives’ responses indicated that 
the corporate television executive’s influence is 
greatest in those corporations where the executive 
manages a station directly. (FL) 
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The relation between revenues from motion pic- 


tures and the picture ratings (G, PG, R, X) by the 
Motion Picture Association of America was exam- 
ined. Successful films were those listed by “Variety” 
magazine as the top revenue producers for the given 
year. Data were collected for the years 1969-1979 
The analysis showed that years in which fewer films 
were produced had greater ratios of successful films, 
usually over 25%. An annual market saturation 
point of about 400 films was evident. The two cen- 
tral rating categories, PG and R, dominated the sys- 
tem, accounting for 78.5% of all films rated. Films 
with PG ratings enjoyed the highest average success 
ratio of the four categories. Of the 1,836 films rated 
PG from 1969 to 1979, 491 or 26.7% were consid- 
ered successful. The PG category had the largest 
number of successful films for each year in the 
study. Close behind PG in overall success was the 
G category, belying the myth that G ratings were 
“box office poison.” Pictures rated G enjoyed a 
24.2% success ratio over the entire period. Although 
more films were rated R than any other category, 
their success ratio was only 13.7%. The number of 
films rated R each year varied greatly, but the num- 
ber of million dollar revenue producing R films was 
quite stable from year to year. The success ratio for 
X-rated films was only 5%. (RL) 
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Statistics reveal that only 11% of the 1,500 theatre 

administrators on United States college campuses 

are women. On the other hand, recent surveys have 

indicated that few women are actively seeking ad- 

ministrative positions. The situation is unfortunate 

since campus theatres and institutions of higher 

education need highly qualified, capable leaders- 


regardless of sex. For women who are seeking an 
administrative role and for others who might be 
induced to change their career goals to encompass 
academic administration, six points of advice might 
be helpful: women (1) should not lock themselves 
into doing only what they are doing currently, no 
matter how much they enjoy doing it; (2) should 
build faculty credentials and be prepared to travel 
the traditional route of academic advancement; (3) 
should insist that their own institutions adhere to 
the principles of affirmative action; (4) should make 
connections if they plan to look for employment 
elsewhere; (5) should decide how mobile they are; 
and (6) should be prepared to use their theatre edu- 
cation and experience as training grounds for aca- 
demic administration, since both demand similar 
skills such as planning, managing resources, meeting 
deadlines, encouraging productivity, solving prob- 
lems, and establishing leadership style. (FL) 
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Arts 
in arguing for an interdisciplinary higher educa- 

tion curriculum in the arts (IDC), this paper points 

out that such collaborative efforts will help students 
to understand more thoroughly the interrelation- 
ships and underlying unity of the arts, to articulate 
their training more forcefully to the general public, 

and to engage more actively in creative expression. 

The paper addresses three areas relevant to the im- 

plementation of such a curriculum: (1) the real or 

imagined hazards posed by an IDC program, (2) 

possible approaches to the design of a basic IDC 

curriculum, and (3) course objectives and methods 

of achieving those objectives. (FL) 
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The relationship between communication theory 
and media research must be reciprocal. Without 
some acknowledgement of a commonality with spe- 
cific aspects of communication theory, media re- 
search efforts will continue to stagnate and produce 
uninterpretable or extremely limited observations. 
On the other hand, media researchers’ commitment 
to the artificial constraints imposed by particular 
disciplines or applied fields has failed to produce the 
consistency, generality, and commonality needed 
for the development of a comprehensive instruc- 
tional communication model. Such a model would 
of necessity be eclectic-an extrapolation from a 
broad spectrum of models, paradigms, classification 
systems, and hierarchies. Proceeding within such a 
theoretical framework, research integration of a sta- 
tistical nature presents an opportunity to cross the 
artificial boundaries of disciplines and applied fields 
to produce information of greater generalizability. It 
also has the advantage of upgrading the vague sum- 
maries generic to many narrative reviews. It seems 
reasonable to assume that such integrations of com- 
munication research in the behaviorial sciences 
could result in one or more axiomatic theories for 
instruction. Until these tasks have been accom- 
plished, however, research on instructional media 
will still be based largely on “implusive reckoning.” 
(FL) 
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Rating scales were developed and applied to 
evaluate deferential/nondeferential language users. 
Participants were 1,262 college students in small 
discussion groups containing two experimenter’s 
confederates who used either deferential or nondef- 
erential language. The characteristics of deferential 
language users were questioning/ tentative behavior, 
polite commands, requests, absence of coars 
guage, less interruptive behavior, and use of qu 
ers and apologetic phrases. The resu its 
demonstrated that raters’ perceptions of deferen- 
tial/nondeferential language styles differed : i 
ing to the sex of the rater. Both male and female 
raters perceived deferential language users as more 
submissive, less assertive, less willing to ta 
stand, and more caring. But the men perceived def- 
erential language users as friendlier, while the 
women perceived deferential language users as 
more sincere and more honest. The men also were 
more willing than women to share the opinions of 
the deferential language users. The ten scales that 
contributed significantly to predicting deferential 
language usage seemed to fall into three categories: 
individual power, personal warmth, and believabil- 
ity. Raters also seemed to associate deferential lan- 
guage with femininity, but the most powerful scales 
seemed to be individual power and personal growth 
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The literature reporting research on message dis- 
tortion in organizations is reviewed in this paper. 
Topics covered include: definitions of distortion/- 
fidelity; measures of message display; measures of 
message interpretation; categories of distortion/- 
fidelity derived from laboratory research; defini- 
tions of distortion/fidelity in naturalistic research; 
and methodology and measurement of distortion/- 
fidelity in naturalistic research. Several generaliza- 
tions are provided from the review of the literature: 
(1) no research was found that systematically con- 
trolled and varied the amount of distortion present 
in a particular message; (2) the questionnaire-based 
measures of distortion did not provide purely em- 
pirical data because they were assessing perceived 
rather than actual message distortion; and (3) more 
field research will be necessary to examine and sub- 
stantiate the nature and effects of distortion in ac- 
tual organizations. (MKM) 
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The history of communication research in the 
United States is reviewed in this paper through an 
extensive look at the lives of four men who made 
significant contributions to the field: Harold Las- 
swell, Kurt Lewin, Paul Lazarsfeld, and Carl Hov- 
land. The pattern of institute formation in the social 
sciences is briefly reviewed to explain the develop- 
ment of communication research as a professional 
career field. The paper concludes with the sugges- 
tion that communication study may be absorbed 
into a more broadly conceived science of human 
society in the future. (AEA) 
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This paper argues that the identification of in- 

dividuals with a certain ethnic grouping may have a 

significant impact on the way they communicate 

with others. It contends also that the way in which 

people’s style is used and interpreted by others di- 

rectly influences their effectiveness in communica- 

tive interactions. The communicative styles of 

Mexican Americans are addressed along a con- 

tinuum of cultural identity: (1) the “American of 

Mexican Ancestry” to describe individuals who 

would first identify themselves as plainly Ameri- 

cans; (2) the “Mexican American” to describe those 
individuals who are conscious of the duality of their 
existence and who live in conflict; (3) the 

“Chicano” to describe individuals who see them- 

selves as part of a unique cultural entity separate 

from either Mexican or American culture; and (4) 

the “Mexican” to describe the cultural identity of 

one whose primary referent in day to day life is 

Mexican culture. In a subsequent section, testable 

hypotheses are suggested to provide a framework 

for researching the relationship between cultural 
identity and communication style. Appended are 
examples of cultural identity measures, a com- 
municator style construct, aiid examples of com- 
munication style measures. (HOD 
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Fundamentally, negotiation is a process for mak- 
ing decisions and is rhetorical since it is open to 
view and to rhetorical constructs. The rhetorical 
construct related to negotiation is invention, the 
finding of the materials, the arguments, for the dis- 
course. For cross-cultural negotiation, one must dis- 
play empathy for the varying cultures, recognize the 
role of government, understand the decision-mak- 
ing characteristics of other countries, and recognize 
personal relations and personalities. Futurists can 
assist in preparing for negotiations by identifying 
goals to be achieved and strategic pathways to the 
achievement of those goals. Two forecasting tools 
that relate to goal- and contingency-creating with 
applicability to the rhetoric of negotiation are the 
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Relevance Tree and Morphological Analysis. The 
Relevance Tree method can assist in the determina- 
tion of several alternative goals for negotiation (the 
formula), while the Morphological Analysis can as- 
sist in creating several pathways to the goals by 
identifying and incorporating the details. Rhetorical 
analysis can aid the negotiator in discovering and 
utilizing arguments not in a fixed, invariant manner 
leading to bargaining impasse, but to a contingent, 
flexible plan leading to agreement. (HOD) 
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A study was conducted to examine the extent to 
which verbal statements of context influenced the 
perception of emotion in facial expressions. In addi- 
tion, it examined the pairing of both congruent and 
incongruent stimulus sources. The subjects, 98 col- 
lege students, were shown photographs of four male 
and four female actors displaying facial expressions 
of fear, anger, sadness, and happiness. The subjects 
were also shown a set of ten verbal statements that 
reflected the four emotion categories. In a group 
situation, all subjects were exposed to four experi- 
mental conditions: (1) photograph alone, (2) state- 
ment alone, (3) photographs and statements paired 
congruently, and (4) photographs and statements 
paired incongruently. The photographs and state- 
ments were projected on a motion picture screen 
and the subjects indicated their responses to them 
on an emotion stimuli rating scale. The results in- 
dicated that there was significantly greater agree- 
ment among the subjects on the meaning of facial 
expressions when they were accompanied by con- 
gruent verbal statements than when they were 
viewed alone. Conversely, there was significantly 
less agreement on the meaning of expressions when 
they were accompanied by incongruent verbal state- 
ments than when viewed alone. The findings suggest 
that context is an integral part of the process of 
perceiving and interpreting facial behaviors. (FL) 
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A packet of three speech assessment instruments 
has been organized to assist classroom teachers in 
creating instructional programs that provide ade- 
quate oral/aural language experiences for their stu- 
dents. The Koziol-Cercone Assessment of Speaking 
Skills judges student ability to orally communicate 
the content of a message. The Koziol-Cercone In- 
ventory of Classroom Speaking Experiences (Forms 
A and B) alerts classroom teachers to instructional 
Strategies that involve students in oral communica- 
tion experiences. The Koziol-Cercone Survey cf At- 
titudes toward Classroom Speaking Situations 
(Forms A and B) helps teachers understand student 
feelings about participating in oral activities. (In- 
cluded with the survey forms are directions, organi- 
zational and scoring keys, and class tally forms.)

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A study was undertaken to explore the relation- 
ship between ethnic identity and close friendship 
communication patterns in Chinese-American col- 
lege students. Specifically, the study investigated 
intergenerational differences, proximity to Asian or 
Caucasian groups, frequency of communication, 
friendship network size, perceived similarity to 
Asians and to Caucasians, and degree of intimacy as 
related to ethnic identity and close friendship. The 
questionnaire responses of sixty Chinese-American 
students showed that generation difference was a 
reliable predictor of ethnic identity for first and se- 
cond generation subjects and that proximity to 
Asian or Caucasian groups was a crucial factor that 
influenced the ethnicity of subjects’ close friendship 
networks. All friendship variables were related on 
the zero-order correlation analyses. However, no 
relationship was found between ethnic identity and 
the ethnicity of subjects’ friendship networks. (FL) 
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This guidebook offers practical advice on plan- 
ning, administering, and evaluating telecourses.

The organic approach is based on the following prin- 
ciples: mental experience and expressive behavior 
are inseparable and reciprocal; experience in either 
mode (mental or expressive) automatically pro- 
vokes correlated behavior in the other; actors are 
not capable of creating the full illusion of human 
behavior on stage by purely imitative means; and 
the primary device for controlling the flow of ex- 
pression at an adequate level is the stream of percep- 
tion-feeling-thought, often called “sub-text.” Using 
an organic approach to dealing with style calls for 
these acting techniques: (1) understanding the gen- 
eral conventions of the period; (2) finding the extent 
to which that style is the style of the world of the 
play; (3) synthesizing a general style from the his- 
torical world and the playwright’s world; (4) in- 
dividualizing each aspect of the play through the 
character's history, goals, motives, and perception 
habits; (5) using the individualization as the basic 
communicative device, acting a set of attitudes and 
expectations within and “against” the general style: 
and (6) making the set of attitudes and expectations 


habitual and then forgetting them. (AEA) 
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“Style” in theatrical production may be defined as 
a working, developing consensus, a meeting of the 
minds of a disparate group of artists who make up 
a full production crew. Some strategies for the use 
of “style” in production are as follows: (1) allow for 
the individual imagination and creativity of each 
member of the production group; (2) ask group 
members to commit themselves to having a free and 
open meeting of the minds, unfettered by questiona- 
ble terms; (3) meet and agree on principles of selec- 
tivity, range of latitude, tasks as perceived for the 
production, and strategies to be employed; (4) agree 
to a common commitment in the production; (5) do 
everything to maintain open and free communica- 
tion so that agreements remain common and valid; 
(6) put on the performance; and (7) analyze and 
share what has been accomplished. (AEA)

This discussion of the term “style” as it relates to 

the arts points to the need for reform in the ter- 

minology and the conceptual system of the drama 

profession. The paper first lists the basic tasks of 

conceptual and terminological reform and then out- 

lines the steps necessary in reforming a particular 

term. These procedures are applied to a specific 

analysis of “style” and its meanings, resulting in the 

following tentative definition: “style” refers to the 

pattern of strategically individualized choices (of 

either matter or form) made within the latitude of an 

implicitly or explicitly defined task. (AEA)

A study was conducted to learn about the effec- 
tive practice of theatre through the application of 
research methods developed in studies involving 
other types of organizations. Successful and unsuc- 
cessful play directors, as determined by evaluations 
of their plays in the Southwest Region of the Ameri- 
can College Theatre Festival, were surveyed to 
learn their leadership or directorship styles. The ba- 
sis for the examination of directorship style was 
found in the contingency theory of management 
studies. A study of 16 directors, eight judged suc- 
cessful and eight judged unsuccessful, indicated that 
contingency theory failed to predict successful di- 
rectors from unsuccessful directors. Among the in- 
teresting relationships noted were that (1) a 
majority of successful directors were task oriented, 
while a majority of unsuccessful directors were rela- 
tionship motivated; and (2) seven of eight successful 
directors scored high on the overall situational con- 
trol scale.

A study was conducted to examine patterns of 
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information processing over time in self-analytic 
groups. Communication patterns in two 25-member 
groups of college students that met for 32 50-minute 
sessions were categorized by means of the Systems 
Information Processing Analysis (SIPA) category 
system. Messages were coded on four dimensions of 
information processing: (1) source of information, 
(2) time orientation, (3) evolution of information, 
and (4) reduction of equivocality. The sequence of 
coded messages was then measured for fit with a 
first order Markov chain model. The results in- 
dicated that the communication data from the two 
groups were first order, that the groups were non- 
homogeneous, that stereotypy (predictability of pat- 
terns) was low to moderately high across the four 
dimensions, and that patterns in the evolution-of- 
information dimension were stationary or stable 
over time. Patterns in the three other SIPA dimen- 
sions were nonstationary (time dependent) for both 
groups, suggesting cyclical stages of development.

Based on existing theory and research on coopera- 
tion and competition and on process studies of 
group decision making, a two-part study was con- 
ducted on the communication patterns in four 
groups of college students. In the first part of the 
study groups one and three were induced to behave 
competitively and groups two and four were in- 
duced to behave cooperatively. It was hypothesized 
that the competitive groups and the cooperative 
groups would differ in the ways the members per- 
ceived their group’s level of competition and in their 
satisfaction with the decision making process and 
product. It was found that the two groups given 
competitive inducements had significantly higher 
competition and lower satisfaction than did the 
groups given cooperative inducements. The second 
part of the study examined the patterns of com- 
munication unique to two of the groups-those dis- 
playing the highest and the lowest levels of 
competition (groups one and two respectively). The 
analysis yielded patterns of decision making com- 
munication unique to each group: (1) group one’s 
communication was characterized by highly proba- 
ble sequences of disagreement messages and few 
probable agreement messages; (2) group two’s com- 
munication patterns consisted of highly probable se- 
quences of decision development and probable 
agreement/support messages throughout the group 
interaction.

Educators need a better understanding of the 

change process if changes are to be well planned and 
effective. The purpose of this study was to identify 
procedures that had facilitated educational change 
in selected school systems. The changes studied 
were in the areas of curriculum organization and 
content, instructional technology, staffing, school 
organization, and building design. The researcher 
looked at school systems identified as having made 
a change in a desirable direction. Data were col- 
lected through tape recorded interviews with supe- 
rintendents, assistant superintendents, teachers, 
principals, supervisors, project directors, and lay 
persons involved. A descriptive interpretation of the 
information isolated procedures for facilitating edu- 
cational change. The findings led to several conclu- 
sions: (1) Changes in school systems are initiated 
near the top level of system organization. (2) The 
leadership of the superintendent of schools is a ma- 
jor factor. (3) Federal financial support to local 
school systems promotes educational change. (4) 
When federal funds are used, there is less need for 
community support. (5) Regardless of type of 
change made, schools use many of the same proce- 
dures for facilitating change. (6) Many of the same 
procedures are used both for improving attitudes of 
teachers toward the change and for increasing 
teachers’ knowledge. (7) Educational consultants 
facilitate education change.

Systematic planning offers a rational approach to 
solving the problems of providing education. Four 
fundamental! principles are basic to an understand- 
ing of the concept of systematic planning. First, it 
should relate to all aspects of educational decision- 
making at all levels. Second, it is a multiphased op- 
eration involving establishment of goals, assessment 
of needs, development of objectives, generation of 
alternative strategies, selection of strategies, formu- 
lation of program implementation plans, securing 
and allocation of resources, and the operation and 
evaluation of the program. Third, it is best depicted 
as a cyclic process-once entered into, it provides a 
permanent, workable mechanism for meeting prob- 
lems as they develop. Finally, reliable, up-to-date 
information is central to the process. (Au- 
thor/PGD) 
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Identifiers—*Goal Setting 
Educational goals state broadly and in long-range 
terms what it is hoped the educational process will 
achieve, but not how those goals are to be achieved. 
Goals are preferably set before educational needs 
are assessed. Goal setting is most effective when ten 
suggestions are followed: (1) identify and analyze 
strengths and weaknesses; (2) involve a cross sec- 
tion of people; (3) consider the needs and interests 
of all; (4) avoid manipulating people; (5) establish a 
base of confidence; (6) work to achieve and main- 
tain credibility; (7) remember that goals should be 
understandable, significant, realistic, relevant, and 
attainable; (8) consider proposed goals as tentative 
until verified by needs assessment; (9) utilize the 
proposed goals and people involved to move into 
the next phase of the planning process; and (10) 
keep the community informed. Goal setting is 
ideally overseen by a committee appointed by the 
board of education. (Author/PGD) 
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The primary purpose of educational needs assess- 
ment should be to determine the specific nature of 
learner needs in order that programs may be de- 
signed and instruction prescribed that will meet 
those needs. Needs assessment should be conducted 
only when the information is necessary and will be 
used. Before a needs assessment is undertaken, it 
should be determined why it is being done, what 
should be assessed, how the information will be ob- 
tained, who will use the assessment results, how the 
information will be interpreted, and what kinds of 
decisions will be based on the results of the assess- 
ment. The needs assessment process involves seven 
basic steps: (1) deciding who will provide informa- 
tion; (2) deciding what information to collect; (3) 
developing procedures for collecting the informa- 
tion; (4) collecting the information; (5) processing 
and analyzing the information; (6) designating 
needs based on analysis of the information; and (7) 


informing the community and decision-makers of 
the results. (Author/PGD) 
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Statements of educational need developed 
through needs assessment processes should not be 
ranked without careful consideration of factors that 
can facilitate or impede their attainment. The proc- 
ess of determining the resource requirements for 
meeting assessed needs and estimating resource 
availability can be enhanced by following several 
suggestions: involve a carefully selected sampling of 
individuals representing all groups affected by at- 
tempts to fill the need being considered; take into 
account the economic, human, legal, social, and 
political variables influencing efforts to meet the 
need; determine the probability of modifying condi- 
tions that could impede efforts to meet the need; 
using a rating scale, arrive at a rating that indicates 
the feasibility of addressing each need. Establishing 
priorities for needs to be resolved involves deter- 
mining the intensity and extent of the need, the 
duration of the need, the relevance of meeting the 
need to the achievement of identified goals, the fea- 
sibility of meeting the need, and the results an- 
ticipated from meeting the need. (Author/PGD) 
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Educational objectives specify in precise, often 
measurable terms the results expected from or ac- 
tivities involved in designated aspects of the educa- 
tional process. Product objectives identify the 
measurable results expected as a result of specified 
activities performed under specified conditions. 
Process objectives identify activities to be per- 
formed under specified conditions, but whlch do not 
necessarily jead to measurable results. Objectives 
should be understandable, measurable when possi- 
ble, accurate, realistic, and brief. (Author/PGD) 
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Once planners at the local level have specified the 

educational objectives of their program, they should 

determine how those objectives can be reached. The 

possibility of selecting an adequate strategy is im- 

proved if several alternative strategies are generated 

and analyzed before a decision is made. Suggestions 


for generating alternative strategies include involv- 
ing those who will have responsibility for imple- 
menting, operating, and evaluating the program; 
making sure participants understand the objectives 
thoroughly; giving participants free rein to consider 
any alternatives carefully; using the brainstorming 
technique to encourage a free and open environ- 
ment for the process; and utilizing all available in- 
formation sources. Analysis of the identified 
alternatives is most successful when it is attempted 
after all alternatives are identified; when it involves 
a broad cross section of those who will be using the 
selected strategies; and when a systematic process 
for analysis is established allowing comparison of 
alternatives according to equivalent criteria. The 
relevance, feasibility, potential effectiveness, and 
projected viability of the proposed strategies are de- 
termined during this analysis. Information devel- 
oped and reported carefully concerning the qualities 
of proposed strategies can make final selection 
easier for the responsible decision maker. (Au- 
thor/PGD) 
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Preparation and use of a written plan can increase 
the chance that people will do what has been 
planned using the ways selected and specified dur- 
ing the planning process. Program implementation 
plans should include the following elements: a re- 
view of product objectives and strategies; a state- 
ment of activities involved in meeting product 
objectives; definition of responsibility, time frame, 
cost estimates, expected results, and evaluation 
methods for each activity; and designation of the 
person responsible for managing the implementa- 
tion of the program. Using information generated 
during resource identification, needs assessment, 
and strategy selection phases of the planning proc- 
ess, those responsible for committing and allocating 
resources can act to provide the resources where 
and when they are needed. Existing resource alloca- 
tion practices should be evaluated, personnel needs 
and performance should be reviewed, cost-effective- 
ness studies should be conducted, implementation 
of zero-based budgeting or program budgeting 
should be considered, and alternative resource 
sources should be investigated. Examples of written 
product and process objectives are included. (Au- 
thor/PGD) 
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Implementing an educational program on time is 

not as important as being properly prepared for im- 

plementation. The responses to a number of key 

questions can reveal whether the program has been 

adequately planned. Once the program is in opera- 

tion it must be effectively evaluated. Successful 

evaluation requires a systematic. clear procedure 

that is easy to use, that allows evaluation during 





program operation, that examines program effec- 
tiveness and the achievement of objectives, and that 
provides information for future planning. This docu- 
ment includes worksheets and questions that pro- 
vide the basic necessities for an evaluation 
procedure.

During the early years of Title I, parents were 

provided with little information about the program 

and were not encouraged to participate. After 
evaluations of the program revealed little parental 
awareness of the program, the original provisions 
for parent involvement through Parent Advisory 
Councils (PACs) were made more explicit. There 
are many barriers to parental involvement: some 
educators do not believe parents should make edu- 
cational decisions; other school officials simply re- 
gard parent involvement as a low priority; some 
school personnel have cultural or racial biases; oth- 
ers fear disclosure of poor administrative practices. 
The Federal Education Project, which assists par- 
ents and PACs in filing formal complaints, has 
become aware of a number of parent complaints 
regarding PACs. Parents complain that schools 
withhold information from PACs, institute illegal 
election procedures, dominate the PAC, and do not 
respond to recommendations. The willingness and 
performance of states in monitoring the implemen- 
tation of PAC requirements has been extremely var- 
ied. The federal government has shown that parent 
involvement is a low priority among its Title I re- 
sponsibilities. It is clear from the Federal Education 

Project’s experience that noncompliance with both 

the letter and spirit of Title I’s legal requirements for 

parent involvement is pervasive. A number of 
recommendations are suggested. (Author/JM) 
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Honesty on the part of administrators about what 

goes on in schools is not always the best policy. 

Schools as organizations lack agreement about 

goals, means, roles of participants, and historical 

precedents. Nevertheless, most teachers do a good 
or average job and most educational results are ade- 
quate. Therefore the use of “mystification,” “‘cover- 
up,” and “martyrdom” is the best policy. 
Mystification may take the form of publicly ex- 
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pressed goals, prophecies, or perceptions of the past 
that hide the great disagreement among school peo- 
ple on these issues. Cover-ups hide the diverse ac- 
tivities going on in schools by simplification or 
relabeling of instructional activities. Martyrdom (in 
the form of resigning a position) may be necessary 
when other tactics no longer work. Educational 
leadership depends on a sense of optimism based on 
the knowledge that average teachers and adminis- 
trators using average techniques and seeking rather 
conventional goals can produce good results. There- 
fore, sagacious educational leaders often merely 
leave well enough alone. Believing in their own 
“success” is a serious danger for administrators 
since they have very little control over what goes on 
in schools. A good administrator is advised to exam- 
ine the constructive roles of mystification, cover-up, 
and martyrdom and to be wary of the destructive 
role of success.

An investigation into voter support of tax and 

expenditure limitation (TEL) measures in four 
States was conducted during and after the Novem- 
ber 1978 general election by the Education Finance 
Center of the Education Commission of the States. 
Analysis of voter behavior revealed that those who 
went to the polls felt there was an economic incen- 
tive to do so, were habitual voters, and felt the TEL 
issue was important. The choices of voters concern- 
ing measures to cut property taxes were related to 
their socioeconomic status, political outlook, and 
other demographic characteristics. Those voting on 
expenditure limitation measures tended to base 
their decisions on philosophical attitudes toward the 
proper role of government. Analysis of voter atti- 
tudes in Michigan and Colorado indicated that the 
public was informed and attempted to make rational 
decisions when voting. An examination of the elec- 
tion campaigns surrounding TEL ballot measures in 
Oregon and Idaho showed the impact that intangi- 
bles in a campaign can have on the outcome. In 
general, the study found that no monolithic “tax 
revolt” is sweeping the country and that voters are 
assessing each measure on its own terms. (Au-

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Identifiers—Participative Decision Making 
It seems clear, in philosophical terms, that citizens 

have a basic right to participate in and to govern 
public institutions such as the schools. During those 
times when schools are perceived by the community 
as fulfilling their charge, professionals and elected 
representatives such as school boards are allowed to 
regulate the schools. When educational institutions 
appear to fall behind community aspirations, citizen 
involvement increases and teachers and administra- 
tors are called into account. Direct community par- 
ticipation can take several forms that may have 
different effects on student achievement and other 
measures of educational! impact. Participation can 
be directed at either instruction or school gover- 
nance, or both. The involved citizen may be found 
in the role of client of the school, may serve the 
school as a resource, may use the school as a con- 
sumer, or may become a decision-maker at some 
level. At present, citizen participation in gover- 
nance seems to show less impact on achievement 
than does citizen involvement in instruction, though 
further research is necessary to allow conclusive 
determinations as to the importance of the various 
participatory roles. (Author/PGD) 
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The research reported in this speech was initiated 

to examine the concerns of professional educators in 

Kansas in relation to the Education for All Hand- 

icapped Children Act (Public Law 94-142). The lon- 

gitudinal design incorporates the use of the Stages 

of Concern Questionnaire (SOCQ) and provides a 

basis for (1) an annual examination of educators’ 

concerns toward the law; (2) the change in concerns 

over time; (3) a test of the developmenta! change 

theory incorporated in the Concerns Based Adop- 

tion Model (CBAM); and (4) the design and devel- 

opment of a new instrument, the General Concerns 

Inventory (GCI). The results, available from two 

years of study (1978 and 1979), indicate that Kansas 

educators are in an early stage of adoption, little 

change has occurred in the one-year interval, the 

validity of the developmental theory received sup- 

port, and refinement of the GCI is indicated. (Au-

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“Freestyle,” a new television series, is designed to 

expand career awareness of children ages 9 through 

12 and reduce the limiting effects of sex role and 

ethnic stereotyping. The series is a product of the 

Television Career Awareness Project (TV CAP), a 

consortium of six agencies funded by a grant from 

the National Institute of Education (NIE). The pro- 
ject includes 13 half-hour television lessons, now 
available in video cassette format, and a guide for 
teachers. In addition, there is a curriculum guide 
and a mediated staff development program that in- 
cludes plans and materials for teacher inservice 
meetings as well as a self-instruction program for 
teachers containing audio tapes and printed materi- 
als. The television programs stress the notion that 
personal interests and values are the proper bases 
for forming work preferences and that people 
should choose the work they do on the basis of their 
interests rather than on the sterotypes that others 
hold. The project exemplifies the expanding role of 
research in the development of curriculum and in- 
structional materials. Names and addresses to con- 
tact regarding “Freestyle” products are provided.

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This paper identifies three steps to effect change 
in a school district: assessing educational needs, in- 
volving staff and community, and providing vehi- 
cles for change to take place. This framework is then 
used to describe programs implemented in Geor- 
gia’s Clarke County School District. The district 
needs assessment is described as involving com- 
munity residents, university and school district staff 
members, and the school board. The author lists a 
number of pitfalls to avoid in needs assessment, in- 
cluding committee leadership that is either too weak 
or too strong and people who have an ax to grind. 
In discussing the involvement of staff and com- 
munity in effecting change, the author lists district 
programs including parents and community mem- 
bers-especially senior citizens. For example, volun- 
teers are used to call parents of absentees and were 
used to set up a teen health curriculum. Community 
organizations also work with the school district in 
such areas as drug education and cultural affairs. 
Community members teach “minilessons” on many 
topics. In the concluding section on vehicles for 
change, the author mentions three modes for effect- 
ing change in the district: the District Curriculum 
Council, the cooperative plan for staff development, 
and parent advisory and volunteer groups. (Au-

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Identifiers—* Referendums 
The ballot, as a device to communicate to the 
government by citizens, is perceived to be much 
more effective in some settings-the direct question 
in a local election—and less effective in others—the 
major questions and primary offices in a national 
election. Such political facts of life are part of the 
resurging interest in the referendum as a political 
tool. Because its recent uses have emphasized fiscal 
controls and because major financial shifts cause 
major policy revisions, referendums have forced a 
renewed appreciation within the educational estab- 
lishment of the harsh reality that money is the lifeb- 
lood of institutions. The effects of the referendum in 
the states of New York and Washington are briefly 
analyzed. An analysis in greater depth is made of 
the effects of the referendum in Oklahoma, Ne- 
braska, and California. One reason for use of the 
referendum as a tool to halt budgets for schools is 
inflation, but another reason is the lack of confi- 
dence in schools caused by federal involvement in 
the courts, congress, and funding. Loca! control is 
perceived as slipping away, and unwelcome policies 
are seen as being imposed from afar by people who 
are not affected by those policies. Citizen resent- 
ment is fueled by this perception. (Author/MLF) 
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This report reviews the pioneering efforts in Cali- 

fornia, Florida, and South Carolina to foster citizen 
participation through school councils and provides 
data and analysis on one promising policy innova- 
tion in each of the states. The experience in the 
three states suggests that institutional mechanisms 
are in place, precedents have been set, and a consen- 
sus is emerging for the evolution of school councils 
as vehicles for ““coproduction” whereby parents act 
as partners rather than as advisors to or watchdogs 
of schools. Coproduction as envisioned in the report 
requires (1) an organized, institutionalized proce- 
dure; (2) a focus on the core of the school’s pro- 
gram-instruction, especially in the basic skills; (3) 
collaborative planning by producers and a consen- 
sus on instructional goals based on formal discus- 
sion and negotiation; (4) a division of labor and clear 
assignment of responsibilities among various copro- 
ducers; and (5) the sharing of both authority and 
blame. The report concludes that the characteristics 
of schools as organizations set a limit on what policy 
objectives can be accomplished by mandating coun- 
cils.

The findings reported here are from a survey de- 
signed to determine the attitudes and perceptions of 
a selected population of policy leaders toward com- 
munity education throughout Florida. The survey 
instrument was distributed to city and county com- 
missioners, mayors, legislators, school superintend- 
ents, school board members, and Parent Teacher 
Association (PTA)  fficials. Responses were re- 
ceived from 330 of the 1470 persons in the sample. 
The findings indicate support for the goals of com- 
munity education. More specifically, 64 percent 
agreed or strongly agreed that the mission of the 
schools is not limited to serving the needs of youth 
but should reflect service to the entire community. 
Over 75 percent were in favor of expanding the 
programs available to include leisure, vocational, 
and educational classes for adults and to offer more 
activities for youth. Seventy-six percent felt that 
school facilities ought to be available to the com- 
munity for expanding accessibility and availability 
of services. The strongest support indicated by re- 
spondents (85 percent) was for community partici- 
pation in the design and implementation of 
programs and activities. Finally, interagency coor- 
dination was supported by 70 percent of the re- 
spondents.

An inservice program on dropout prevention was 
initiated in two middle schools in an Arkansas 
school district. A four-member consultant team was 
employed to direct 76 participants (middle school 
teachers, counselors, and administrators) through a 
series of four group sessions. The 76 participants 
were divided into four groups organized to include 
members from both middle schools in each group. 
The sessions covered dropout characteristics, class- 
room management, interpersonal communication, 
and measurement of dropout characteristics. At the 
completion of the inservice sessions, participants 
were asked to complete an anonymous evaluation 
questionnaire. The results indicated the sessions 
were very well received regarding clarity of objec- 
tives, material presented, organization, instructional 
processes, and the applicability to the classroom 
situation. Consultant recommendations for an effec- 
tive dropout prevention program include adminis- 
trative commitment, an examination of local 
dropout characteristics, establishment of a school 
district communication system, establishment of al- 
ternatives to better meet individual instructional 
needs, and monitoring of extracurricular activities.

The administration of the Law Enforcement Edu- 
cation Program was investigated. The program was 
managed by the Law Enforcement Assistance Ad- 
ministration until May 1980, when it was trans- 
ferred to the new Department of Education.

Oversight hearings by the U.S. Senate Committee 
on the Judiciary on Title III of the Higher Education 
Act of 1965, the strengthening developing institu- 
tions program, are presented. Testimony includes 
results of investigations of implementation of Title 
Ill. Problems in program administration and com- 
pliance by schools are discussed. Amendments to 
the Federal criminal code are offered that will re- 
quire schools to keep adequate financial records and 
that will hold officials accountable for the federal 
funds they spend. Ambiguities in what Congress 
meant by a developing institution and new criteria 
developed by the Office of Education for Title Ill 
eligibility are analyzed. This investigation was 
begun as part of an ongoing evaluation by the sub 
committee on the relationship between the Justice 





Department and the agencies it serves. (SW) 
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The 1979 annual report of the National Advisory 

Council on Women’s Education Programs is pre- 
sented. Topics concern the Women’s Educational 
Equity Act, civil rights, minority women, vocational 
education, working women, other activities, and ac- 
tivities/ publications of the Council.

Council members and staff worked with the Office 
of Education Women’s Education Equity Act Pro- 
gram staff to develop a new regulation for the Wo- 
men’s Education Equity Act program.

Other specific Council concerns include: new ap- 
proaches to Title IX enforcement, Title IX athletics 
policy, sexual harassment of students, a study of sex 
equity in vocational education, the Youth Employ- 
ment Act, the reauthorization of the Higher Educa- 
tion Act of 1965, and the White House Conference 
on Families. Stipulations of the Women’s Educa- 
tional Equity Act are included. (SW) 
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Comparative data on physical plant costs and 

staffing in higher education for 1978-79 are pre- 
sented. Questionnaires were sent to member institu- 
tions of the Association of Physical Plant 
Administrators of Universities and Colleges 
(APPA) and the National Association of College 
and University Business Officers.

Other prevalent 
attitudes may be characterized as a desire to be 
anti-traditional, positive to change in general (espe- 
cially rapid and extreme change), and free from con- 
trols such as living regulations, dress codes, and 
prohibitions concerning demonstrations. Based on 
an 80-item instructional preference scale adminis- 
tered to 700 freshmen at Michigan State University 
in 1975, students consistently rejected activities 
that suggested prescription, uniformity, compul- 
sion, requirements, impersonalization, instructor 
control, systematic coverage, and relative grading. 
Television as an instructional medium was also in- 
dicated as undesirable. and programmed instruction 
and pass-no credit grading systems were rejected. 
Using these data, it is suggested that student prefer- 
ences by themselves can be fallible and misleading 
as an exclusive basis for isolating effective learning 
tasks. Student views must be considered in making 
institutional decisions, but students appear to have 
a problem in specifying aspects of their instructional 
experiences which lead to effective learning because 
their immediate short-term desires for identity, ac- 
ceptance, and freedom are too real and overpower- 
ing. (DC) 
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Reactions of students who had enrolled at Michi- 
gan State University in 1971 were assessed and 
tabulated in 1975 using a senior questionnaire. A 
total of 1,050 responses were received, representing 
a 33 percent return from 3,200 fourth-year students 
to whom surveys were mailed. The surveys con- 
sisted of 70 questions concerning academic and per- 
sonal feelings towards a four-year education at the 
University, including sections on: general reactions; 
perceived progress towards career goals; college or 
department rankings; instructor rankings; in- 
dividual assistance; University residential services; 
responsiveness to student needs; co-curricular ac- 
tivities; and out-of-class accomplishments. Results 
showed that seniors were generally satisfied with 
their education, that a large majority had progressed 
towards their career goals, and that formal class- 
room activity was as highly regarded as extracur- 
ricular accomplishments. There was also some 
indication of concern about final career plans, but 
this concern did not seem to be attributable to edu- 
cational programs provided at the University. A 
separate evaluation revealed that seniors in 1975 
appeared to indicate a greater satisfaction in general 
than seniors in 1971, particularly in academics. Ap- 
pendices include tables on college major changes 
and senior viewpoint item responses by college.

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Changing student views toward academic gover- 

nance and institutional planning were measured us- 
ing surveys administered to both seniors and 
freshmen in 1975, and from surveys administered to 
freshmen in 1971, at Michigan State University. A 
total of 1,050 seniors responded to a mail survey 
which was also administered to a 1975 new-fresh- 
man sample of 744 students. These data were then 
compared to complete entry survey data obtained 
from 5,200 freshmen in 1971. The following subsec- 
tions appeared on the survey forms: student voice 
and influence, student freedom, educational ad- 
ministration and philosophy, attitudes toward 
higher education, and ancillary student views. The 
survey data indicated that students had become 
more conservative, more moderate, and less liberal 
in their views from 1971 to 1975. A much larger 
proportion of students in 1975 rejected thoughts of 
abolishing grades, having dual academic standards 
for graduation, having students influence course 
content, and with having student evaluations be the 
sole basis for faculty promotions. Both freshmen 
and seniors in 1975, in contrast to 1971 counter- 
parts, appeared more cautious about having stu- 
dents working in such influential positions as 
housing, selection of administrators, and cur- 
riculum. They were also less supportive of altered 
admission for students without regard for tests and 
records and special provisions in college admissions 
for disadvantaged or minority students. (DC)

During the 1978 winter term, the Learning and 

Evaluation Service of Michigan State University 
initiated, in collaboration with the Council for the 
Advancement of Experiential Learning (CAEL), an 
institutional development program in field experi- 
ence education. Purposes of the study were to de- 
scribe the nature and extent of field experience 
education, important educational goals of these pro- 
grams, kinds of administrative arrangements and 
academic practices employed, and possible use for 
projecting the University’s institutional develop- 
ment program. A survey interview schedule. based 
on a CAEL questionnaire, was administered to 89 
faculty offering the 172 programs which met defini- 
tional criteria for the study. A total of 106 programs 
were reported. The following items were assessed: 
type of program, rationale, educational goals. man- 
agement processes, assessment procedures, average 
amount of credit per program. student placement in 
programs, monitoring techniques. faculty compen- 
sation, and debriefing procedures. Faculty members 
sometimes felt that their work was not regarded as 
important by more traditional peers, and there were 
complaints about transportation. insurance. the 
elimination of duplication of services. and the ap- 
proaching of agencies for placement by more than 
one program in the University. An appendix lists all 
courses that met the definitional criteria of the 
study. (DC) 
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New federal desegregation guidelines have been 

written so that states are required to define the mis- 
sions of their public colleges and universities in non- 
ethnic terms, to establish numerical goals for the 
desegregation of student enrollments statewide and 
in each institution, and to set goals for desegregation 
of faculty, administrators, and other employees, as 
well as board membership and board staffs. To help 
in this new definition process, guidelines are here 
provided which take into account educational fac- 
tors of desegregation. The following sections are 
included: defining institutional missions; assign- 
ment of new programs; provision of resources for 
black institutions; unnecessary program duplica- 
tion; and desegregation of student enrollment, 
faculty, administration, non-academic staff, and 
governing boards. To assure wise use of state funds, 
and to provide diverse programs for a changing stu- 
dent and teaching population, the guidelines should 
be applied with a degree of flexibility to design edu- 
cational policies and practices that contribute to fair 
educational opportunity for everyone. (DC)

Information on the use and effectiveness of fol- 

low-up surveys in four-year and two-year institu- 

tions are obtained. In the four-year sector, 55 public 
and 34 private colleges were included, while in the 
two-year sector, the entire public systems of four 
states were compared. This invoived 15 institutions 
in Georgia, 17 in Maryland, 16 in South Carolina, 

54 in Texas, and 25 additional two-year colleges 

from other states. Data obtained from question- 

naires revealed that a preponderance of both two- 
and four-year schools planned to do follow-up sur- 
veys on their graduates to improve their programs. 

Academic administrative personne! and-to a lesser 

extent-counselors were by far the majority of per- 

sons to use these surveys. Findings are also given 
for: number of institutions conducting follow-up 
surveys from 1976-1979; uses for surveys; and spe- 
cific information considered most useful. Also in- 
cluded are discussions by Robert Huff and Robert 

Gell on uses of outcome data at the “macro” level 

and follow-up survey data at the institutional level. 

Several informal discussions between workshop par- 

ticipants considering follow-up data are appended. 

It 1s concluded that judicious use of follow-up sur- 

veys. along with other evaluation tools, offers one 

means of maintaining control over higher education 
by educators, as opposed to losing contro! to fund- 
ing agencies.

The second annual report on college-going rates 
for recent graduates in public and private California 
high schools who were 19 or less when they enrolled 
as first-time freshmen in Fall 1974 through 1978 is 
presented. Changes in rates for men and women 
enrolled in each segment of California higher educa- 
tion from each country and statewide are docu- 
mented. There was a net decline in the overall 
college-going rate found for Fall 1978, which placed 
it below the rates for 1975 and 1977 but above those 
for 1974 and 1976. The rates for the University of 
California and the California State University and 
Colleges in 1978 were the highest for the five-year 
period of study, but the community college rate was 
the second lowest for the period. The net decline in 
the rate for women was less than for men, with the 
State University showing a comparatively large gain 
for women. The college-going rate does not include 
students enrolling in private institutions that do not 
grant degrees or institutions that do not have re- 
gional accreditation. Information on students who 
transferred from and to California institutions is also 
included. (SW) 
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Difficulties faced by the female graduate are con- 
sidered. In an attempt to assess institutional dis- 
crimination against the female student, the 
following areas are examined: enrollment of men 
and women in different fields of study, matricula- 
tion and attrition rates, and biographical data. Liter- 
ature is reviewed that considers the impact of the 
following variables on the academic and profes 
sional careers of women: family structure, faculty 
and colleague perceptions, lower level tracking, and 
lack of role models. Among the findings revealed by 
the literature review are the following: in almost all 
fields women graduate students are less likely to 
persist to obtain a doctorate than their male coun- 
terparts; women face barriers in admissions proce- 
dures and financial aid; the psychological support 
network in most male-dominated fields is severely 
curtailed for women; a female student is less likely 
to be taken under the wing of a professor because of 
her sex; course scheduling is usually arranged 
around full-time students, with few considerations 
for part-time students; and women are excluded 
from many traditionally masculine fields of study.

The legal issues involved in requiring students to 
live on campus, the parietal rule, are examined. It is 
suggested that the reason for establishing student 
housing and the rationale justifying the establish- 
ment of residence halls are important aspects of the 
question. Court cases are cited from 1899 that 
upheld the college’s right to exemption from prop- 
erty taxation, the right of the college to require stu- 
dents to live in residence halls or dormitories, and 
the college’s authority to issue and sell bonds to 
obtain funds for construction of student dormito- 
ries. The legal action taken by students themselves 
presents the most significant and difficult challenges 
for college and university officials. When imple- 
menting a policy that is to apply equally to all stu- 
dents, the administrator must be prepared to deal 
consistently with exceptions. The evidence of edu- 
cational purpose is critical in order to legitimize the 
parietal regulation at a college or university. A 1969 
case ruling against the university concerned 
whether the college may require a certain group of 
students to live on campus not for the students’ 
welfare but simply to increase revenue for housing. 
The court ruled that support of the housing was an 
essentially monetary obligation that should fall 
equally on all students. (SW)

The system described is ap- 
plication- and document-oriented, stores both de- 
scriptive bibliographic data and full text 
information, and has a database capacity in excess 
of 100,000 document citations and an operational 
period of one to five years. The seven basic tasks 
involved in the creation and operation of the typical 
litigation management support system are detailed: 
system design, document control, document anal- 
ysis, vocabulary control, data entry, database load, 
and search and retrieval processes.

The eight assumptions addressed cover the 
following areas: (1) the amount of reference 
material provided by for-profit database producers 
vs. the amount provided by non-profit producers;

technical complexity of the file and the amount of 
material offered; (5) the percentage of producers 
offering source lists, classification code lists, and 
vocabulary lists; (6) the need for vendor-produced 
material in lieu of search-specific information prov- 
ided by producers; (7) the usefulness of free items; 
and (8) system-produced manuals vs. file-specific 
information from producers. Investigation methods 
of the study are outlined, and charts identify the 
databases reviewed, the number of reference materi- 
als offered by three types of database producers, 
search aid availability, reference material content, 
and free items. A bibliography is provided. (FM) 
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A study was conducted to evaluate the impact of 

the Problem-Oriented Medical Information System 
(PROMIS), which is based on an automated prob- 
lem-oriented medical record, by comparing the re- 
cords for two generally comparable medical wards, 
one using the computerized PROMIS record and 
the other using its manual prototype.

PRO- 
MIS collates and records all data according to 
relevant medical problems so that each medical ser- 
vice provider is aware of the reason for the service 
and how it relates to the total care regimen. Features 
include facilitating coordinated. unified medical 
care; providing a constant guide to common medical 
practices for each phase of care: warning of con- 
traindicated therapy and drugs: and the ability to 
accumulate new information and provide ready 
feedback. (Author/FM) 
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The University of Pittsburgh has developed soft- 
ware that stresses the teaching of systems rather 
than databases and replicates the language, formats, 
and search capabilities of the DIALOG, ORBIT, 
and BRS systems. Using a DEC 11/780 computer 
and samples of more than 60 databases, the Univer- 
sity has successfully emulated the parent systems. A 
three-day training session provides each trainee 
with his own computer terminal while instructors 
monitor a CRT. The emphasis is on learning a sys- 
tem using system-oriented manuals, exercises, and 
handouts. Eighteen monthly training sessions con- 
ducted thus far have demonstrated that only those 
searchers who have a comprehensive knowledge of 
a system at a particular point in time can expect to 
take advantage of future developments. (Author/-

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Participants in this resource sharing conference in 
Alaska, which focused on the identification of edu- 
cational resources and linking users to resource 
providers, included representatives from business, 
industry, and other agencies, as well as educators.

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Identifiers—* First Born 
These statistical analyses investigate several fac- 

tors that could affect the age at which a woman first 
gives birth. The data used were obtained from the 
1970 National Fertility Study (NFS) and the 1973 
Family Growth Study (FGS). The factors were 
grouped into three temporally sequential categories: 
(a) background or family of orientation characteris- 
tics; (b) characteristics of early adolescence; and (c) 
processes occurring simultaneously with the timing 
of the first birth. A discussion of why the factors 
might theoretically be related to age at first birth is 
presented. A non-recursive model was developed 
and tested in which age at first birth is allowed to 
have a reciprocal effect on level of education. Level 
of education at time of marriage was found to be the 
most important predictor of age at first birth, but age 
at first birth had only a small reciprocal effect on 
education. Although a few social determinants, such 
as race. religion, and smoking at a young age. were 
found to have a direct effect on age at first birth. 
most of these social factors affect age at first birth 
through the education level factor. Determinants of 
male ages at first birth. to the extent possible with 
samples of women who reported having been mar- 
ried. were also explored. Results indicated no major 
substantive differences between men and women in 
regard to determinants of age at first birth. (Au-

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This paper brings the perceptions of a social psy- 
chologist to bear on curricula as currently taught in 
the schools. Many discussions of the school cur- 
riculum hinge upon the questions what, when, and 
how, and leave the most important why question 
unasked and unanswered, perhaps because it is so 
difficult to answer. In contrast to such theoretical 
concerns, practical consideration of the social psy- 
chological constraints upon the curriculum suggests 
that the curriculum is primarily influenced by the 
following five factors: (1) the entering characteris- 
tics of the learners; (2) the nature of the subject 
material; (3) educational aims and instructional ob- 
jectives; (4) personality variables of the teacher; and 
(5) the organization of plant and personnel (i.e., 
communication structures and the social psy- 
chology of the institution). In England, and to a 
small extent in North America, it would seem that 
primary/elementary schools have, by and large, 
been fairly successful in accommodating influences 
one and five. Primary schools have not done par- 
ticularly well in respect to influences two and three. 
Features grouped under influence four still need a 
great deal more research before even the crudest of 
generalizations can be made about their effect upon 
curriculum. However, it is apparent that the self 
concepts of teachers and students have marked im- 
plications for learning and curriculum planning.

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Identifiers—* East Germany 
The four chapters of this book and the many ac- 
companying color photographs describe and por- 
tray comprehensive programs of socialist education 
provided for children in the German Democratic 
Republic (GDR). The introduction indicates the 
scope of educational objectives within national and 
international contexts. The first chapter of the book 
specifies elements of the educational programs. 
Topics receiving attention are preschool and kinder- 
garten education, the regular 10 year polytechnical 
school program, special schools for handicapped 
children, and the program of apprenticeships availa- 
ble to every youth after leaving school. Discussion 
continues with overviews of the teacher's role and 
parent school cooperation in the GDR. The second 
chapter describes the social involvement of school 
children in the “Ernst Thalmann” Pioneer Organi- 
zation. It is the task of the Pioneer Organization to 
draw children into political life. teach them to ob- 
serve social rights and duties. and provide them 
meaningful leisure time experiences. Chapter three 
provides an overview of health care services for chil- 
dren. Chapter four describes meaningful leisure pur- 
suits for all children including participation in 
programs of the Ministries of Culture and Educa- 
tion. library activities. sports contests. and holiday 
activities in summer Pioneer camps. Over half of the 
book consists of more than 125 photographs that are 
thematically related to claims made in the text. (Au-

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Identifiers—*Interactional Competency Checklist 
The interactional competence of 12 kindergarten 
children was studied through naturalistic research 
of their sociodramatic play in a classroom context. 
Data were collected by both videotape and trained 
observers. Contextual and interactional information 
was analyzed according to an Interactional Compe- 
tency Checklist (ICC) designed by the author. This 
analysis indicated that the children demonstrated 
competency in several areas: (1) The children 
demonstrated the ability to adapt to changes in the 
communicative setting; that is, they were able to 
adjust to the various themes of play and to extend 
the organization of the plot and character develop- 
ment; (2) The children indicated the ability to use 
nonverbal behavior (gestures, facial expressions, 
body movements, and vocal intonation and stress) 
in appropriate situations; (3) The children demon- 
strated familiarity with normal constraints and con- 
ditions of conversation, that is, knowledge of who 
can speak first or next, topics that are socially rele- 
vant, and how to terminate, repair, recycle or repeat 
an exchange; and (4) The children demonstrated the 
ability to sequence; that is, to think back or reflect 
upon previous experiences from multiple sources 
including those in the setting and to link past experi- 
ence with present and possible future informational 
events, objects and resources within the com- 
municative setting. (Author/SS) 
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Identifiers—*Consumer Evaluation 
This paper takes the position that toys can signifi- 

cantly modify children’s behavior and that consid- 

erable care needs to go into the decisions one makes 
when buying a toy. Toys are regarded as educational 
aids and sources of potential learning. A given toy 
can provide a variety of lessons. Such lessons in- 
clude: (1) learning about the various specific attrib- 
utes of an object such as its texture, color, shape, 
weight, taste, etc.; (2) learning about objects as a 
whole and about dimensions of objects (uses. pro- 
portions, etc.); (3) learning about interpersonal rela- 
tionships through the involvement of other persons 
in toy play; and (4) coordination and body-concept 
learning. Issues to be aware of in choosing toys are 
the esthetics of the toy, whether it is excessively 
realistic (which may result in reduced imagination), 
the degree of feedback from operation of the toy, 
the virtues of self-constructed as opposed to ready- 
made toys. the importance of emphasizing process 
as opposed to the possession of toys, and the virtues 
of durable as opposed to disposable toys. Other fac- 
tors to consider are: a toy’s compatibility (size. de- 
sign, etc.) with other toys, and safety. (Author/SS) 
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While elementary school teachers are concerned 
for and involved in the affective world of children. 
some elementary educators fear or distrust group 
affective approaches. It may be the case that they 
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lack understanding and skills in the use of affective 
curricula. William Glasser’s guides for classroom 
meetings, designed to increase and promote chil- 
dren’s affective involvement with school, their 
teachers, other children and curriculum-related 
problem solving activities, require teachers skilled 
at moderating and facilitating group interaction. Ex- 
perience at the University of Maine indicates that 
while educators readily endorse the open-ended, 
diagnostic and social problem-solving classroom 
meetings advocated by Glasser, they encounter dif- 
ficulty in effectively leading groups of 30 or more 
individuals in free-flowing, face-to-face interaction. 
Certain basic leadership skills are essential for a 
teacher to function as an effective group leader. The 
following few basic techniques will be useful in most 
classroom discussions. Teachers can moderate and 
facilitate large group interaction through Tone Set- 
ting (teacher models participation), Structuring 
(teacher defines limits and promotes willingness to 
contribute), Blocking (teacher impedes individuals 
or group), Linking (teacher points out similarities 
and differences), Supporting (teacher provides non- 
manipulative support for participation). Reflecting 
(teacher provides feedback), and Questioning. (Au-

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Identifiers—* Canada 
This report provides a brief overview of day care 

in Canada for the year 1979. A continuation of sur- 
veys begun in 1971, the 1979 survey was distributed 
to the authorities in all Canadian provinces and ter- 
ritories. The questionnaire used was changed only 
twice: in 1978 the breakdown of ages of children in 
day care was changed and two items were added to 
the survey instrument. Findings indicate a 14.07% 
increase in the number of day care spaces in 1979 
as compared to the 1978 figures. Family Day Care 
(defined as supervised private families giving care to 
children during the day) grew 45.49%. Day care 
center spaces increased by 15.86% over 1978. 
Spaces in commercial day care centers had the larg- 
est growth - a gain of 28.28°. Spaces decreased in 
both the public and parent cooperative centers re- 
spectively by 38.90% and 12.03%. Children 2 to 6 
years of age occupy about 87°: of the spaces in day 
care centers and 50°: of the spaces in family day 
care homes. Services to children of less than 2 years 
of age and to young school-age children decreased. 
Approximately 4°: of children under the age of 2. 
15° of children 2 to 6 years of age. and 0.31°¢ of 
children between 6 and 15 years of age are enrolled 
in day care by their working mothers. Reports from 
the field suggest that day care will experience 
gradual growth during 1980. The report is written in 
both English and French.

Followup research was conducted among the gen- 
eral population. under-privileged parents. group 
leaders and leaders’ supervisors. professionals in 
education. health and welfare institutions. and in 
parent-group discussion meetings. Findings con- 
cerning patterns in the behavior. attitudes and needs 
of parents. the broadcasts. and the parent discussion 
groups are given. Practical implications of the find- 
ings are discussed.

Previous studies of children’s judgments of culpa- 
bility have usually involved asking children ques- 
tions about hypothetical actors presented in stories 
or on videotape. The current study attempted a 
naturalistic study of attributions of blame by observ- 
ing children in spontaneously occurring remedial 
interchanges, situations in which an interactant is 
called upon to give some account for his or her 
behavior. Ten elementary school classrooms (kin- 
dergarten through fourth grade) were observed for 
one week each, yielding 1146 instances of remedial 
interchanges. The interchanges were divided into 
moves, according to a Goffman-type model. A sys- 
tem for classifying moves in remedial interchanges 
and a more detailed system for classifying remedy 
moves are presented. Age-related changes and dif- 
ferences related to the presence or absence of an 
adult are presented. These findings are compared t- 
the picture of developing moral judgments that ha 
emerged from previous experimental research.

Concerns regarding the regulation of family day 

home care led to a National Conference on Family 

Day Homes. the proceedings of which appear in this 

document. Co-sponsored by Texas and the Associa- 

tion for Regulatory Administration, the conference 
was intended to enable the exchange of ideas and 
information, identify research issues, and develop 

common understanding of “registration.” In 1975, 

Texas became the first state to require registration 

as a form of regulation for family day esre homes. 

Opinions vary regarding the issue oi regulating 

family day care homes. These opinions include the 

claims that (1) family day home care is tied so inti- 
mately to personal relationships between caregivers 
and parents that any state involvement is intrusive 
and impractical: (2) competition is unfair without 
regulation; and (3) day home care is the only accept- 
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able alternative to own-home care for infants, but 
that children can tolerate care in larger settings. 
Various models for registration have been deve- 
loped, and the term “registration” seems to refer to 
alternatives to licensing. The Texas Department of 
Human Resources maintains that an operational 
definition must be established to make registration 
a nationally accepted method of regulation. There 
are, however, disagreements as to whether registra- 
tion adequately protects children: some persons 
maintain state-required registration promotes inva- 
sion of privacy. (Author/DB) 
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Texas 
This document presents data from an evaluation 
designed to investigate the regulation of family day 
care homes in Texas. Since January 1, 1976 all such 
facilities providing regular care, defined as on-going 
care, have been required to register as family day 
care homes. Evaluation data revealed that between 
January, 1976 and July, 1978 the number of family 
day care homes under regulation increased signifi- 
cantly; the cost of registering family day care units 
was significantly less than that of licensing; and 
family day care providers expressed preference for 
registration over traditional licensing. The docu- 
ment also includes a survey of attitudes towards 
regulation of family day care homes and characteris- 
tics of registered family homes in Texas; cost com- 
parisons between licensing and _ registration; 
complaints of child abuse and neglect against regis- 
tered family homes; and a validation study. Four 
appendices include copies of questionnaires, materi- 
als sent to providers of day care, registration forms, 
and coded statements from a content analysis of the 
survey of attitudes. (Author/DB) 
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Psychosocial Crisis 
Psychosocial theory. based on the ideas of Erik 
Erikson and Robert Havighurst, is proposed as a 
useful framework for conceptualizing the potential 
for growth within the family. Erikson’s (1950) eight 
stage theory of psychosocial development and Ha- 
vighurst’s (1959) concept of developmental tasks 
are used to take account of the stages of develop- 
ment of both parents and children in looking at the 
reciprocal influence of parents and children on one 
another. At cach stage of development, the emerg- 
ing competencies and the normative crisis of the 
period are seen to infiuence the skills and the preoc- 
cupations that family members bring to their in- 
teractions. Erikson’s concept of psychosocial crisis 
is used to examine phases of development when 
there is the potential for support and encourage- 
ment. or for heightened tension among family mem- 
bers. The theory postulates that at cach stage of 
development society makes certain psychic de- 
mands upon the individual. The process of adjust- 
ment to these demands produces a state of tension 
or crisis Within the individual that forces the person 
to utilize developmental skills that have only re- 
cently been mastered. Processes and skills of crisis 


resolution that are unique to each of the stages of 
the life cycle are outlined. The concept of coping, 
which is similar to White’s (1960) concept of active 
mastery, is related to the process of crisis resolution. 
Coping involves a new approach that will bring the 
person beyond the problem and into a new relation- 
ship with the environment. (Author/SS) 
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Sex typing among preschool children was investi- 
gated by means of a complete experimental design 
to test which factors maintain sex-typed behaviors, 
to test whether sex-typed behaviors are learned, and 
to reduce sex typing. The complete experimental 
design, it is maintained, allows investigators to focus 
on the consequences of sex typing rather than to 
accept the assumptions which restrained earlier re- 
search such as biological determinism, normal gen- 
der identification, adult roles and aspirations, and 
psychological adjustment. Findings indicate that cu- 
ing and labeling by teachers, social reinforcement 
(that is, attention and praise), teacher modeling, and 
even the physical location of the teacher in the 
classroom can reduce or eliminate sex typing of ac- 
tivities in which boys and girls participate, can influ- 
ence independent activity, and can more than 
double the amount of cooperative play between the 
sexes. It is argued that reduction of sex typing has 
been extremely rapid, but generalization and 
maintenance has been minimal and that stimulus 
discrimination explains these effects. (Author/DB) 
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This paper discusses the success of methods used 
in the community to increase immunization levels 
among children. Using a population-wide model, 
data were obtained from a combined. city-county 
health department in Missouri. While the methods 
used by free school clinics and public clinics were 
found to be effective methods in promoting immuni- 
zation, the use of public service media was found to 
be ineffective. Data was also obtained from a high 
risk group model, in order to assess methods used to 
increase immunization levels among low socioeco- 
nomic class preschool children. It was found that 
the susceptibility reporting and appointment ar- 
ranging procedures which had been successful with 
school-age children resulted in immunizations for 
only 10° of the preschoolers sampled. Caution is 
suggested when evaluating the potential success of 
methods to increase patient compliance and alterna- 
tive methods for the future are explored. (Au-

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Identifiers—Conceptual Analysis 

Basic skills lists, prepared by departments of edu- 
cation from five states within the United States, are 
examined in order to identify and define universal 
basic skills needed by teachers to instruct their 
pupils more effectively. Examination of these lists 
reveals that, although no single common definition 
of basic skills exists among the lists, three common 
threads can be seen: (1) the lists direct their primary 
attention to three major content areas — reading, 
writing and mathematics; (2) they focus the tea- 
cher’s attention on content; and (3) they evaluate 
achievement of a specific skill by measuring a 
child’s knowledge of content. It is argued that in 
order to teach basic skills one must first identify and 
isolate these skills from content. While basic skills 
are defined as fundamental abilities that a child 
should acquire in order to use knowledge effec- 
tively, content is defined as the sum and substance 
of the essential knowledge contained in a field of 
study or in a subject matter area. Based on these 
definitions it is concluded that (1) basic skills are 
beginning points for the acquisition of additional 
abilities and knowledge and that regardless of na- 
tionality, school system, or ethnic background, 
basic skills are universal; and (2) only the content 
changes as the culture, the heritage, or the student’s 
age changes. An appendix presents 40 basic skills 
from Tennessee’s list, classified into six major 
categories: observing, classifying, sequencing, com- 
municating, comprehending, and writing. (Au-

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Stemming from a major evaluation study of the 
Mt. Druitt Early Childhood Project, this paper pre- 
sents a Selective list of behaviors compiled by teach- 
ers to describe Year One (6-year-old) children in 
their classrooms according to six designated areas.

sponsive): and (6) perceptual/motor/ physical abili- 
ties (perceptual. fine motor. gross motor, health).

This paper presents an analysis of teachers’ class- 
room language as measured by the Teacher Lan- 
guage Instrument (TLI). Subjects were teachers in 
four programs of the Mt. Druitt Early Childhood 
Project for Year One level (6-year-old) children. 
The four programs were identified as “behaviorist,” 
“cognitive,” “competency,” and “contemporary.” 
Data were collected from four school sites during 
July 1979. Program teachers at each school were 
filmed and their verbal interactions were recorded 
in ten minute segments. Their language was 
analyzed in terms of mode (teacher structuring of 
response) and function (impact of context). The fol- 
lowing are some of the characteristics of teaching 
interaction identified in the four programs. Teach- 
ers in the cognitive, competency and contemporary 
programs showed a similar pattern, while the 
behaviorist teachers differed from them in terms of 
the frequency of questioning and reinforcing behav- 
iors. The behaviorist teachers questioned less and 
reinforced more for all programs. Stating was the 
most commonly occurring mode of verbal behavior 
among teachers, but was more heavily used by the 
behaviorist teachers. Teachers in the contemporary 
program used language directed towards a social 
interaction function much more frequently than 
teachers in the other three programs. The resource 
function was used much more and the heuristic 
function much less by the behaviorist teachers. (Au-

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In the Israeli Kibbutz. the family and the chil- 

dren's house are considered as two joint efforts to

satisfaction and frustration, rewards and restraints, 
fulfillment and despair, joy and sorrow. The very 
existence of two such centers provides a wider range 
of choices for children. The practice and theory of 
the two centers can be considered an important con- 
tribution made by the educational system of the 
Kibbutz to modern education and psychology. In 
the Kibbutz children are given a sense of the neces- 
sity of being productive before being creative, of 
being active before being a user, of being involved 
before being a critic, of being responsible before 
being selfish, and of joining forces before being com- 
petitive. The differences between the Kibbutz and 
other educational systems are differences in values. 
Thus the results of different educational systems are 
difficult to compare. (Author/SS) 
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This research project focuses on the socialization 
of young women, and whether that socialization is 
affected by the sex of the siblings with whom: a girl 
is reared. Specifically, it is argued that sex role dif- 
ferentiation will be stronger when the family in- 
cludes both male and female children. Subjects were 
939 women, 14 to 24 years of age, who were sur- 
veyed for the National Longitudinal Study of the 
Labor Market Experience of Young Women. Sub- 
jects were interviewed in 1968 and re-interviewed in 
each of the next four years (1969-1972). Socializa- 
tion effects were examined in terms of two factors: 
the subject’s own educational aspirations as re- 
ported at two points in time (1969 and 1972), and 
her reports of her parents’ goal for her education 
and the amount of encouragement they gave her to 
pursue post-high school education. Respondents 
were also asked about their total number of siblings, 
their birth order, and the siblings’ ages and educa- 
tional attainment. Subjects were classified into four 
categories: Only Child, Sisters Only, 1+ Brothers, 
or Unknown. Results indicated weak confirmation 
of the hypothesis. (Author/SS)

The results suggest that 
teachers can identify children who are having dif- 
ficulties in class but may be less accurate in differen- 
tiating between different types of problem children. 
(Author/ MP) 
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Identifiers—*Interference Effects, Stroop Color 

Word Test 

The present study was designed to determine if 
subjects of different ages are equally distracted by 
meaningless perceptual and by semantic features of 
potentially interfering information. In contrast to a 
Stroop-like task, figures instead of words were used 
as possibly interfering information. First graders, 
fourth graders, and college students labeled the 
color of background circles in four different condi- 
tions. In the baseline condition circles which were 
simply color patches were presented. In three inter- 
ference conditions meaningless, meaningful, and 
colorful meaningful figures were embedded in the 
circles. The difference in naming latencies beteen 
the four conditions permitted the identification of 
the components of interference produced by the fig- 
ures. Differences in naming latencies across grade 
levels within each experimental condition were in- 
vestigated to determine developmental trends in 
speed of response. The response times of the first 
graders, but not of the fourth graders and college 
students, were increased by the presence of the em- 
bedded figures. The interference at the first grade 
level was based on the semantic aspect of the em- 
bedded figures. In all conditions speed of response 
increased as a function of age. (Author/MP) 
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*Child Language, *Children, Cognitive Processes, 
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Identifiers—Selective Attention, *Uncertainty 
This paper discusses the role of attention to uncer- 
tainty in mediating the transition from sensorimotor 
activity to language. It is proposed that language 
from the very beginning is used to resolve uncer- 
tainty by selectively marking points of change, 
deviation from the familiar or choice from among 
alternatives. Several research findings are summa- 
rized in order to support this proposal: (1) Young 
children selectively give linguistic mention to the 
variable element in both linguistic and non-linguis- 
tic sequences of behavior, whether it be mention of 
object, persons, or actions. (2) Young children’s 
natural speech rarely includes mention of an agent, 
except in cases involving uncertainty. The agent 
seems to drop to background awareness if it is an 
invariant feature of the situation. (3) The uncer- 
tainty which young children orient to cannot be 
equated with the concept of importance or an abso- 
lute concept of salience. Entities that are most im- 
portant to the child (self, mother) under normal 
circumstances recede to background awareness be- 
cause they are taken for granted. The child orients 
to changes in states, and it is these which are ex- 
pressed in speech. (4) The use of words to mark 
change or to partition alternatives holds across a 
wide range of semantic functions. Just as novelty is 
encoded in early development in response to visu- 
ally or enactively presented situations, in later deve- 
lopment novelty is encoded in response to linguistic 
situations. (Author/SS) 
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Descriptors—*Criteria, Curriculum, *Educational 

Learning Activities, Parent Participa- 
tion. *Process Education, Teacher Characteristics 
This article suggests criteria for creating a human- 

istic process-oriented learning environment. Hu- 

man, physical and curricular components of the 

learning environment are considered. Guidelines 

for evaluating the implementation of a process-or- 

ented learning environment are provided. (Au- 


thor/RH) 
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This study focuses on the motivational aspects of 
children’s humor and describes the naturally occur- 
ring verbal humor of children without stimulus from 
adults. Kindergarten and elementary school chil- 
dren were observed during their lunch period at 
school while engaged in social interaction over 16 
weeks. The study was designed to (1) record the 
types and frequencies of humor that appeared at 
each age level, and (2) determine the extent to 
which the emotional tone of the day affected humor 
production or reproduction. The findings of the 
study supported the developmental stages of humor 
outlined by Paul McGhee (1971). In all forms of 
humor, boys were the initiators and girls the respon- 
ders. Girls were eager to laugh at boys’ antics and 
jokes, while boys did not respond to girls’ attempts 
to be funny. Very little hostile humor was found. 
Hostile humor occurred among boys after teasing 
was initiated by a boy, and a girl teased in return. 
More humor was recorded on days classified as high 
or medium in emotional tone (days when children 
would not settle down, or normal days) than on days 
classified as low in tone (quiet days with little in- 
teraction). Children in kindergarten and first grade 
engaged in more teasing and silliness than other 
children. (Author/SS) 
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This group of studies investigated the level of tra- 
ditionality / flexibility in the sex-role attitudes of 376 
six- and nine-year-old children, and in the attitudes 
of their parents. Sex-role questionnaires assessed: 
(1) the child’s attitudes regarding toy and activity 
preferences, future domestic aspirations, occupa- 
tional choices, and tolerance of atraditional children 
and adults; (2) the child’s perceptions of his parents’ 
preferences and expectations for him, and of the 
parents’ behaviors as role models; (3) the child’s 
perceptions of peer expectations of him; (4) the 
child’s role model preferences in various media: (5) 
parent attitudes regarding toy, activity, media, and 
occupational choices for their child and parent 
behavior regarding domestic activities. In general. 
results indicated that: the children’s sex-role atti- 
tudes were fairly stereotyped: older children’s per- 
ceptions of peer expectations and media preferences 
were more stereotyped than those of younger chil- 
dren; older children perceived their parents to be 
more flexible in sex-role orientation than younger 
children did; and girls’ perceptions were generally 
more flexible than boys’ perceptions. The most sig- 
nificant predictors of a child's present and future 
sex-role orientation were peer influence and media 
influence, respectively. Children’s perceptions of 
their parents attitudes and behavior were not sig- 
nificantly related to the actual parents’ scores. Par- 
ental attitudes and reported behaviors revealed a 
less traditional pattern than those perceived by their 
children. (Author/SS) 
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Identifiers—Europe 
This paper discusses issues concerning legal pro- 
tection and the legal rights of children, child law in 
the United States and in Europe, and attitudes of 
lawyers and child specialists regarding proposed 
changes in child protection and child rights laws. 
Several issues were identified. (1) How can children 
receive additional legal protection without detract- 
ing from the legal advantages that parents, teachers, 
and other adults enjoy because of their larger power 
base? (2) How can the unwanted side-effect of di- 
minishing children’s legal rights through the passing 
of child-protection laws be avoided? (3) At what age 
and under what circumstances should children be 
given adult legal status? (4) Do the rights in the 
Constitution apply to children as well as to adults? 
A large section of the paper is devoted to the prob- 
lem of the inter-state coordination of child laws. 
This is handled in the U.S. through such mech- 
anisn.s as the Constitutional provision of “full faith 
and credit” which instructs the various states to 
observe the laws of sister states. European mech- 
anisms of inter-country coordination include inter- 
national organizations such as the United Nations 
and the Council of Europe. In addition to this dis- 
cussion, tentative findings are reported on the atti- 
tudes of groups of family and child workers in 
comparison to lawyers concerning their support of 
Scandinavian-type child-rights laws. In general, 
more of the child specialists than the lawyers were 
in favor of these laws. (Author/SS) 
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Siblings 
Patterns of successful and unsuccessful resolution 
of grief over death of a child were studied in 25 
families who had lost children across an 11-year- 
span. The families varied considerably in age. in- 
come, education, and parental occupation. Data 
were gathered by means of an intensive. open-ended 
interview schedule. The research focused on two 
questions: (1) what processes seem to need to occur 
within the family for successful replacement of a 
child? (2) what are the effects on the new child if 
these processes are unsuccessfully resolved? 
Whether replacing the child helps or hinders the 
family system is intimately bound to grief resolution 
by parents. siblings. and supportive systems. The 
tasks of resolving anger and guilt. accepting the 
death of the child. and forming a new steady state 
within the family were determined by parents” per- 
sonality structure, past experiences, circumstances 
associated with the loss. and the pressures exerted 
on parents from the systems of which they were a 
part. Essentially. acceptance of the new child de- 
pends on parents’ adequately resolving their gric! 
and developing new communicational and relation 
ship patterns in the family. (Author DB) 
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This study investigates relationships among con- 
servation, field dependence/independence, school 
variables, achievement, screening measures, sex and 
race. A total of 124 first, second and third graders 
in a Southern rural school were administered 8 typi- 
cal Piagetian conservation tasks (PCT), Children’s 
Embedded Figures Test (CEFT), Comprehensive 
Test of Basic Skills (CTBS) and First Grade Screen- 
ing Test (FGST). Results indicated a positive rela- 
tionship (r=.50) between scores on conservation 
(PCT) and field independence/dependence 
(CEFT). Students who scored higher on the Piage- 
tian conservation measures scored higher in field 
independence. They also scored higher on achieve- 
ment measures (CTBS). The findings on sex differ- 
ences indicated that girls scored higher than boys on 
the conservation tasks (PCT), in achievement 
(CTBS), and in field independence (CEFT), though 
the latter difference was not statistically significant. 
Analysis of differences due to race showed that 
white students scored significantly higher on the 
conservation tasks (PCT), on field independence 
(CEFT) and on achievement (CTBS) than black stu- 
dents. However, there was no significant difference 
between black and white students on IQ as mea- 
sured by the FGST. (Author/SS) 
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Stereotypes, Tests 
This study was designed (1) to replicate and ex- 

tend previous research on the misidentification phe- 

nomenon and (2) to test possible explanations for 
the phenomenon. Seventy-two preschool children 
were read one of three story books in which a male 

is presented in a traditionally female role and a 

female is presented in a traditionally male role. 

Book | concerned a doctor and a nurse; Book 2, an 

executive and a secretary; Book 3, a principal and a 

teacher. Children were further divided into a group 

which was asked to identify the male and female 
during the story and a group that was not. All chil- 
dren were asked to identify the male and female by 
role at the conclusion of the story. Some misidentifi- 
cation in the direction of sex-role stereotypes was 
observed in each book condition. Asking children to 
identify the male and female in mid-task did not 
increase the proportion of children who were cor- 
rect in identifying the male and the female post- 
task. Also, there was some indication that ability to 
respond correctly on traditional tests of conserva- 
tion may be related to the ability to identify cor- 
rectly counterstereotyped instances of role models. 
(Author/MP) 
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Longitudinal and intervention laboratory studies 
were conducted to investigate the effects of viewing 
televised violence on the aggressive behavior of ele- 
mentary school children. In the longitudinal study 
505 children were studied over a 3-year period. The 
measures used included peer nominated aggression, 
aggression anxiety and popularity, self-ratings of ag- 
gression, sex role orientation, fantasy behavior, and 
various measures of television habits including fre- 
quency of viewing, violence of favorite programs, 
and identification with aggressive male and female 
television characters. Results indicated that all the 
correlations between television violence and aggres- 
sion were significant. A subsample of 132 children 
classified as high violence viewers were selected for 
intervention efforts. Half of this group were given a 
series of interventions. The interventions were de- 
signed to convince the children that TV violence is 
unrealistic and should not be imitated. The other 
half of the subsample formed a control group which 
was shown non-violent excerpts followed by discus- 
sion. In a later intervention, subjects were asked to 
write essays on why TV violence is unrealistic and 
why viewing too much of it is bad. Four months 
following intervention, measures indicated that ag- 
gression scores for the experimental intervention 
group were lower than for those of the placebo 
group. Additionally, no significant relation was 
found between viewing television violence and ag- 
gression in the experimental group, though a posi- 
tive relation between these two variables existed for 
the placebo group. Extent of identification with TV 
characters (ability to discriminate between reality 
and fantasy) was demonstrated to be an important 
mediating variable in the relation between television 
and aggression. (Author/SS) 
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This paper reports a series of studies of environ- 
mental cognition. Conducted among American pre- 
schoolers, Navajo and Puerto Rican school 
children, and American, Mexican and Maori adults, 
all of the studies employ techniques of environmen- 
tal modelling that permit objects such as buildings, 
trees and vehicles. A pilot test of the environmental 
modelling technique conducted in Puerto Rico in 
1968 demonstrated that increasingly with age, chil- 
dren grouped the models in ways resembling land- 
scapes. Subsequent studies indicated (1) positive 
features of the technique in assessing environmental 
cognition and (2) considerable ability among very 
young children. Among the Navajo the models were 
found to be very effective in eliciting talk about 
Navajo residence patterns. Environmenta! modell- 
ing was used in 1972 to assess environmental cogni- 
tion among adults in Santa Monica, CA, and. later. 
to assess the relation of sex roles and socioeconomic 
class to environmental knowledge among Mexican 
adults. In 1978. the modelling technique was used 
to solve a problem of environmental design when 
the Maori of Waahi. New Zealand. were awarded 
money to relocate and redesign important areas and 
structures in their community. Through the use of 
modelling techniques in planning seminars attended 
by community participants. planners and other en- 
vironmental professionals. spatial attributes of 
Maori cultural organization became evident. (Au- 
thor/RH) 
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Identifiers—* Malaysia (Kuala Lumpur) 

This study focuses on Malaysians’ perceptions of 
individuality in their children and on general cha- 
racteristics of Malaysian child training practices. 
Research was carried out in three adjoining villages 
where well over half of the income of residents is 
derived from wage and salaried employment in in- 
dustrial towns. The study consisted of interviews 
with over 30 mothers (or other caretakers) of more 
than 40 children, half of whom were under the age 
of two and the other half spread across the pre- 
school years. Subjects were selected by going from 
house to house and enquiring about families with 
young children. The final interview schedule con- 
cerned six areas of behavior: feeding, sleep, bathing 
and dressing, strangers, sensitivity and illness, plus 
a general summary category called personality. All 
interview sessions were taped. Informants stated 
that children were similar with respect to cleanli- 
ness, playing with others, and sleeping with parents, 
but that individuality among children was evident in 
their eating patterns, shyness or friendliness toward 
Strangers, patterns of illness and speed of recovery, 
activity level and motor skills, and mood. Gener- 
ally, Malaysian parents expect and encourage in- 
dividual differences in children. They use language 
to control their children’s behavior and provide 
easily understood reasons for warnings and restric- 
tions. (Author/RH) 
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Preschool personnel (61 teachers and 34 adminis- 
trators) from six locations throughout Texas were 
surveyed in order to describe the types of materials 
purchased and desired for preschool settings. A sur- 
vey questionnaire was designed to address the fol- 
lowing major questions: (1) who selects and buys 
materials? (2) how much money is spent on materi- 
als? (3) what type of media and materials are cur- 
rently used? (4) how do personnel find out about 
materials? and (5) what types of media and materi- 
als are needed in the future? Results of the survey 
indicated that approximately $300 is spent per 
classroom on a yearly basis and that individual 
teachers personally purchase about $100 of addi- 
tional materials. Purchases are made primarily on 
the basis of items seen in training workshops or 
displays, local stores. and catalogs. Storybooks. 
manipulatives, toys. and games are very high pur- 
chase items (100°c). In terms of future purchases. 
much of the same items are desired. plus records 
and pictures. Well over half of this group spend 
more than five hours of personal time each week in 
making materials. If given a choice. respondents 
would buy items which require some preparation 
time but provide greater quantity rather than a 
smaller number of completed items. (Author/SS) 
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This paper describes the procedures, instrumenta- 
tion, data analysis and results of a pilot study of the 
extent of teachers’ knowledge of (1) toy safety and 
(2) teachers’ and children’s preferences for toys. 
The survey was conducted in the form of a 22-item 
questionnaire administered during a training work- 
shop for Head Start teachers. Teachers were asked 
about their professional experience, about the toys 
in their classroom, the toy preferences of teachers 
and children, accidents with toys and the need for 
more information on toy safety. Among the results, 
teachers appear to prefer Manipulative Toys and 
Miscellaneous Toys more than they perceive the 
children as preferring them. Teachers see children 
as preferring Action Toys and Make-Believe Toys 
more than do teachers. The teachers indicated that 
dangerous toys such as darts and roller skates were 
desirable for classroom use. Other attitudes ex- 
pressed by teachers concerning the problems of toys 
and the causes of accidents further indicate the 
teachers’ lack of information about toy safety. A 
chi-square analysis was run to determine if two fac- 
tors had any bearing on teachers’ responses: educa- 
tion, and whether or not the respondents had 
children. This analysis is included in Appendix A. 
(Author/RH) 
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*Learning, Parent Influence, *Parent Teacher 
Cooperation 
This paper suggests three major directions for im- 

proving the family-school relationship, and thus 

developing productive environments for learning. 

First, a meaning of curriculum is defined to deter- 

mine where parents and teachers should direct their 

attention in order to improve the curriculum in 
families and schuols. Second, four existing assump- 
tions about education that separate families from 
schools are examined and criticized: (1) academic 
competence results from the successful completion 
of tasks under the direction of a teacher in a school; 
(2) teachers are primarily responsible for decisions 
about the academic (mainly cognitive) growth of 
children in school while parents are expected to 
make the major decisions about the physical and 
social or emotional development of children in the 
family; (3) the important variables in the family that 
affect academic competence are essentially inaltera- 
ble; and (4) the organizational conditions that hin- 
der teachers from including home environment as 
part of the curriculum are practically impossible to 
influence from inside the school. New assumptions 
which might be used for forming closer associations 
between families and schools are mentioned. 

Thirdly, a design for teaming parents and teachers 

is proposed, one that would encourage both groups 

to collaborate in building complementary learning 
environments for elementary school children. (Au- 
thor/SS) 
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This paper describes the operations of a communi- 
ty-based, racially-mixed, day-long, day care center, 
its social environment and the staff's response to 
one very young, disruptive black boy. Data for the 
study were collected over a 3-year period of partici- 
pant observation among approximately 25 children 
ranging in age from 2 through 5 from low income 
families. Center personnel consisted of a director, 
four teachers (all with college degrees), three aides, 
and a number of occasional volunteers. Observa- 
tional records amounting to a total of 220 hours of 
observational time were made by nine undergradu- 
ate students. Observations provided a record of how 
the center’s expectations for prosocial behavior 
among the children were regularly thwarted by a 
child (called Barry) who cried and hit others when 
required to share and take turns and who could not 
sustain interaction with others. After three years, 
the social environment created for the child by the 
center staff did not encourage the development of 
personality traits which could be expected to be 
compatible with subsequent school success. Im- 
plications of the problems in the center are dis- 
cussed in terms of the reluctance of adults to impose 
on black children standards for behavior perceived 
to originate in the white middle-class. It is suggested 
that such reluctance can amount to racial tracking 
through exclusion from structured learning experi- 
ences. (Author/RH) 
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This paper critiques and comments on symposium 
presentations focused on issues related to parent 
involvement in educational activities and the 
schools. Although bureaucratic agencies have 
become important influences on education, recogni- 
tion is growing that the family has a primary role in 
training and educating children. The involvement of 
parents and other community members in schools 
has been found to show a measurable effect upon 
student achievement. Three main directions for im- 
proving family-school relationships in ways likely to 
develop productive environments for learning are as 
follows: (1) the curriculum should be conceived not 
as a printed course of study but as an environment 
for learning; (2) analysis of parents’ and teachers’ 
assumptions can result in the formation of assump- 
tions that facilitate parent and teacher cooperation; 
and (3) following this anlaysis parents and teachers 
can be teamed for collaboration in building learning 
environments. A major problem impeding the deve- 
lopment of curricula through which the family and 
the school reinforce each other is the increasing 
separation of families and schools. Families seek 
privacy and schools become increasingly bureau- 
cratic and resistant to outside influences. In the final 
analysis, the goal of parent-school cooperation is 
continuity, not identity, between home and school. 
(Author/RH) 
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Identifiers ~ *Canada 
Recent findings in the literature on child abuse 

have been inconsistent and often contradictory. per- 

haps in part because most researchers treat child 

abuse as a homogencous psycho-social phenomenon 

and commit the error of group averaging. One me- 


thodology which deals directly with the problem of 
homogeneity error is the typology approach. This 
methodology attempts to develop a system of 
categories that are sensitive to whatever groupings 
exist in a population. Employing the typology ap- 
proach, the present, ongoing research explores 
demographic, personality, emotional and stress 
variables and includes families from different ethnic 
groups as well as a broad range of abused children 
in a control group design. To date, data have been 
collected on 12 families within each of three groups: 
(a) abusing families involved with the Children’s 
Aid Society of Metropolitan Toronto (CASMT), (b) 
non-abusing, problem families in CASMT, and (c) 
non-abusing, non-problem families whose children 
attend a day nursery. The following instruments are 
being used: (1) Basic Personality Inventory, (2) Per- 
sonality Research Form (altered form), (3) Schedule 
of Recent Experience, (4) The Vanderveen Family 
Concept Test, (5) The Michigan Screening Profile 
of Parenting, and (6) a study questionnaire measur- 
ing demographic and social factors. It is hypothe- 
sized that child abuse can be understood in terms of 
types of abusing families and that there are identifia- 
ble differences between abusing and non-abusing, 
demographically similar populations. Data that 
have been collected are presented in tables and fig- 
ures. (Author/RH) 
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This study focuses on the communication patterns 
(that is, talking of individual experiences and knowl- 
edge of other’s experiences) of Holocaust related 
issues in the families of survivors and investigates 
the consequences of these patterns as reflected in 
the descendants’ knowledge about the Holocaust 
and their attitudes toward its survivors. A compari- 
sion was made between 15 families whose parents 
were imprisioned in a concentration camp, and 15 
families whose parents were involved in active re- 
sistance during World War 2. Both parents and first- 
born children were interviewed by means of a 
structured interview. The results indicate that com- 
munication on Holocaust related issues is more ac- 
ceptable in families of ex-partisans. Children of 
ex-partisans have more knowledge about the Holo- 
caust and express more positive attitudes toward the 
survivors. The implications of these findings for the 
understanding of the psychological consequences of 
massive psychic traumas are discussed. (Au- 
thor/MP) 
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Theory 
This paper discusses developmental theories of 

morality exemplified by the writings of Piaget and 

Kohlberg which emphasize cognitive processes in 

moral judgment. Aspects of Piaget's and Kohlberg’s 

theories are summarized. with particular attention 
to the stage concept and the role of intention in 
moral judgment. Relevant criticisms of the cogni- 
tive-developmental approach are reviewed. The pa- 
per also comments on the issues of the role of social 
and cultural influences. the role of child-rearing 
techniques and parental role modeling on moral 
development, and the effectiveness of educational 
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interventions in fostering moral development. It is 
concluded that the major contributions of the cogni- 
tive-developmental theorists have been, for the 
most part, conceptual and theoretical; that these 
writers have pointed to the importance of factors of 
cognition in effect during the course of develop- 
ment, and to the common foundations of the mor- 
ally mature orientation to life. (Author/SS) 
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A comprehensive study of migrant and seasonal 
farmworkers in Texas was conducted to provide an 
accurate estimate of this farmworker population, to 
obtain data about their demographic characteristics, 
and to determine the extent of use of social service 
agencies, especially those delivering services under 
the Comprehensive Employment and Training Act. 
Names of 2,862 migrant and seasonal farmworker 
households were randomly selected from the par- 
ticipant rolls of social service agencies in 7 regions 
which were a recognized home base for migrants 
and had adequate outreach coverage. A standard- 
ized interview instrument was used for guidance in 
soliciting information from 1,609 interviewees. In- 
terview data identified a group of migrant and sea- 
sonal farmworkers which provided an unbiased 
sample that was used to estimate the population. 
Respondents in this sample provided information 
which was used to calculate the percentage of mi- 
grant and seasonal farmworkers currently being 
“counted” (listed as participants of a social service 
agency) as compared to those who were “un- 
counted” (not listed as participants of any social 
service agency). A “counted to uncounted” ratio 
was developed and applied to all areas of the State, 
thus providing population estimates. Among the 
findings were that there were 85,600 migrant and 
seasonal farmworker households in Te::as; 375,000 
persons resided in migrant households and 120,000 
in seasonal farmworker households; and 95% were 
of Mexican or Mexican American origin. (NQ) 
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While the format is designed to be introductory

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A program for teaching techniques of critical 
thinking on issues concerning American Indians 
was developed for students at Albuquerque Indian 
School. It was designed to include not only the stu- 
dents but also their families with learning activities 
that required consultation in search of answers or 
understanding. The first issue presented sought to 
help students define a strong Indian culture, identify 
the factors that create it, and analyze their own 
particular situations. Learning activities included 
class discussions, supplementary reading, and writ- 
ten reports. Another section is devoted to the 
philosophy of original Indian education as it dis- 
cusses Carlisle Institute and the Americanization of 
the American Indian. Other units deal with aspects 
of Indian land holding, Indian water rights, and the 
long fight of the Taos Indians to regain ownership 
of Blue Lake. A section entitled “The New World” 
compares Native American attitudes toward the 
land with those held by European settlers. Citing 
Native Americans as the original conservationists, it 
points out that they inhabited this continent for 
thousands of years in harmony with nature; the 
Europeans, in contrast, took but 500 years to wreck 
the land, destroy the wildlife, deplete the resources 
and pollute the environment. Each of the units of 
this program features goals, content material, re- 
source materials, and learning activities. (DS)

“Where the money is and what you'll need to do 

to get it.” form the central theme of this citizen's 

guide to rural development. Designed to assist a 

community leader interested in implementing a 

development project. the guide concentrates on the 

sources which most frequently fund rural com- 
munity development projects, i.e.. the grant and 
loan programs from the federal government. Par- 
ticular attention is given to the community and eco- 
nomic development programs administered by the 

Farmers’ Home Administration within the U.S. De- 

partment of Agriculture. the Economic Develop- 

ment Administration within the U.S. Department of 

Commerce. and the Community Planning and 
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Development staff within the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Development. Mention is also 
given to other potential support programs in the 
Community Services Administration, the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency, the Small Business Ad- 
ministration and the Office of Minority Business 
Enterprise within the Department of Commerce. In 
addition to listing the funding sources, the guide 
discusses agency funding processes, the politics in- 
volved in applying, timing, competition, etc. The 
final portion of the guide comments on the high 
spots in the project implementation, including loan 
conditions, selection of project staff, sources for 
technical consultants, choice of construction firms, 
and maintenance of good relationships with funding 
sources. (DS) 
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Approach, *Spanish Speaking, Student Evalua- 
tion 
Prepared for instructors in adult literacy pro- 

grams, this paper summarizes a reading curriculum 

designed to meet the needs of a predominantly 

Spanish-speaking community. The reading instruc- 

tion curriculum is presented as a sequence of educa- 

tional objectives under five headings: basic skills, 
structural analysis, vocabulary, comprehension, and 
functional literacy. The philosophy of measuring 
student competence is discussed, and a method is 
described which uses four levels of mastery applica- 
ble to any of the educational objectives and which 
can accomodate an individualized approach to in- 
struction. The levels begin with awareness of what 
the target objective entails and progress to ability to 
serve as a peer tutor, introducing the task to a fellow 
student; application of the method is illustrated for 

a lesson that teaches the student to maintain a 

checking account. Two sample lessons are provided: 

a map making exercise in which students locate the 

places they visit most often, and a sentence struc- 

ture game that facilitates oral and written language 
development. Two bibliographies list materials for 
instructor reference (34 entries in English) and for 
student reading (54 entries available in Spanish or 
Spanish and English). (JH) 
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An alternative high school is proposed to meet the 
needs of the substantial number of Yuma students 
who are dropping out of school at increasing rates. 
In the period from 1974 to 1978 enrollment at 
Yuma’s 2 high schools increased by only 8°¢ while 
the drop-out rate increased by 56°. Enrollment fig- 
ures show that the drop-out rate is highest in grade 
11 and that the rate for males is nearly twice that for 
females. When ethnic groups are compared. Mexi- 
can American and Anglo groups have the highest 
drop-out rates. An alternative high school would 
lower the drop-out rates by offering a program to 
meet the needs of students who leave school be- 
cause of attendance. social. or academic problems 
The school would feature diagnostic and prescrip- 
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tive testing, small classes, individually prescribed 
and competency-based instruction, a major empha- 
sis on the development of fundamental skills, in- 
volvement of all students in career and vocational 
exploration, intensive counseling, career awareness 
seminars, and GED preparation. It is estimated that 
approximately 75 students would be eligible for en- 
rollment at the start of the program. Funding for the 
alternative school is estimated at $150,000 for the 
first year with additional capital outlay for the facili- 
ties and equipment. Appendices contain tables 
showing enrollment and drop-out figures by age, 
sex, ethnic group, and school for the period from 

1974-1978. (JH) 
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The Indian Child Welfare Program (ICWP), spon- 

sored by the Jewish Family and Children’s Service 

of Phoenix and funded by the Bureau of Indian Af- 
fairs, is the nation’s first program to provide com- 
prehensive child welfare services to Indian people 

both on and off the reservation. Beginning in 1973 

as an Indian Adoption Project to prevent the extrac- 

tion of Indian children away from their people and 
heritage, the program has since expanded to include 
foster care and casework services to children and 
families as well as to establish an urban residential 
group home for adolescent Indian women. The 
ICWP is committed to the assumption of responsi- 
bility for child welfare service by the local Indian 
community; through a number of training and con- 
sultation services it aims to define and strengthen 
the resources of the Indian people to assume self- 
determination. A comparison of the number of ser- 
vices to children and families during the years 1974 
and 1979 shows a decrease in services that reflects 
both the goal of increased tribal self-determination 
as well as the corresponding development of on- 
reservation Indian foster homes. This document de- 
scribes the management and operations of the 

ICWP as well as the types of services it offers. Ap- 

pended are copies of forms used in the program's 

administration (inquiry sheets, adoption applica- 
tion, home study outlines, a family newsletter, etc.).

An historical problem in the education of minori- 

tics has been that those responsible for minority 

education have isolated the educational process 
from the culture of the minority being served. This 
factor and others (cultural bias. lack of opportunity. 
and background) have contributed to lower levels of 


educational attainment of rural minorities within 
both developed and developing countries. However, 
as a result of the urban-to-rural migration trend, the 
dominant urban bias in educational policy in the 
United States has been challenged as the focus has 
expanded to include rural issues. Within this en- 
larged scope, the needs of rural Native Americans, 
Mexican Americans, Black Americans, and other 
minorities must not be overlooked. These minority 
groups have historically been among the most 
severely disadvantaged populations in terms of good 
educational facilities, access to education, adequate 
financing, appropriate curriculum, and representa- 
tive school governance structures. A comparison of 
other nations’ experiences in rural minority educa- 
tional policy formulation with that of the United 
States indicates many similarities, but the pervading 
similarity is one of suppression of the minority cul- 
ture in the educational process. Governments from 
around the world are beginning to recognize the 
need for better educational programs for rural 
minority youth; however, this awareness has not as 
yet produced a proliferation of viable programs. As 
programs do develop, it is extremely important that 
adequate research becomes a part of that develop- 
ment. (AN)

A longitudinal study conducted in six southern 
states dealt with four population categories (poor 
youth, rural youth, black youth, and females) fre- 
quently neglected in status aspiration, career goal. 
and life plans research. The term “life plans” in- 
cluded educational and occupational aspirations as 
well as expectations of age at marriage. number of 
children desired, and place of residence desired. 
Analyses were organized into background, parent- 
ing, middle childhood, and high school factors. The 
sample (planned to yield as many blacks as whites 
and to restrict the study to subjects from areas 
marked by poverty and high unemployment) con- 
sisted of 311 primarily rural females who were ques- 
tioned in 1969 as fifth or sixth graders and again in 
1975 (if they had not married or dropped out of 
school) and the mothers of these girls. The following 
factors were found to be associated with “age at 
marriage” expectations: race: father’s education; 
prestige of mother’s occupation; perception of lov- 
ing. punishing or demanding mother; occupational 
counseling of daughter by mother; self-concept: oc- 
cupational and educational aspirations and expecta- 
tions; occupational saliency: and_ residential 
preferences. Factors associated with larger family 
size expectations were: rural! residence. black race.

To guide Indian reservation program planners, the 
handbook highlights three exemplary community- 
based data collection efforts undertaken by Native 
American Comprehensive Employment and Train- 
ing Act (CETA) grantees to improve their planning 
and program development activities. Exemplary 
data collection activities reported include the Spo- 
kane Reservation Population Survey, the Oneida 
Reservation Problems/Needs/Wants Survey, and 
the Tlingit-Haida Community Survey. These sur- 
veys are presented as representative projects with 
key elements that may be used by CETA, other 
government agencies, and Indian communities to 
improve the data bases that in part control planning, 
funding, and programming.

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Analysis of the data included in current studies 
and literature shows a need for Chicanos to counsel 
and provide therapy for other Chicanos (people of 
Mexican American descent who are bilingual and 
bicultural and who view themselves as political acti- 
vists). Racism and sexism play a major role in the 
high drop-out rate of Chicanos and Chicanas from 
colleges and universities. Chicanos have psycholog- 
ical and social problems which are a direct result of 
a society that refuses to acknowledge the negative 
effects of being members of an oppressed class (a 
social and cultural group of people who live in a 
disadvantaged economic. psychological. educa- 
tional. and social environment within the larger so- 
ciety). Chicanas are not encouraged to educate 
themselves or to seek new experiences outside of 
their homes. Chicano children and youth are sub- 
jected to the negative influence of a stereotype that 
depicts Anglos as beautiful. intelligent. successful. 
and powerful. Both the media and educational insti- 
tutions promote this image. Because socialization 
experiences give Chicano counselors more under- 
standing and empathy with their students than An- 
glo counelors have, it is essential that more 
Chicanos become counselors and educators. In 
these positions. they should then act as social 
change agents. (CM) 
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The children of migrant agricultural families are 

the most educationally disadvantaged group in the 

United States; they under-perform all other groups, 

have the highest dropout rate, have the lowest aca- 

demic level, and have the highest number of school 
failures. The majority are Mexican American, 

Black, and Puerto Rican children whose families 

work in one of the three migrant “streams” from 

California, Texas, or Florida. Mobility patterns vary 

widely, and the migrant children who are able to 

take advantage of basic institutional social services 
are often excluded from mainstream educational 
programs. These children already suffer economic, 
social and cultural discrimination due to their high 
level of mobility and low socio-economic status; 
their cultural uniqueness is being challenged by 
agricultural pressures and the demands of a techno- 
logical society. Day care centers, short-term sum- 
mer programs and parental involvement have 
advanced migrant education, but the need for job 
training and basic survival skills is obvious. There 
has been widespread inadequacy in the administra- 

tion of present local and federal programs, and a 

“cycle of illiteracy and poverty” is apparent. Com; 

prehensive changes in traditional educational prac- 

tices must be developed in order to alleviate their 
plight. (JD) 
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Because previous studies that focus on undocu- 
mented aliens (those residing in the United States 
illegally) fail to define the barriers that inhibit use of 
mental health services, the proposed model consid- 
ers these barriers and outlines ways in which social 
workers employed in mental health institutions can 
actively help undocumented Mexican families. Fear 
of apprehension adversely affects the mental health 
of undocumented aliens and produces a need for 
mental health services. Advocacy, which is the in- 
tervention on behalf of the undocumented family by 
social workers. is divided into four areas of practice: 
family advocacy (the social worker represents an 
individual or family): community advocacy (an 
agency board or staff takes collective action to 
change a condition): legislative advocacy (an 
agency or organization attempts to influence the 
course of a bill or other legislation): and ombuds- 
manship (an advocate intercedes with impersonal. 
frequently unjust operations of large bureaucracies). 
Barriers to the use of advocacy service include prob- 
lems within the individual alien, which can be less- 
ened by counseling: obstacles in the environment. 
which can be overcome by making the environment 
responsive to the needs of aliens: and barriers within 
the institution. which can be corrected by providing 
an advocate for clients who feel that their needs are 
not being met. Administrations of social work and 
Mental Health must agree on scope of services so 
that together they can provide a supportive struc- 
ture in Which advocacy services can develop. (CM) 
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A study designed to assess the concurrent validity 
of the Home Bilingual Usage Estimate (which meas- 
ures the amount of language spoken) in relation to 
the Dos Amigos Verbal Language Scale (which 
measures the quality of language spoken) was con- 
ducted with a sample of Spanish-surnamed excep- 
tional children from a _ lower-middle class 
elementary school in the Southwestern United 
States. Taken from a predominantly Spanish-sur- 
named school and neighborhood, the sample in- 
cluded 7 boys and 7 girls whose mean chronological 
age was 118 months. Parents of each child were also 
interviewed in an attempt to determine the relation- 
ship between students’ and parents’ responses to the 
Home Bilingual. Interviews were conducted in Eng- 
lish and Spanish with both children and parents. 
Data revealed no significant difference between the 
students’ scores and the parents’ estimates and im- 
plied that the Home Bilingual may be administered 
to the child rather than to the parent with equal 
success. There was a positive relationship between 
the two tests when they were administered in Span- 
ish but not when they were administered in English. 
Thus, the Home Bilingual had more validity for 
measuring language dominance in Spanish than in 
English. Low scores on both the Spanish and Eng- 
lish portions of the Dos Amigos implied that the 
subjects had only a surface knowledge of both lan- 
guages. Although test scores were poor, other evi- 
dence indicated that the children were able to use 
their existing linguistic skills for communicative 
purposes. (CM) 
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In 1977, 156 University of Missouri agricultural 
and community development specialists responded 
to 23 statements in a pseudo Q-sort format in order 
to determine the correlation between their job ex- 
pectations and satisfactions. Job entry considera- 
tions were predominately humanitarian concerns 
such as “being able to work with people” and “op- 
portunity to become involved in development 
work”. In contrast to an earlier study (Lionberger 
and Heifner. 1969). in which idealized views of an 
occupation (as seen by high school seniors and col- 
lege freshmen) were classified as “materialistic- 
doer™ types. extension specialists were first and 
foremost “people-oriented™. “Helping people with 
their problems” was the strongest source of job 
satisfaction. followed by “people with whom as- 
sociated at work”: dissatisfactions were expressed in 
the areas of “pay”. “lack of security of tenure”. and 
“prospects for advancement”. Newcomers (less 
than 15 years of service) responded about the same 
as old timers. Initial expectations and reasons for 
joining extension service were entirely congruent 
With resulting job satisfaction: thus students consid- 
ering extension careers should have a strong desire 
to work with people in a developmental content. 
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While the Federal Government of Canada has the 
legal responsibility for Indian education, only In- 
dian people can develop a philosophy of education 
based on Indian values. A conflict of cultural values, 
which is imposed through education, causes many 
drop-outs and failures among young Indians. Indian 
children must be able to preserve their own values 
and live comfortably with their own people. A 
child’s whole school experience should reinforce 
and contribute to the image he has of himself as an 
Indian. He must learn about his own community 
and be encouraged to identify positively with it. The 
National Indian Brotherhood’s education policy 
emphasizes that parent participation and native 
teachers and counsellors are essential to the realiza- 
tion of these goals. An education authority on the 
reserve should be empowered to act for the band in 
all educational matters. The Federal Government 
must provide opportunities for Indian people to 
train as teachers and counsellors. National. provin- 
cial, and territorial Indian organizations must pro- 
mote training programs and encourage young 
Indians to enter the professions. Indians of Quebec 
Association have a five year plan to train native 
teachers and linguists to implement curriculum 
changes when the bands are prepared for adminis- 
trative take-over (transfer of administrative and fi- 
nancial control to Indians), and an Education 
Service has been organized to assist with problems. 
(CM) 
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The traditional method of conducting evaluation 
studies of agricultural extension programs is not suf- 
ficient when evaluating the impact on rural develop- 
ment, and must. therefore. be complemented by 
qualitative studies and careful evaluations of pro- 
gram objectives based on farmer needs. Traditional 
experimental evaluation studies do not register what 
happens between the before-and-after measure- 
ments nor show how changes actually occur. and 
therefore. do not indicate how a program might be 
improved or how it might work in a different setting. 
To overcome these deficiencies. more qualitative 
and process-oriented evaluation studies should be 
used to measure change in one or more characteris- 
tics. thereby enabling the assessment of past pro- 
gram quality and the betterment of future program 
quality. The assessment of program quality must 
include a careful evaluation of program objectives 
based on normative needs (as perceived by the 
sponsoring institution), felt needs (as expressed by 
the program recipient). and derived needs (as based 
on expressed attitudes and aspirations of the pro- 
gram recipient). An empirical study of Swedish 
dairy farmers’ needs for agricultural extension pro- 
grams illustrates application of the foregoing con- 
cepts. While it is difficult to determine which needs 
should be given priority. this study indicates that 
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farmers differ in their derived needs for agricultural 
extension programs and that they perceive the use- 
fulness of information differently. (AN) 
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Isolation, the legal status of Indian tribes, and 
structural barriers impede full participation in the 
educational process by Native American Indians 
and thus create a time lag between the adoption of 
the best educational practices in schools serving In- 
dian students and the adoption of those practices in 
other schools. While physical isolation is the 
predominant barrier to participation by rural and 
reservation Indians, social isolation particularly af- 
fects urban Indians. Cultural and linguistic isolation 
affects both rural and urban Indians, but linguistic 
isolation is most adverse to rural Indians. The legal 
status of Native people is a basic barrier to their 
participation in educational innovations. Because 
the bureaucracy which operates the Federal Indian 
system is not accountable to the people it serves, 
Natives hold few positions of power and authority. 
Structural barriers to participation include lack of 
accountability, fragmentation of Native people, the 
minority status of Indians, low use of written 
materials, and lack of research on the education of 
Indians. Necessary steps to stimulate participation 
of Natives in the educational process include tribal 
economic development and control, qualification of 
Natives as teachers and administrators, establish- 
ment of tribally chartered and operated schools, 
parental involvement and control, and improve- 
ment in delivery systems for the flow of education 
information. (CM) 
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Though the educational achievement of American 

Indians during the last 10 years has been impressive. 
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indications are that it will be some time before In- ., 


dian people have an equa] educational opportunity 
with the majority population. To understand the 
statistics and social indicators of the revolution in 
Indian education. it is necessary to examine the so- 
cial. cultural, and political contexts from which the 
Indian education movement sprang. the most im- 
portant of which was the strong push in the 1960's 
and 1970's by tribes to exercise their traditional 
forms of government and to practice their tradi- 
Vional forms of culture and religion. In spite of a 
movement for relevant curriculum in public schools, 
there is sull a shortage of acceptable curriculum 
material, and success with Indian programs in col 
Jeges and universities is imited because quality edu- 
cational services are not yet available to Indian 
students. Important to future planning of quality 
education for Indian students is consolidation of 
Indian control of the educational process. This in- 


cludes qualification of trained leaders and managers 
in all areas of tribal development, constant research, 
effective means of communication among tribes, a 
solid commitment to serve the total needs of Indian 
students, and the establishment of a National Indian 
University. (CM) 
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A review of existing research on community atti- 
tudes toward energy development in the rural West 
reveals an apparent paradox, although substantial 
social and cultural disruptions have resulted from 
energy development, local residents’ opinions have 
been highly supportive of energy development. 
While residents may not receive the anticipated de- 
gree of economic benefit from growth, the energy- 
related growth generally provides a net economic 
benefit to the community. Limited data on post- 
development attitudes indicate that while the level 
of support may decline as the community experi- 
ences development, most local residents continue to 
be supportive. Examination of recent survey data 
provides a closer analysis of the nature of support 
for development among residents of eight different 
western communities. While generally in favor of 
growth, these communities indicate a clear prefer- 
ence for lower levels of growth and for types of 
development other than energy-related “heavy in- 
dustry.” It is suggested that rural residents see ener- 
gy-related growth as a means of stemming or 
reversing the economic decline which has charac- 
terized a large portion of the Rocky Mountain Re- 
gion for most of this century and that future analysis 
of community attitudes regarding energy develop- 
ment will be more fruitful when perceived within 
that historical context. (Author/CM) 
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identifiers—Native Americans. *Nebraska 
The Creighton Research Institute. in answer to a 

legislative mandate. addressed four objectives in 

conducting this needs assessment of Indians resid- 
ing in Nebraska in 1977: (1) estimating their state- 
wide population, (2) describing social and economic 

characteristics. (3) determining their needs. and (4) 

documenting the services and programs available to 

them. Background interviews were conducted with 

18 Indian leaders and 13 government officials. and 

extensive interviews were held with a sample of 292 

American Indians. For the estimated 15.205 popu- 

lation, the unemployment rate was 14°, almost 5 

times that of the statewide rate; their average in- 

come was less than 60° of all Nebraskans in 1975. 

Houschold size was significantly larger. but their 

rate of homeownership was only 25°:, with homes 

and apartments being small and crowded. More 
than one third of the persons interviewed had been 
arrested, with the most common offenses being al- 
cohol-related: drinking problems were reported in 
2) of the households surveyed. Nebraska Indians 


were less likely to seck medical help from available 


sources, and they had generally received less formal 
education than all Nebraskans, yet education and 
health were perceived by the Native Americans to 
be their two most significant areas of need. (JD) 
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Public Law 95-561 (Field Draft) is lauded for re- 
flecting a commitment to the establishment of goals 
of excellence for Indian schools, but criticized be- 
cause of its lack of clarification of the standards (as 
measures of excellence) necessary to judge any pro- 
gress toward meeting the established goals. Exam- 
ples of the ambiguity of some of the standards are 
shown by posing the unanswered questions, “What 
is Meant by public relations?” and “How is utiliza- 
tion of community people measured?”’. The unset- 
tling implication that meaningful Indian education 
lacks a standard is illustrated by the absence of any 
“measures of excellence”’ being called for in current 
practices that are left to the discretion of local 
school boards and in the assessment of how effec- 
tively the goals of curricula are met (i.e., the use of 
the bilingual approach being a decision of the school 
board, and the lack of indicators of progress in the 
utilization and effectiveness of bilingual programs). 
Measures of excellence are presently those of state 
codes and accrediting agencies, but since the most 
important rationale for maintaining Indian schools 
is to encourage alternative learning opportunities. 
then new means for measuring the attainment of 
excellence are needed. (JD)

Addressing the needs of Hispanic bilingual chil- 
dren with learning problems, the manual is arranged 
to help teach beginning students vowels and the 
concepts of shapes in a step-by-step manner based 
on Englemann’s principles of direct instruction. 
Equivalent Spanish/English chapters are designed 
to teach pronunciation and identification of vowels 
for reading remediatio. and to teach the concepts of 
shapes such as the triangle, square, rectangle, and 
circle. Vowels and shapes are selected as the teach- 
ing topics because they are major areas of learning 
difficulties for the Hispanic child having special 
needs. It is stated that once an instructor becomes 
familiar with the manual, an easy transfer can be 
made using the manual’s principles to teach other 
concepts. Review and testing sections are included 
at the end of each chapter. Results of a field test 
with 120 bilingual first graders indicate that the ma- 
nual’s direct method of teaching significantly in- 
creases students’ learning of vowels and concepts of 
shapes as compared to other bilingual methods. Ap- 
pended are the Spanish Reading Assessment Instru- 
ment (unique in that it utilizes “non-sense” words to 
assess a child’s reading ability in Spanish), instruc- 
tions for administering the instrument, and an an- 
swer sheet (which should reveal all the specific areas 
where the student has difficulty and which can be 
used for diagnostic purposes).

A controlled experiment was conducted in 1980 
with 117 first graders in two Southwestern schools 
near the Mexican border to determine the effects of 
direct instruction in teaching bilingual Hispanic 
children to read. Direct instruction has been defined 
as using modcling. reinforcement. prompting. dis- 
crimination learning. and correction/feedback for 
positive self concept development. Two rural 
schools with high percentages of Chicano students 
and with established bilingual education programs 
were selected for the study: however. School A 
served a poor neighborhood and was judged to be 
disadvantaged while School B served a more afflu- 
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ent area. In each school 58 first grade Hispanic 
bilingual children were randomly selected and ran- 
domly assigned to two experimental groups, condi- 
tions for which were identical except that one group 
used direct instruction and the other group used the 
regular bilingual method. Significant effects resulted 
between schools, between groups, and within a 
group/school interaction. Tentatively, direct in- 
struction can significantly improve beginning bilin- 
gual children’s achievement more than regular 
bilingual instruction; bilingual education may be en- 
hanced by incorporating direct instruction into its 
teaching method. “Schoo! characteristics” may in- 
teract with the effects of any specific teaching 
method.

The Standing Conference of European Ministers 

of Education prompted this report by their need to 
know about the impact of 1975 and 1977 official 
actions on various aspects of migrant education in 
their member countries. Answers to questionnaires 
sent to member countries and organizations in May 
1978 are synthesized according to: (1) use of Coun- 
cil of Europe school career and health record; (2) 
the training of teachers, educators, and animateurs; 
(3) bilateral agreements; (4) the problem of the re- 
turn home; (5) the native language and culture; and 
(6) technical and vocational training. Special issues 
on research, legislation, information, and participa- 
tion are reported for some countries. It is concluded 
that an accurate evaluation is not possible because 
of the working method used to get results, inconsist- 
ency of answers to questions, and lack of time to 
implement the resolutions. Suggestions for appro- 
priate changes in research methods are given, and 
the belief is stated that the problem of educating 
migrants and their children is far from being solved, 
nor is any rapid solution in view. It is emphasized 
that problems arising out of socio-cultural integra- 
tion of migrants are even more serious than strictly 
technical and educational matters, and plans for 
their solutions should be carried out without hesita- 
tion, retreat, or deviation.

Two fact sheets and a minireview are directed at 

improving American Indian education. The first 
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fact sheet deals with curriculum development for 
Indian students by the classroom teacher. Cur- 
riculum, scope, and sequence are defined, and 
suggestions are made for using commercially pre- 
pared curriculum materials (which often ignore 
minority representation) as supplements to in- 
dividually planned programs. A list of 14 centers 
and organizations that specialize in American Indi- 
an-oriented curriculum is included. The problems of 
stereotyping and depersonalization of Indians, 
prevalent in children’s literature, are described in 
the mini review, and guidelines for selecting 
unbiased reading materials are discussed. Ten meth- 
ods and strategies for effectively using the literature, 
a challenge to present young readers with truthful 
and meaningful materials, and a list of instructionai 
materials and reading selections are given. In the 
second fact sheet, a brief history of American Indian 
legislative funding is described, with an emphasis on 
particular pieces of funding being used to aid Indian 
education today. A summary of Alaska’s develop- 
ment of Indian education is revealed as exemplary 
of some of the problems encountered in achieving 
quality education. It is suggested that further re- 
search, better use of funding, and continued pursuit 
by the Indian student will provide hope for a better 
education in the future.

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tial Task for Educational Planning 
Because Special Educator turnover and existing 
modes of instruction were causing minimal progres- 
sion of exceptional Indian students, representatives 
of the nine schools involved in Chinle Agency's 
Special Education Department decided during the 
fall of 1979 to develop and implement programs that 
better met the needs of exceptional students. By 
revising the curriculum agency-wide to include se- 
quential criteria for math, reading, language arts, 
and behavior, hopefully the turnover rate of Special 
Education teachers would be decreased. A majority 
of the committee felt that math was the easiest disci- 
pline to adjust and that the Agency-adopted San 
Diego Sequential Task for Educational Planning 
(STEP) could be revised to establish objectives to 
meet chosen math goals. The remainder of 1979 was 
devoted to the development of “learning experience 
packets” and “exit-tests” for each math objective 
and a pre-posttest for the program. Use of the math 
objectives for the entire agency was expected to 
eliminate problems associated with students chang- 
ing schools and to act as a guide for teachers in 
meeting the needs of exceptional students. Only 
math has been completed and implemented, and it 
is anticipated that three more years will be needed 
to complete all of the components of the curriculum.

Title 1, Migrant Education Amendment 

Current research dealing with selected aspects of 
migrant education is condensed into two fact sheets 
and six mini reviews which should be of special 
interest to migrant program administrators and 
teachers. Four important areas are emphasized in 
each fact sheet and mini review: legislation that has 
been enacted concerning migrants, a statement of 
the problems that have been addressed, projects and 
programs that have been successful in solving these 
problems, and names and addresses of resource per- 
sons from whom further information and suggested 
procedures for organizing and implementing these 
programs can be obtained. The fact sheets answer 
questions concerning parent involvement and mi- 
grant education and interstate programs for migrant 
workers. The mini reviews summarize the research 
on early childhood and day care, the migrant child 
and reading instruction, migrant education and 
mathematics, oral/verbal skills, secondary educa- 
tion for migrant students, and an evaluation of the 
migrant program. A list of references cited is also 
included in each fact sheet and mini review. (CM) 
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Presenting a model for the comparative analysis 
of farm organizations, this paper analyzes the farm 
firm as a complex organization; identifies key struc- 
tural dimensions of an agricultural production unit; 
and reviews various organizational perspectives for 
their utility in understanding and explaining the 
behavior of farm operations and farm operators. 
Four lines of comparative inquiry which are used to 
understand patterns of efficiency and effectiveness 
and to define those factors contributing to growth 
and decline in the population of farm production 
units are examined: (1) population characteristics, 
(2) organizational unit characteristics, (3) farm 
manager characteristics, and (4) environmental cha- 
racteristics. Population studies of the farm industry 
seek to link ecological characteristics to changes in 
the number and distribution of farm firms. Studies 
of farm organizational units examine the size, scale, 
and internal structure of farm organizations to de- 
termine their behavioral characteristics and re- 
sponses to environmental conditions. Attention is 
paid to outcome measures of effectiveness and effi- 
ciency. Managerial characteristics represent a set of 
conditions suggested by open systems theory; open- 
ness to innovation, educational levels, and motiva- 
tions of farm operators are fundamental forces 
determining organizational responses to environ- 
mental conditions and technological change. Addi- 
tionally, the external technology of the 
organizational environment represents a central set 
of factors determining the range of solutions availa- 
ble for organizational and productivity problems. 
(CM) 
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The principal sociological frameworks used in en- 
ergy research on developing countries can be ap- 
praised in terms of the view of the energy-rural 
development problem that each framework implies. 
“Socio-Technical Analysis,” which is used most in 
industrial and organizational sociology and in eco- 
logical anthropology, is oriented to the decomposi- 
tion of production processes into discrete 
components. There has been little use of the “Diffu- 
sion Framework” in researching energy-rural devel- 
opment questions because there is uncertainty about 
how the energy problem can be stated in terms com- 
patible with a diffusion perspective. The Depend- 
ency Framework views the energy question as an 
element of the international economic system and 
the energy-rural development issues as part of the 
dynamics of underdevelopment. Application of the 
“Social Impact Analysis,” which is the utilization of 
an eclectic mix of elements from other frameworks, 
works best when it operates on the basis of some 
social theory which guides its focus. Since it consid- 
ers both energy and social systems, the “Ecological 
Approach” is preferred for social research on en- 
ergy and rural development. Because it is suspected 
that the real challenge of the energy crisis is “‘com- 
pletely social” (social ability to anticipate, learn, 
manage, and organize) and because success in en- 
ergy conservation and non-conventional energy 
generation programs must be measured ultimately 
against the broader dynamics of poverty, it is be- 
lieved that social scientists have a responsibility to 
approach the problem from the perspective of over- 
coming poverty. (CM) 
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In spite of opportunities for academic excellence, 
the 7,550 public school students of ‘Paradise Is- 
land” have average test scores well below statewide 
norms which, in turn, are below national averages. 
Sub-standard achievement in rural areas is a state- 
wide phenomenon which educators often explain in 
terms of isolation or minimal environmental stimu- 
lation (despite jet-age tourism). In ‘Paradise Is- 
land”, a growing faculty preoccupation with student 
misbehavior hinders achievement. Violence and 
vandalism in the high schools outpace crime rates 
for the island as a whole, and there is a drastic 
deterioration in classroom climate. Hawaii is the 
only state where public education is administered 
on a statewide basis by one Board of Education 
through one Superintendent of Education, who 
delegates responsibility to District Superintendents 
of the seven school districts. The role of the district 
office is to enforce state and federal policy, to police 
performance in the field. and to direct communica- 
tion to and from higher offices. Decision-making is 
inherently political. Anything not mandated is pro- 
hibited. Administration contact with faculty is 
primarily in the form of workshops in which ad- 
ministrators transmit orders. There is no provision 
for local control of education. and herein lies the 
problem. Control must be transferred from the state 
to the district level. Informed faculty and com- 
munity members must be resource people instead of 
sullen recipients of dictated curricula. Instructions 
must be related to needs of students, and provisions 
must be made for faculty imagination. individual 
differences. and local conditions. (CM)

The Arizona state plan for a program designed to 

provide educational assistance and support services 

to an anticipated 15,310 migrant children is pre- 
sented for fiscal year 1981. The plan administration, 
agency organizational structure, and authority and 
program definitions are explained. The population 
to be served, assessment of special educational 
needs, objectives of the program, and expected re- 
sults are narrated. The plan of action, schedule of 
activities, data to be collected, and additional ser- 
vice sources are outlined. The geographic locations 
of crop areas and migrant projects in progress are 
revealed, along with biographical sketches of the 

director of the program and other key personnel. A 

description of accomplishments of similar programs 

implemented since 1967 is given, and an appendix 
describing inservice training is included.

Focusing on migrant decision making processes in 
the selection of nonmetropolitan or metropolitan 
destinations, the main and interactive effects of 
Kentucky migration behavior were examined in 
terms of community size preference, economic con- 
dition, and value adherence. Data were gathered in 
a 1979 mail survey of registered voters in Kentucky 
which yielded 11,015 respondents for a response 
rate of 69.1%. Data were examined using log-linear 
analysis, bivariate cross tabulations, and analysis of 
covariance; and the results indicated that place of 
origin and value adherence had a significant effect 
on destination, while moves related to employment 
had only a slight effect on destination. Results also 
indicated: migrants tended to move to communities 
similar in size to those left behind; migrants moving 
for employment reasons tended to make inter metro 
or inter nonmetro area moves; and migrants moving 
for nonemployment reasons were more likely to 
move according to adherence to Gemeinschaft (pa- 
triotism, humanitariansim and salvation) or Gesell- 
schaft (personal freedom, individualism, and 
leisure) value orientations. Therefore, value adher- 
ence was seen as the key to the metro/nonmetro 
switch, and an understanding of value orientations 
was seen as essential for understanding population 
redistribution in contemporary American society.

An examination of trends in the service industries, 

as determined by U.S. Bureau of the Census figures 

(1970-77), reveals it to be the fastest growing sector 

in the economy, both nationally and rurally. Em- 

ployment in this sector increased 24% nationally 
and accounted for 74% of the net gain in nonmet- 

ropolitan employment; growth was at least 65% 

faster than the goods sector in rural areas. Because 

of the heterogeneous nature of the service sector, 
some economists believe that it is parasitic. but this 
is not apparent when looking at its role in the rural 
economy and quality of life. Its services are not seen 
as taking activity away from other areas. and be- 
cause it is labor-intensive. making few demands on 
public resources, it can meet public ecological goals. 
It can smooth area employment fluctuations by ab- 
sorbing unemployment from other areas and provid- 
ing opportunities for local residents and 
in-migrants. Assuming a continuation in decentrali- 
zation and an improvement in technology. the de- 
mand for services should increase. and if 
transportation costs continue to rise (while those for 
communication and information decrease). there 
should follow smaller. less specialized. and more 

“clustered” services. making citified services more 

accessible to rural residents. Growth in this sector 

can integrate local economies, and can be guided by 
government control and policies.

After Reconstruction, education in Alabama 
did not keep pace with the rest of the nation for a 
variety of reasons—a poor economy, excessive num- 
bers of children, a dual school system, and a general 
disinterest in education. Currently, federal funds 
and more state government emphases on education 
have greatly strengthened the state educational sys- 
tem.

In this model lesson, secondary students test the 
hypothesis that Mexican achievements have widely 
influenced art and architecture in the United States 
as a result of the cultural flow and exchange between 
the two nations. The lesson is designed to be pre- 
sented in two to three class periods. To determine 
the validity of the hypothesis, students examine se- 
lected examples of art and architecture (overhead 
projections, slides, recordings) found in the United 
States. Each selected example is followed by a di- 
rected discussion. Specific art works ard their 
sources are cited in the lesson and questions for 
teachers to ask are provided. Some «xamples of con- 
tent and teaching methods follow. Students learn 
about the interest in muralism in the United States 
which flowed from the Mexican Muralist Move- 
ment of the 1920's and 1930’s by examining several 
artist's works including Rufino Tamayo’s painted 
mural “America” in Houston's Bank of the South- 
west and Jose Clemente Orozco’s painted murals at 
Dartmouth College in New Hampshire. Teachers 
are asked to point out to students that the cultural 
exchange has flowed from the United States to 
Mexico as well. For example, many Mexican mural- 
ists chose themes of U.S. technology and Wall 
Street economic interests in Mexico. The lesson 
then proceeds to overhead projections of selected 
works by contemporary Mexican American artists 
in the United States, including Chelo Gonzalez 
Amezcua and Ralph Ortiz. Students learn about the 
depth of the Mexican influence by viewing slides of 
Frank Lloyd Wright’s detailed understanding of 
pre-Columbian construction design and decoration 
and listening to a record of Wright’s own words 
describing the creative influences guiding his work 
and much of the 20th century construction in the 
United States.

Through a review of relevant literature, the paper 
illustrates how role expectations of males and 
females are modified with age and with the decrease 
of major family/work expectations. The discussion 
is based on the framework of sexual politics which 
is defined as power-structured relationships in 
which one group of persons is controlled by another. 
In marriage, power is determined by decision mak- 
ing. earning power, and bargaining and/or ex- 
change. Several studies indicate that with 
progression of age, especially by late middle age and 
the approach to older age, sex-role emphasis dimi- 
nishes. For example, older men feel easier about 
expressing traditional female qualities such as nur- 
turing while females feel less guilty about being 
openly aggressive. Major changes which commonly 
occur with age and which contribute to diminishing 
sex roles are retirement from work, adjustment to 
reduced income, and the “empty nest.”’ Within this 
context. sexual politics consist of a general abate- 
ment of sexual activity and the relatively new phe- 
nonmenon of the older working woman. For single 
persons in older age, interpersonal relationships 
consist of a network of friends and some relatives. 
Literature indicates that close and enduring friend- 
ships are common between older females and that 
this ability to relate intimately to another woman 
helps maintain good morale. Literature also sug- 
gests that men are less apt to enter a comparable 
male/male friendship. The author concludes that 
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the decline of sex-role defined behavior toward the 
latter half of life merits serious attention for the 
benefit of both older citizens and younger ones.

This paper examines how Israel’s educational sys- 
tem attempts to deal with major social, geographic, 
religious, economic, and political problems. Prob- 
lems are presented in two main categories-internal 
and external. Internal problems include high immi-

The 
reception which the earliest Jews received in 
America was mixed and suggests a theme which 
continued well into the 19th century-that America 
was not always a land of religious liberty and equal- 
ity. During the Revolutionary War, Jews fought in 
the same battles and campaigns as did other Ameri- 
cans. The German Jewish migration of the mid-19th 
century lends itself to a continuation of the themes 
of immigration and pluralism and also suggests the 
theme of America as a land of opportunity. During 
the Civil War, Jews were a diverse people reflecting 
regional attitudes rather than a common Jewish out- 
look. Between 1880 and 1920, there was an increase 
in the Jewish population in America. The Jewish 
experience at this point illustrates several important 
developments in modern American history: the ac- 
culturation of immigrant groups, urbanization, and 
the development of the trade union movement. The 
striking feature of the Jewish community is its deter- 
mination to preserve Jewish identity which raises 
the problem of assimilation in a pluralistic society.

The use of sequential designs requires that 
the investigator set up a series of small G studies 
designed to produce required variance component 
estimates and then combine the results of these stu- 
dies in setting up a more complex D study. This 
approach was shown to be particularly useful in re- 
ducing dispersion effects which can significantly af- 
fect least squares estimates of variance components 
in designs that contain several facets. (Author/RL) 
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Focusing on the probability that differences will 
be found among sample treatment means when such 
differences do exist among the population means, 
this paper discusses the power of the F-test. The 
basic question concerns the use of analysis of vari- 
ance (ANOVA) and the number of units to be ran- 
domly sampled to have a high probability of 
detecting meaningful differences among the treat- 
ment level means, where the units of analysis are 
independent group means found by averaging over 
related scores. The Fisher’s F-test is used to estab- 
lish differences among treatment level means. The 
unit of analysis is the group mean where there is a 
relationship among members of the group (e.g. in a 
classroom situation). Methods used to calculate 
power for independent entities (e.g. students) are 
reviewed, as well as a fabricated example problem to 
provide insight into the group formulas which are 
developed. (RL) 
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tal Design, *Regression (Statistics), Sampling,

Identifiers—*Regression Discontinuity Model, 
*Regression Projection Model, Simultaneous Re- 
gion Procedure 
Statistical procedures of the regression discon- 
tinuity and regression projection designs were com- 
pared to determine which design was more able to 
detect treatment effect in remedial or gifted pro- 
grams. Neither test was more precise in all situa- 
tions. Tables list the more precise test usder specific 
conditions. The regression projection model pro- 
duced a more precise test when the sample sizes of 
the two groups were equal or nearly equal. The 
regression discontinuity model was more precise 
when the sample size of the treatment group was 
much smaller than that of the comparison group. 
Both models led to erroneous conclusions about 
program impact when a treatment-selection variable 
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interaction existed. For this situation, a simultane- 
ous region procedure based on Scheffe intervals is 
suggested. This provides a test of the treatment ef- 
fect at all levels of the selection variable, allowing 
the user to infer for which individuals—none, some, 
or all-an effect exists. A derivation of the simultane- 
ous region procedure and a practical example 
demonstrating its use are presented. (Author/RL) 
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Stanford Achievement Tests 
The feasibility of constructing composite scores 
which will yield pretest measures having all the 
properties required by the special regression model 
is explored as an alternative to the single pretest 
score usually used in student selection for Elemen- 
tary Secondary Education Act Title I compensatory 
education programs. Reading data, including Stan- 
ford Achievement Test scores, obtained from stu- 
dents in grades 2, 3, 4, and 6 in four school districts 
are analyzed from a technical and a practical per- 
spective. Mathematics data obtained from students 
in grades 2 and 3 in one school district are also 
analyzed. Although composites do not seem to in- 
crease the accuracy of estimating the no-treatment 
expectation in regression designs variables such as 
teacher ratings and placement in a reading series 
can be quite reliable. A procedure requiring the sim- 
ple sums of two or three carefully selected variables 
has obvious practical advantages over elaborate 
score transformations. It can yield pretest measures 
having all the properties necessary for the special 
regression model. If, however, the scaling of a varia- 
ble or score inflation on a rating causes floor or 
ceiling effects in the composite scores, problems are 
created when project gains are estimated with the 
special regression model. (RL) 
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The question of whether certain teaching behav- 
iors as perceived by students are related to the stu- 
dents’ achievement in different subject areas is 
investigated. A revised questionnaire, Our Class 
and Its Work (OCIW), assesses student perceptions 
of teacher behavior along the following nine scales: 
variability; enthusiasm; task-orientation; criticism: 
opportunity to learn; use of structuring comments: 
multiple levels of questioning: mismanagement: and 
sustainity. The OCIW was administered in two 
Chicago schools: to 136 parochial school students in 
grades 2 through 8, and to 96 public school students 
in grade 4. In the parochial school. two years of total 
reading, vocabulary, language arts. mathematics 
concepts. mathematics computation, social studies, 
and science achievement scores on the Science Re- 
search Associates Achievement Tests were ob- 
tained. In the public school. two years of total 
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reading, mathematics concepts, mathematics prob- 
lem solving, and total mathematics achievement 
scores from the Iowa Test of Basic Skills were ob- 
tained. In both schools, OCIW scales and previous 
academic achievement were entered as independent 
variables in a multiple regression equation predict- 
ing academic achievement for the current year. Re- 
sults indicated that several OCIW scales are 
significant predictors of academic achievement and 
vary across academic subjects. (RL)

The potential reliability and construct and predic- 
tive validity of a 30-item Study Skills Questionnaire 
(SSQUES) was evaluated for its ability to: (1) pre- 
dict student performance in a self-paced, individual- 
ized, or computer-managed instructional 
environment, and (2) identify students needing 
some type of study skills remediation. The study 
was conducted in the context of the Air Force Ad- 
vanced Instructional System; subjects were male 
and female Air Force trainees in four computer- 
managed instruction courses during a nine-week 
period. Students evaluated their skills in four areas: 
reading comprehension, memorization, concentra- 
tion management, and test taking. The question- 
naire demonstrated substantial reliability and 
construct validity. Predictive validity results sup- 
ported the power of the SSQUES to predict student 
achievement and to discriminate between students 
who would perform well versus poorly. (Au-

The appropriateness of the use of the standardized 

residual (SR) to assess congruence between sample 

test item responses and the one parameter latent 
trait (Rasch) item characteristic curve is investi- 
gated. Latent trait theory is reviewed. as well as 
theory of the SR. the apparent error in calculating 
the expected distribution of the SR. and implica- 
tions of using the SR for item analysis. Empirical 
results using actual data are presented to support the 
theoretical anlaysis. as well as a demonstration of 
the practical implications of the failure to reject 
items which do not fit the model. Conclusions based 
on the findings include: (1) discriminations of all the 
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items in a test must be very similar in order for 
Rasch mode! analyses to work in practice; (2) the 
SR mean square fit statistic does not detect unac- 
ceptable variation in discrimination; and (3) item 
discrimination needs to be monitored and con- 
trolled using more exact tests of fit than the residual 
mean square. Finally, an alternate linear model is 
described which may provide a practical solution to 
problems encountered in the construction of item 
banks and tailored testing. (RL) 
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sessment Instruments 
The magnitude of simple and multiple correla- 
tions between the Teacher Performance Assessment 
Instruments (TPAI) ratings of elementary student 
teachers and achievement gains of their pupils is 
assessed, as well as the impact of certain methodo- 
logical and contextual factors on the validity coeffi- 
cients generated. The TPAI is a set of four 
instruments including: Teaching Plans and Materi- 
als; Classroom Procedures; Interpersonal Skills; and 
Professional Standards. Participants were 33 under- 
graduate interns in early elementary education and 
several hundred pupils in grades K though 5. Interns 
were rated by the classroom supervising teacher and 
the college supervisor twice: once during the first 
quarter of internship and again during the second 
quarter. During both quarters the pupils were pre- 
and posttested on unit objectives developed by the 
interns. The pre- and posttests were used to assess 
student growth, and an effectiveness index (i.e., the 
class mean of the percentage of the possible gain) 
was computed for each pupil. Results indicated that 
77 of 105 TPAI ratings on the first occasion, and 54 
of 200 on the second occasion, were significantly 
and positively related to achievement gains. (RL) 
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The ability of the Rasch model to provide item 
difficulties and achievement test scores which are 
invariant is studied. Data for the study were ob- 
tained from students in grades 3 through 7 who took 
the Sequential Tests of Educational Progress (STEP 
Il) Reading and Mathematics Concepts tests dur- 
ing a spring norming study. Each test contained 50 
items administered in a 40-minute period. These 
norming data were collected so as to provide both 
in-level and out-of-level norms, although only a por- 
tion of the full set of norming study data was used. 
All calibrations to the Rasch model were done using 
the BICAL program. Separate item difficulty and 
score scale estimates were obtained for each grade 
level administered a particular level of the tests. 
Results indicated that achievement scores and item 
difficulty parameters could be considered as essen- 
tially invariant. Ten of 14 out-of-level regressions of 
item difficulty estimates on in-level estimates were 
linear, of unit slope. and had zero intercepts. The 
remaining four regressions had zero intercepts and 
were linear but did not have slopes of 1.0. (RL) 
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The attitude of students toward taking achieve- 
ment tests, as well as the relationship between this 
attitude and student performance on achievement 
tests, was studied in three southern Illinois schools. 
Students in grades six through nine were adminis- 
tered the 1973 Stanford Achievement Tests, fol- 
lowed by an attitudinal test developed for the study 
to measure students’ attitudes toward taking the 
achievement tests. Percentiles of both tests were 
obtained, and a test-retest reliability index of .87 
was calculated for the attitudinal test. Generally, 
student attitudes toward achievement tests were 
found to be positive. However, only moderate corre- 
lations were obtained between students’ attitudinal 
test scores and their actual achievement test percen- 
tiles. Achievement scores were most highly cor- 
related with students’ self-attitudes toward the tests. 
Although students strongly agreed that achieve- 
ment tests were important to their teachers and that 
teachers wanted them to do well, these attitudes had 
very little relationship to actual test performance.

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The conceptualization of analysis of covariance 
(ANCOVA), as an analysis of variance (ANOVA) 
on the residual scores that are obtained when the 
dependent variable is regressed on the covariate, is 
mathematically incorrect. If residuals are obtained 
from the pooled within-groups regression coeffi- 
cient, ANOVA on the residuals results in an inflated 
alpha-level. If the regression coefficient for the total 
sample combined into one group is used, ANOVA 
on the residuals yields an inappropriately conserva- 
tive test. In either case, ANOVA of residuals fails 
to provide a correct test, because the significance 
test in ANCOVA requires consideration of both the 
pooled within-groups regression coefficient and the 
regression coefficient for the total sample combined 
into one group. It is recommended that the signifi- 
cance test of treatment effects in ANCOVA be con- 
ceptualized as a comparison of models whose 
parameters are estimated by the principle of least 
squares.

This paper grew out of a presentation made as part 
of a panel discussion on the Bakke case, and is sec- 
ond in a series of Institute for the Study of Educa- 
tional Policy documents on important educational 
issues and problems. Many of the factors that im- 
pact test performance or scores are examined. The 
primary thesis of the paper is that it is psychometri- 
cally legitimate and practically sound to supplement 
test scores when tests are used as selection devices 
in a decision-making process. Limiting dependence 
on tests is a practice that will result in greater fair- 
ness to more individuals. The Bakke case is used as 
the source of basic data. A discussion of the factors 
affecting test scores is presented, and the issues of 
validity and selection are discussed. Specific areas 
of concern are: measurement for selection; origins 
and identification of test bias; bias resulting from 
improper use; using regression analysis in determin- 
ing predictive validity; and the issue of overpredic- 
tion. Recommendations supporting the paper’s 
thesis are offered. (Author/GSK) 
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The initial steps necessary for constructing an 
analogies test are described. Basic mathematics be- 
ing the context, the aim of the test is to predict 
student performance in research statistics courses 
characteristic of graduate education and social 
science programs. Items involving analogies in a 
quantitative context were built, sorted into two 
forms of the test (Q-Analogies), administered to be- 
ginning statistics classes, and analyzed on the BI- 
CAL program. Two revised forms of the 
Q-Analogies Test were developed and administered 
to intermediate classes. A basic algebra test was also 
administered to the classes. Results suggest the fol- 
lowing for the Q-Analogies: (1) it is superior to an 
algebra test in predicting success in quantitative 
courses; (2) it measures with high reliability; (3) 
scores on both forms are quite comparable and sim- 
ply equated; (4) it discriminates between groups de- 
fined on the basis of mathematical expertise; and (5) 
it appears promising as a valid, reliable measure of 
quantitative ability and warrants further trial. (Au-

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A scheme, using features in a cartoon-like human 

face to represent variables, is tested as to its ability 

to graphically depict multivariate data. A factor 
analysis of Harman’s “24 Psychological Tests” was 
performed and yielded four orthogonal factors. 

Nose width represented the loading on Factor 1; eye 

size on Factor 2; curve of mouth on Factor 3; and 

height of eyes on Factor 4. The communality (i.e. 

the proportions of the total variance accounted for 

by the factor space) was represented by the size 

(area) of the face. Ten ‘experts’ who knew about 


Chernoff faces, factor analysis, and Harman’s 24 
Psychological Tests, and 32 randomly selected 
“novices” sorted 24 squares depicting “faces” into 
as many piles as they thought sensible. Each sub- 
ject’s responses were coded, and group similarity 
matrices were constructed for the experts and the 
novices by averaging across their individual ma- 
trices. Results indicated that, for a four dimensional 
structure, untrained human judges performed with 
astonishing accuracy. “Faces” not only allowed the 
clustering of multivariate data points perceptually, 
but the distances between points as well. (RL) 
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Some of the problems in research on aptitude 
treatment interactions (ATIs), are discussed. 
Among these problems are the inconsistency and 
lack of generality to many ATI findings, especially 
in classroom-based ATI investigations. It is sug- 
gested that such investigations may be of limited 
generality due to the nature of the phenomena. The 
importance of careful classification of aptitude and 
treatment variables is also discussed. Investigation 
of the interaction between individual differences in 
prior achievement and instructional method is 
proposed as one way to avoid some of the problems 
of other approaches, including examining interac- 
tions between cognitive processes and instructional 
method. Finally, it is suggested that ATI researchers 
precede formal investigations by an observational 
phase: instead of beginning research by generating 
a prediction as to what students are likely to do in 
instructional situations offering a variety of alterna- 
tives, primary observation of the students’ selection 
of options is preferable. (Author/RL)

An experimental evaluation was conducted of a 

drug education program in two high schools. The 

experimental group consisted of students who had 
participated in a 50 hour workshop which combined 
didactic presentations and interactive activities be- 
tween peers. The control group consisted of stu- 
dents from the drug education program waiting list. 

It was hypothesized that the students who received 

the drug education program, when compared to a 

control group would: (1) score higher on an over- 

dose drug knowledge test; (2) score lower on a drug 
usage test; (3) score higher on a self-esteem test; and 

(4) score higher on an empathy test. The results 

supported only the fourth hypothesis; that is, stu- 

dents receiving the drug education program did bet- 
ter on the empathy test than did the control group 
students. There were no significant differences be- 
tween experimental and control students on the 
drug knowledge, drug usage, or self-esteem tests.

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In the Fall of 1978, the American Association of 
School Administrators distributed a survey instru- 
ment to approximately 4,000 school district super- 
intendents and school administrators nationwide 
The instrument was designed to test these individu- 
als’ attitudes toward women as schoo! district ad- 
ministrators. Two hundred of the individuals 
surveyed also received a questionnaire (the “SRA 
Opinion Survey for Men and Women”) which elic- 
ited opinions about women as employees in any 
occupational field. Analysis of results from the 
“Women as School District Administrators” survey 
focused on: (1) perceived effectiveness of women 
functioning in a management environment; (2) tra- 
ditional female specific barriers to full time employ- 
ment; and (3) personality characteristics that are 
seen as important to success in a managerial role. 
The SRA focused primarily on opinions regarding 
employment characteristics of women, in terms of 
their work attitudes and habits, interest and motiva- 
tion, temperament and aptitudes, knowledge and 
skills.

This study examined the form and availability of 
alternative education programs in suburban Cook 
County, Illinois, public secondary schools. Alterna- 
tive education was defined as any special program 
that is directed to specific academic, emotional, 
and/or work training needs of students. A survey 
was submitted to school districts to gather informa- 
tion on types of programs available and the number 
of students and teachers involved. Thirty-seven per- 
cent of the school districts reported having alterna- 
tive programs implemented during the school day, 
60% reported implementing evening alternative 
programs, 82% reported offering programs for preg- 
nant students, and 67% had programs for expelled 
students. A general summary of program character- 
istics and policies is included in the report as well as 
a table that summarizes, district by district, the 
types of programs offered, and briefly describes the 
individual characteristics of each program. The sur- 
vey instrument is appended.

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This paper is concerned with the relationship be- 
tween Rastafarianism and black youth in Great Brit- 
ain. Rastafarianism is considered from three main 
perspectives: (1) the social, economic, and historical 
context of the movement's development among 
poor blacks in Jamaica since the 1930's; (2) the 
evolution of Reggae as the musical expression of 
Rastafarianism, and the music’s role as a dissemina- 
tor of the movement to young people in Great Brit- 
ain; and (3) the experiences of blacks in British 
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society, with its historic and current racist structure. 
It is held that, for economically disadvantaged black 
youth, Rastafarianism is the only social reference 
point that gives positive reinforcement to the black 
identity.

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The issue of school closure has demanded the at- 
tention of most school districts serving large urban 
populations. Factors such as court mandates for 
desegregation, urban flight, diminishing financial re- 
sources, souring operational costs, and declining en- 
rollments have added a mixture of unprecedented 
circumstances to the issue. The Cleveland School 
District, faced with many of these problems, needed 
to develop a school closing policy which effectively 
deals with them. The purpose of this report was to 
provide a better understanding of the developed 
school closing policy, actions, and future plans of 
the school district. The report focused upon four 
areas: (1) a literature search which revealed criteria 
used to determine previous school closings in urban 
school districts, (2) past actions of the Cleveland 
School District dealing with school closings, (3) the 
impact of desegregation on school closings, and (4) 
recommendations to help establish policy for the 
future.

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A labor force mobility model was developed to 
forecast the impact of several alternate statistical 
definitions of “fairness” in selection on minority 
employment.

Since World War II, unemployment rates for 
black youths have risen much more rapidly than for 
white youths. This report reviews possible causes of 
the worsening relative employment status of black 
youths, including market and structural trends in 
the sizes of labor force entry cohorts, competition in 
the low-wage labor market from women and stu- 
dents, the level and coverage of the minimum wage, 
occupational and industrial structure, and the geo- 
graphic distribution of jobs. Social and demographic 
trends in school enrollment, armed forces enlist- 
ment, marriage and family norms, and receipt of 
public assistance are also considered. It is suggested 
that historical differences between blacks and 
whites in the occupational sectors in which they 
worked, in schooi enrollment patterns, and in mili- 
tary enlistment patterns concealed the true racial 
disparity in youth unemployment because black 
youth entered the work force before whites and 
found work in the agricultural sector. Now that 
black and white school enrollment and military en- 
listment norms are more alike and unskilled jobs 
scarcer, it is held, the true inequality in employment 
is revealed.

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A human ecology theoretical framework for the 
study of sexual differentiation in metropolitan area 
professional occupations is presented in this paper.

Differences in the characteristics of organizations 
among populations represent the fundamental hu- 
man ecological problem. This theory describes sex- 
ual differentiation within occupations as a function 
of occupational organizations.

By using a human 
ecology research model, it is hoped that differences 
in organizations within metropolitan areas will ex- 
plain, at least in part, variations in sexual differentia- 
tion.

The Bowles-Gintis correspondence theory rejects 
conventional theories that stress the role of cogni- 
tive skills in explaining the link between educational 
attainment and occupational status or earnings. 
Bowles and Gintis propose that schools serve 
primarily to develop noncognitive characteristics 
necessary to the reproduction of the social relations 
of production in a capitalist economy. In this paper, 
Olneck’s Kalamazoo Brothers data are used to test 
the Bowles-Gintis correspondence theory. The data 
include tenth grade homeroom teachers’ ratings on 
nine personality or behavioral measures, sixth grade 
aptitude test scores, tenth grade English marks, 
measures of family background, initial and current 
occupational status, and 1973 earnings for a sample 
of 35 to 59 year old males. Findings indicate that the 
empirical predictions of the correspondence theory 
are unsupported. Critics of what Bowles and Gintis 
label the “technocratic-meritocratic” model of 
achievement would fare better by questioning the 
model’s explanatory and interpretive premises than 
by disputing its empirical predictions. (Au-

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This publication reviews the history of women 

and girls in athletics, assesses the current status of 

female participation in high school and college com- 
petitive athletics, and summarizes recent policy in- 
terpretations by the Department of Health, 

Education. and Welfare (DHEW) of Title IX of the

view focuses on American attitudes toward female 
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physicality from the Victorian era to the present. 
Current obstacles to female participation in sports 
are identified as sex stereotyping of athletics as un- 
feminine, the idea that females should not engage in 
strenuous activity, and discrimination in the alloca- 
tion of resources for sports.

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From the perspective of contemporary human 

ecology, this paper presents a descriptive analysis of 

sexual differentiation in professional occupations, 
using data provided for the large metropolitan labor 
forces of the United States in 1970. Aggregate pro- 
file characteristics of the total metropolitan labor

This study identifies the problems and needs of 

recent immigrants to Hawaii. identifies those factors 
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that hinder the effective delivery of Federally 
funded health, educational, and social services to 
immigrants, and recommends ways in which gov- 
ernment agencies can meet immigrant needs in Ha- 
waii. The study is based on a i978 survey in which 
immigrant parents, educators, social and health 
agency workers, immigrant community leaders, and 
administrators and/or policy makers were ques- 
tioned regarding problems faced by immigrants.

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The Corporate Career Demonstration Project is a 
Federally funded program designed to provide 
economically disadvantaged young adults with spe- 
cialized training, counseling and educational experi- 
ences. The project’s major goal is to prepare these 
youth for entry level corporate career positions they 
would otherwise be unable to obtain. Applicants re- 
cruited from the Houston area took part in a thir- 
teen week pre internship program designed to 
develop personal, interpersonal and academic skills. 
They then entered the internship phase which in- 
cluded matching participants to corporations, inter- 
views with potential employers, and a three stage 
on-the-job internship. The program was evaluated 
using observations, interviews, questionnaires, and 
standardized tests. Data indicated that the program 
had a significant impact on the personal, interper- 
sonal, and academic skills of the interns. Gains were 
made in all three areas as a consequence of their 
training.

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This report presents various facts relating to the 

relatively low status of blacks and other minorities

The author 
contends that as we have not yet reached the stage 
in American society where equal opportunity exists 
and race ceases to be a factor in the distribution of 
social and economic resources, the Brown decision 
is still relevant to current educational issues. In this 
context, she discusses (1) strategies that can be em- 
ployed by minority group leaders to achieve equal 
educational access; (2) expansion of the implica- 
tions of the Brown decision beyond a black/white 
issue, to include Native Americans, Hispanics, and 
other minorities; (3) competition for educational re- 
sources between different ‘special needs” popula- 
tions; (4) problems of equal access particular to 
urban areas; (5) the issue of postsecondary desegre- 
gation with regard to black colleges; and (6) the 
question of race versus social class as indicators of 
educational disadvantage and, thus, special need.

Four samples were 
used in the development and validation of the 
scales: (1) 265 Cuban Americans, (2) 201 white 
Americans, (3) 69 Cuban American high school stu- 
dents, and (4) 47 white American high school stu- 
dents. The behavioral scale provided a highly 
reliable and valid measure of acculturation and 
proved superior to the value scale in almost every 
respect. Behavioral and value acculturation were 
found to be linear functions of the amount of time 
a person was exposed to the host culture.

The findings suggest that inter- 
generational/acculturational differences develop 
because younger members of the family acculturate 
more rapidly than older family members.

This report examines the dimensions, causes, and 
consequences of the dropout problem for California 
youth aged 12-17. School enrollment data and data 
from the 1976 Department of Health, Education, 
and Welfare Survey of Income and Education (SIE) 
were used to assess the current dropout rate. SIE 
statistics were also used to describe the age, sex, 
ethnic background, family income, employment 
status, and marriage rate characteristics of the drop- 
out population.

The Birmingham Experiment in Community Edu- 
cation was established to strengthen the role of the 
school in three disadvantaged areas of Birmingham 
so as to assist in the educational and social rehabili- 
tation of the local neighborhood. The objectives of 
the project were (1) to foster cooperation and coor- 
dination between school staff and local voluntary 
agencies, (2) to foster the teachers’ perception of 
their role in community education, (3) to improve 
interethnic attitudes, (4) to encourage self-generat- 
ing community education, (5) to develop the educa- 
tional resources of the neighborhood for the benefit 
of the school, (6) to develop the educational re- 
sources and facilities of the school for the benefit of 
the neighborhood, and (7) to improve parental 
childminding care for the preschool child. Inter- 
views and observations of meetings were conducted 
by an evaluation team from Aston University to 
interpret the project’s goal and raise issues con- 
nected with the project's objectives. This report of 
the evaluation team includes an analysis of the ra- 
tionale and implementation problems for each of the 
project’s objectives, as well as general conclusions 
and a discussion of problems encountered during 
the evaluation process. (Author/BE) 
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The authors of this paper believe that oral art 
shapes the whole life of people and the whole life of 
people shapes their oral art. They believe that oral 
art reflects the moral codes, ethical principles, 
spiritual striving and varying needs of people while 
providing insights that enhance self-worth. The au- 
thors propose that these reflections are consonant 
with the concerns of education and guidance and 
that black oral art, used effectively for educational 
guidance purposes, can have a positive impact on 
the development of black youth. To that end, the 
authors present three group techniques that make 
use of black oral art: fostering self-esteem and 
achievement motivation, promoting educational ex- 
cellence and school retention, and developing deter- 
mination and persistence in worthy endeavors.

(ESAA) Program in the District of Columbia public 
schools addresses four general issues: (1) the extent 
to which the program was implemented as planned;

and (4) assessments by participating students and 
the educational growth of these students.

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Spanish Speaking, *Staff Development 
Identifiers—* Bilingual Education Act 1968, *Dis- 
trict of Columbia 
The Elementary and Secondary Education Act 
Title VII program instituted by the public schools of 
the District of Columbia serves approximately 1600 
students in 14 elementary school sites and includes 
both Spanish/English and Chinese/ English compo- 
nents. This evaluation report details the progress of 
Title VII bilingual education towards meeting pro- 
gram goals in the areas of instruction, staff develop- 
ment, and  parent/community involvement. 
Included in the evaluation are procedures and lists 
of instruments used to collect data; an overall pro- 
ject evaluation plan; a description of the project, 
including its staffing; data from pre and post testing 
of a sample of project students; data from staff deve- 
lopment activities; and data from parent/com- 
munity participation activities. The instructional 
component evaluation consists primarily of meas- 
ures of skills development in reading, mathematics, 
language, and self concept (including multicultural 
awareness). Evaluation instruments are appended to 
the report. (GC) 
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The purpose of this paper is to identify areas of 

stress which the black woman encounters, specify 
her strengths despite such stress, and delineate the 
educational implications for her children. Areas of 
stress identified and discussed include family life, 
economic conditions, and racism and sexism. Sur- 
vival skills in the form of ‘‘mother wit,” emotional 
strength, and pride are described as strengths pos- 
sessed by the black woman despite the stress she 
encounters in her daily life. Based upon these 
stresses and strengths, educational implications for 
black children are described. Creative problem solv- 
ing, motivation to aspire, and the doctrine of self 
help are discussed as ideals instilled in black chil- 
dren.

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Since 1975, 300,000 Indochinese refugees have 
come to the United States. They continue to arrive 
at the rate of 14,000 per month. Although the efforts 
of the American government and people were lau- 
dable at the outset of Indochinese resettlement, the 
refugees have not been able to acculturate and 
become an integral part of American society. They 
have met with alienation and hostility and have, in 
self-defense, withdrawn into their ethnic enclave. 
Culture shock has taken a tremendous psychologi- 
cal toll on the refugees. Refugees have not been 
given equal opportunities for employment. Govern- 
ment funded Indochinese programs have in effect 
excluded Indochinese from obtaining positions in 
the higher echelon. Bilingual Indochinese educa- 
tional programs have been sorely lacking in materi- 
als and personnel. The establishment of 


organizations to plan and implement assistance pro- 
grams with Indochinese leadership and participa- 
tion, a national policy that reflects the needs of the 
refugees, improved and expanded educational pro- 
grams, and study of the factors leading to the suc- 
cess and failure of Indochinese resettlement can all 
help to begin to fulfill the needs of the refugees. 
(MK) 
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These workshop curricular materials concerning 
the design and implementation of alternate forms of 
citizen participation mechanisms were prepared for 
use with management-level and pre-service person- 
nel involved in urban management within a political 
environment. Three curricular modules are pre- 
sented.
